The  second  session  of  the  fourth  General  Assembly' 
of  the  State  of  Illinois*  commenced  in  pursuance  of  a 
proclamation  of  the  acting  Governor,  at  V mdalia,  orr 
the  first  Monday  (being  the  second  day  of  January,)  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty  six:

, the  county  of  Monroe,  Joseph  A.  Beaird,  senators; 
Emanuel  J.  West,  secretary,  and  Albert  G.  Sloo,  en« 
grossing  and  enrolling  clerk. 

The  Speaker  of  the  senate  being  absent,  Mr.  Widen 
was  appointed  speaker  pro  tempore. 

Benjamin  Ogle,  door  keeper  to  the  senate,  being  abv 
§ sent,  mr  Speaker  appointed  James  Pierce  doorkeeper 
' pro  tempore. 


Joseph  Conway,  the  senator  from  Madison  county*, 
appeared,  produced  his  certificate  of  election,  was  qual- 
ified and  took  his  seat. 

On  motion  of  mr,  Carlin , 

The  senate  proceeded  to  elect  a door  keeper;  and  on 
the  second  balloting,  Thomas  Higgins,  having  a major- 
ity  of  all  the  votes  given,  was  declared  by  mr.  Speaker, 
duly  elected  door-keeper,  who  appeared  and  proceeded 
to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  station. 

Mr.  Conway  moved  that  the  senate  now  proceed  to 
elect  a secretary  to  the  senate;  which,  on  the  question 
being  put,  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

On  motion  by  mr.  Sloo, 

Ordered , That  the  secretary  inform  the  house  of  re- 
presentatives that  the  senate  have  organized,  and  are  rea- 
dy to  proceed  to  business. 

On  motion  by  mr.  Lemen% 

The  senate  adjourned  until  two  o’clock  p.  m. 

MONDAY.  JANUARY  2,  1826.

TUESDAY,  JANUARY  3,  1826. 

The  senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

A message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  by  mr, 
Dunn,  their  clerk: 

“A//*.  Speaker — I am  directed  by  the  house  of  rep* 
resentatives  to  inform  the  senate  that  the  house  has  met; 
formed  a quorum;  made  choice  of  David  Blackwell  as 
their  speaker,  and  Thomas  Redman  as  their  door  keep- 
er; and  that  they  are  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

“The  house  of  representatives  have  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“ Resolved \ That  a committee  of  two  be  appointed 


on  the  part  of  this  house  to  act  with  such  committee  a& 
the  sen d to  may  appoint,  to  wait  on  the  Governor,  and 
inform  him  that  the  general  assembly  are  organized,  and 
ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  think  prop- 
er to  make.  And  they  have  appointed  messrs.  Church- 
ill and  Norton,  the  committee  on  their  part;  in  which 
they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  senate.’’ 

The  resolution  from  the  house  of  representatives* 
having  for  its  object,  the  appointment  of  a joint  com- 
mittee to  wait  upon  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that 
the  general  assembly  are  organized  and  ieady  to  receive 
any  communication  he  may  think  proper  to  make,  was 
taken  up  and  concurred  in.  Whereupon,  mr.  Speak- 
er appointed  mr.  Kirkpatrick  the  committee  on  the  part 
of  the  senate. 

Order ed,  That  the  secretary  inform  the  house  of  rep* 
resentatives  thereof. 

On  motion  by  mr.  Stillman, 

Resolved , That  the  senate  adopt  the  same  rules  for 
their  government  during  the  present  session,  that  were 
adopted  at  their  last;  and, 

On  motion  by  mr.  Sloo,  it  was 
Resolved , That  the  following  standing  committees 
be  appointed,  viz: 

Committee  on  the  Judiciary.  Committee  on  Inter- 
nal Improvements.  Committee  on  Seminary  Lands  and 
Education.  Committee  on  Military  Affairs.  Com- 
mittee on  Elections;  and  committee  on  Finance. 

A message  from  the  house  of  reprerentatives  by  mr, 
Dunn,  their  clerk: 

‘‘Mr  Speaker — The  house  of  representatives  have 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

“ Resolved , That  the  clerk  inform  the  senate  that  the 
house  of  representatives  have  adopted  the  joint  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  last  session  of  this  gentr  1 assem- 
bly for  their  government;  and  have  ordered  sixty  co- 
pies therof  to  be  printed;  in  which  they  ask  the  con- 
currence of  the  senate.”

Oil  motion  by  mr.  Lemen , was

Mr.  Packer  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

Unsolved,  By  the  senate,  the  house  of  representatives, 
concurring  therein,  that  a joint  committee  be  appointed 
to  draft  joint  rules  for  the  government  of  the  two  houses 
of  the  present  session  of  the  general  assembly.  And 
on  the  question  being  put  on  its  adoption,  was  decided 
in  the  neganve. 

Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  from  the  joint  committee  appoint- 
ed ro  wait  upon  the  Governor,  made  the  following  re- 
port, to  wit: 

“The  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
Governor  and  inform  him  that  both  houses  have  met 
and  organized,  and  are  ready  to  receive  any  communi- 
cation he  may  think  proper  to  make,  report  that  they 
have  performed  that  duty,  and  have  received  for  answer, 
that  the  Governor  will  immediately  make  a communi- 
cation in  writing  to  both  houses.’’ 

A message  from  the  Governor  by  mr.  Forquer,  the 
Secretary  of  statt : 

"Mr*  Speaker — I am  directed  by  the  Governor  to 
deliver  to  the  Speaker  of  the  stnale  a communication  in 
writing.”  Whereupon,  mr.  Speaker  laid  before  the 
senate  the  Governor’s  message,  which  was  read  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit: 

FELLOW-CITIZENS  OF  THE  SENATE, 

ANL  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  I 

In  pursuance  of  a resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  re- 
questing to  be  convened  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary, for  the  purpose  of  apportioning  the  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives among  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  according 
to  the  census  to  be  taken  during  the  past  year,  the  lieuten- 
ant-governor, acting  as  governor  in  my  absence,  has  convened 
the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  sta- 
ted in  their  joint  resolution. 

The  returns  of  the  census  from  all  the  counties  have  been 
received,  and  are  herewith  laid  before  the  Legislature;  and 

from  which  it  appears  that  the  state  contains  72,817  irv 


habitants*  When  it  is  considered  how  difficult  it  must  be  to 
find  the  dwellings  of  persons  recently  removed  into  sparse 
and  detached  settlements  on  the  frontier,  and  that  much  of 
the  emigration  to  the  state  during  the  past  autumn,  came  »n 
too  late  to  be  enumerated,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  our  actu- 
al population  considerably  exceeds  the  number  stated  in  the 
census.  The  tide  of  emigration,  which  had  been  for  several 
j'ears  checked  by  various  causes,  both  general  and  local,  has 
again  set  in,  and  has  afforded  a greater  accession  of  popula- 
tion to  the  state  during  the  past,  than  it  had  for  the  three  pre- 
ceding years,  This  addition  to  our  population  and  wealth 
has  given  a new  impulse  to  the  industry  and  enterprise  of  our 
citizens,  and  has  sensibly  animated  the  face  of  our  country. 
And  a3  the  causes  which  have  impeded  the  prosperity"of  the 
state  are  daily  diminishing,  and  the  inducements  to  emigra^ 
tion  are  increasing,  we  may  confidently  anticipate  a more 
steady  and  rapid  augmentation  of  its  population  and  resour- 
ces. On  this  auspicious  change  in  our  local  circumstances,  as 
well  as  on  the  great  blessing  of  good  health,  which  our  fellow- 
citizens  have  so  pre-eminently  enjoyed  for  the  last  three  years, 
and  particularly  during  the  past;  and  also  on  the  general 
peace,  prosperity,  and  happiness  of  our  country,  I congratu- 
late the  Representatives  of  the  people,  and  unite  with  them 
in  offering  up  grateful  thanks  and  fervent  adoration  to  a be- 
nign Providence  for  these  and  all  the  other  and  numerous  bles- 
sings which  we  have  enjoyed. 

After  disposing  of  the  special  object  for  which  the  Genera! 
Assembly  has  been  convened,  the  question  arises,  whether  a- 
ny,  and  if  any,  what  other  business  should  be  acted  on  at  the 
present  session.  A knowledge  of  the  situation  of  the  Treasury 
must  convince  all  that  this  extra  session  should  be  as  short  and 
economical  as  is  compatible  with  the  public  interest:  And  to 

render  it  so,  I recommend  that  no  other  business  be  acted  on 
or  considered,  except  such  as  may  be  deemed  of  great  impor- 
tance, and  of  indispensable  necessity,  and  the  delay  of  which 
would  be  attended  with  great  public  detriment  or  private  in- 
in  rw.

There  remained  in  the  Treasury  on  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber 1824,  the  sum  of  §38,556  73  cents,  and  between  that 
and  the  first  day  of  January  1826,  there  have  been  received 
§38,304  00,  making  the. aggregate  sum  of  ,§76,860  73.  Du- 
ring the  same  period  the  demand*  on  the  Treasury  have  a- 
mounted  to  §107,782  12;  leaving  an  excess  of  Auditor’s  war- 
rants beyond  tbo  means  of  the  Treasury  to  redeem,  and  which

•are  now  outstanding,  and  amount  to  30,921  39.  This  static 
meat  shows  there  was  about  the  time  of  your  last  meetings 
an  excess  in  the  Treasury  of  §38,556  73,  and  that  there  is 
now  a deficiency  of  §30,921  39.  This  very  unfavorable 
change  in  the  finances  of  the  state  has  arisen  from  the  depre- 
ciation of  the  currency  in  which  the  taxes  are  paid ; the  great 
extension  of  the  judiciary,  made  at  the  last  session;  and  the 
expenses  of  that  session;  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  rebuil- 
ding the  State  House.  A comparison  of  the  past  with  the 
present,  with  an  eye  to  the  future,  and  a due  consideration 
of  the  sacred  obligation  imposed  on  the  government,  to  sus- 
tain the  credit,  promote  the  interest,  and  maintain  the  .char- 
acter of.  the  state,  will  not  only  udmonish  the  present  Gene- 
ral Assembly  to  be  economical  in  its  expenses  and  appropria- 
tions, but  demand  of  it  such  a retrenchment  of  the  public  ex- 
penditures, as  shall  not  only  prevent  them  in  future  from  ex- 
ceeding the  income,  but  enable  the  state  annually  to  appropri- 
ate a portion  of  the  public  funds  to  the  promotion  and  main- 
tenance of  the  great  and  vital  interests  of  education  and  in- 
ternal improvement. 

By  a provision  in  the  appropriation  law  of  the  last  session, 
it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  issue  his  warrants  for 
the  state  paper  value  of  demands  on  the  Treasury.  This  pro- 
vision is  most  ruinous  to  the  Treasury,  and  prejudicial  to  the 
financial  credit  of  the  state,  and  should  be  repealed.  The 
effect  of  it  is  to  issue  the  warrant,  which  is  the  obligation  of 
the  state,  not  for  the  real  value  of  the  service  rendered,  or  the 
lawful  amount  due,  hut  for  its  appraised  value  in  state  paper; 
which  warrant,  in  the  nominal  sum  of  this  greatly  deprecia- 
ted currency,  if  retained  until  it  recovers  its  value  (which 
must  be  the  case  in  a few  years,)  will  be  paid  by  the  Treasury, 
not  in  the  -same  depreciated  paper  medium  in  which  it  was  is- 
sued, but  in  the  precious  metals.  As  the  paper  currency  is 
gradually  advancing  in  value,  and  must  continue  to  do  so,  as 
the  amount  in  circulation  diminishes,  the  holders  of  the  war- 
rants have  already,  and’ arc  daily  receiving  a benefit,  and  the 
state  sustaining  an  injury.  I recommend,  therefore,  that  in 
future  the  Auditor  be  required  to  issue  his  warrants  for  the 
specie  and  standard  value  of  the  demands  on  the  goverment, 
and  that  they  bear  an  interest  until  the  Treasury  be  in  a situ- 
tionto  redeem  them  in  specie,  or  pay  their  equivalent  in  the 
notes  of  the  state  bank,  at  the  assessed  value  of  the  paper  at 
the  time  of  payment. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I also  suggest,  whether  pro* 


vision  ought  not  to  he  made  by  the  present  General  Assembly, 
to  enable  such  persons  as  may  prefer  it  to  pay  their  taxes  in 
specie  at  the  current  value  of  state  paper.  There  will  be 
very  soon,  if  there  has  not  been  already,  inconvenience  expe- 
rienced in  procuring,  in  state  paper,  the  small  sums  necessary 
to  pay  the  taxes  of  individuals.  I am  satisfied  that  such  a 
provision  would  be  both  convenient  to  the  people  and  advan- 
tageous to  the  Treasury,  and  feel  confident  that  the  wisdom 
and  experience  of  the  Legislature  will  enable  it  to  devise  the 
requisite  enactments  for  the  assessment  of  the  relative  value 
of  the  two  currencies,  and  for  such  regulations  as  will  ensure 
a faithful  rendition  of  them  respectively,  and  for  preventing 
any  improper  conduct  of  the  Collectors  of  the  revenue. 

Of  the  §300,000  which  have  been  issued  by  the  State  Bank 
§100,379  50  have  been  burnt  during  the  past  year;  leaving 
now  in  circulation,  supposing  none  to  have  been  lost,  the  sum 
of  §199,620  50,  exclusive  of  the  interest  which  has  accrued. 
The  provisions  adopted  at  your  last  session,  by  giving  an  in- 
creased energy  to  the  institution,  and  by  adding  to  the  respon- 
sibility, and  enforcing  greater  punctuality  in  its  agents,  have 
had  a favorable  effect  on  the  administration  of  the  Bank,  and 
in  producing  a gradual  and  salutary  advance  in  the  price  of  its 
paper.  Although  it  may  be  to  the  interest  of  a particular 
description  of  debtors  to  the  Bank  to  reduce  and  keep  down 
the  price  of  its  notes,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  it  is  not  less 
the  true  interest  of  the  community,  than  essential  to  the  fi 
nances  and  character  of  the  state,  that  its  paper  currency 
should  gradually  and  regularly  advance  to  specie  value. 

It  has  been  stated  to  me  by  officers  of  the  Bank,  that  a con- 
trariety of  opinion  prevails  in  relation  to  the  meaning  of  the 
21st  section  of  the  “Act  concerning  judgments  and  execu- 
tions,” approved  January  17,  1825.  On  the  one  hand,  it  is 
contended  that  the  judgment  must  be  for  the  amount  of  the 
note  due  the  Bank,  while  on  the  other,  that  it  must  be  ren- 
dered for  its  specie  value.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  lan- 
guage in  this  particular  should  be  rendered  more  explicit, 
and  that  no  room  be  left  to  doubt  that  the  judgment  should 
be  for  the  amount  stated  on  the  face  of  the  note,  with  the  priv- 
ilege of  discharging  it  in  an  equal  nominal  amount  of  state 
paper.  To  authorize  judgments  to  be  awarded  for  the  spe- 
cie value  of  notes  and  obligations  to  the  Bank,  would  be  ef- 
fectually to  prevent  the  institution  from  ever  winding  up  its 
concerns,  and  would  ultimately  devolve  a heavy  loss  on  the 
State;  unless  the  Bank  should  be  authorized  and  required  to 
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purchase  up  its  notes  with  the  specie  thus  obtained,  or  in  some 
other  way  counteract  the  ruinous  consequences  of  such  pro- 
ceeding. The  solvency  of  the  institution,  and  the  interest  of 
the  state,  require  the  fulfilment  of  the  obligations  to  the  Bank 
in  the  meaning  and  intention  of  the  parties  at  the  time  they, 
were  entered  into.  The  debtors  to  the  Bank  can  certainly 
have  no  just  cause  to  complain  at  being  required  to  pay  an- 
nually, in  a greatly  depreciated  currency,  the  tithe  of  a loan 
which  they  had  received  when  that  currenoy  was  worth  near- 
ly a par  value. 

In  the  month  of  June  last,  the  sum  of  $5,702  06  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  which,  togeth- 
er with  $5,955  82,  received  in  the  year  1 822,  make  tile  sum  of 
$1 1,657  88,  which  is  reported  to  be  the  whole  amount  of  the 
school  fund  derived  from  three  per  cent,  on  the  nett  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  public  lands  within  this  state,  which  accrued 
between  the  first  day  of  January,  1819,  and  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary, 1825.  Of  the  amount  received  in  1822,  it  will  be  re- 
collected, that  $150  94  were  retained  by  the  then  Treasurer 
to  pay  the  expense  of  its  reception;  and  $886  85  were  pur- 
loined from  the  Bank,  and  expended  by  it  in  recovering  a 
portion  of  the  fund  when  the  Bank  was  robbed  in  1823.  The 
truly  benificent  object  for  which  this  fund  was  granted,  not 
only  adds  to  the  moral  and  legal  obligation  to  restore  it,  but 
renders  it  expedient  that  not  one  dollar  of  it  should  be  wast- 
ed or  diverted  from  the  all-important  object  for  which  it  was 
intended.  Both  the  Legislature  and  Judiciary  having  deci- 
ded that  the  Bank  was  bound  to  refund  the  amount  of  an  in- 
dividual’s deposite,  which  was  robbed  at  the  same  time,  it 
cannot  be  doubted  that  the  Bank,  and  its  surety,  the  state,  are 
under  an  equal  if  not  stronger  obligation  to  make  good  the 
amount  deposited  of  this  sacred  fund.  In  compliance  with 
the  injunction  of  the  Legislature,  to  invest  the  school  fund  in 
state  paper  or  Auditor’s  warrants,  the  school  commissioners 
have,  with  $6,313  69  of  the  fund,  purchased  $20,2,82  59  of 
warrants  at  from  30  to  40  cents  in  the  dollar,  and  have  now 
remaining  in  the  vault  of  the  Batik  $4,306  40  in  silver,  which 
have  not  yet  been  invested. 

The  Directors  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  Company 
have  had  several  meetings,  but  have  as  yet  done  nothing  which 
precludes  the  Legislature  from  altering  or  abolishing  their 
charter.  They  have  caused  to  be  printed  and  distributed,  a 
number  of  pamphlets  containing  the  reports  of  the  Canal 
Commissioners  and  Engineers,  and  the  law  incorporating  the 
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company,  together  with  a map  delineating  the  route  of  the 
proposed  canal,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  the  necessary  in- 
formation to  persons  disposed  to  become  members  of  the  com^ 
pany.  From  all  the  information  which  has  been  received,  it 
is  questionable  whether  the  stock  could  be  disposed  of,  un- 
less Congress  would  make  a donation  of  land ; but  with  a rea- 
sonable grant  there  is  no  doubt  the  stock  would  be  promptly 
taken,  and  the  canal  made  by  the  capitalists  of  the  Atlantic 
States.  During  my  late  tour  to  the  eastward,  I took  great 
pains  to  ascertain  the  opinion  and  disposition  of  capitalists  5 
and  not  only  satisfied  myself  of  the  correctness  of  the  forego- 
ing statement,  but  also  was  confirmed  in  my  belief,  that  if  the 
state  would  make  a judicious  disposition  of  its  means,  it  would 
find  no  difficulty  in  borrowing  the  requisite  sum  to  cut  the  ca- 
nal. It  will  be  recollected  that  I have,  on  two  former  occa- 
sions, expressed  to  the  Legislature  the  opinion,  that  the  canal 
ought  to  be  made- by  the  state*  and  pointed  out  the  means  she 
possessed  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  sum  necessary  to  do  it. 
Bat  as  the  General  Assembly  entertained  a different  opinion, 

I consoled  myself  with  the  impression,  that  it  was  better  to** 
have  the  canal  promptly  cut  by  a company,  than  to  have  its 
execution  delayed  to  a.  very  distant  period.  It  is  my  duty, 
however,  on  this  occasion,  respectfully  to  submit  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  whether  the  charter  granted  at  the  last  session 
does  not  require  revision,  with  a view  of  rendering  its  terms 
and  conditions  more  plain  and  intelligible,  and  more  advanta- 
geous to  the  state. 

Immediately  on  the  passage  of  the  44 Act  to  incorporate  the 
Wabash  Navigation  Company,”  a copy  of  it  was  forwarded 
to  the  Governor  of  Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  be- 
fore the  Legislature  of  that  state*  then  in  session.  I have 
been  informed  by  the  Governor  that  the  Legislature  of  Indi- 
ana had  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  but  had  passed 
no  act  concurring,  or  in  any  manner  approving  or  countenan- 
cing the  incorporation  of  the  proposed. company,  or  adopted 
any  other  measure  for  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Wabash. 

The  great  and  good  Lafayette  responded  in  very  kind  terms 
to  the  address  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  pursuance  of 
their  invitation  became  the  Guest  of  the  State.  But  owing  to 
the  urgency  of  his  engagements,  was  prevented  from  gratify- 
ing its  citizens  by  extending  his  visit  into  the  interior,  or  to  any 
other  place,  except  Kaskaskia  and  Shawneetown.  That  por- 
tion of  the  expense  attending  his  visit*  which  was  defrayed 
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by  the  state,  was  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund — an  account 
of  which  will  be  laid  before  you  by  the  Auditor. 

I cannot  close  this  communication  without  calling  the  at- 
tention of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  provisions  of  an  act 
passed  at  its  last  session  relating  to  roads,  by  which  each  in- 
habitant of  a county  is  required  to  give  two  days  labor,  or  its 
equivalent  in  money;  and  the  county  commissioners’  court  is 
authorized  to  levy  a tax  on  his  personal  and  real  estate  to 
make  and  repair  roads,  while  the  property  of  non-residents 
of  the  county  is  exempt  from  this  tax.  The  operation  of  this 
law  is  unequal  and  unjust  in  exempting  the  non-residents,  who 
are  generally  the  more  wealthy  class  of  society, from  a tax  which 
goes  directly  to  open  and  improve  the  country, and  enhance  the 
value  of  its  soil;  and  by  laying  the  burthen  entirely  on  the 
residents,  who  are  generally  the  poorer  and  laboring  class, 
and  who  contribute  by  their  industry  and  enterprise  to  the 
improvement  and  wealth  of  the  country,  and  by  their  arms 
and  prowess,  to  its  defence.  It  should  be  recollected  that 
roads  are  not  only  necessary  to  the  convenience  of  the  in- 
habitants of  a county,  but  greatly  conducive  to  the  value  of 
lands  situated  within  it,  whether  belonging  to  residents  or 
non-residents;  and  as  the  benefits  in  this  respect  are  equal, 
the  burthens  should  also  be  equal.  I recommend,  therefore, 
that  the  power  to  tax  for  this  purpose,  be  extended  equally  to 
all  property  in  the  county,  to  whomsoever  it  may  belong. — 
Your  wisdom  will  suggest  to  you  the  best  mode  of  paying 
this  tax,  so  as  to  make  it  as  little  inconvenient  as  possible  to 
non-residents  of  the  county  and  of  the  state.

The  small  balance  which  the  committee  find  in  favor  of  the 
treasury,  as  shewn  by  the  proceeding  statement,  is  to  be  at- 
tributed to  the  following  circumstances,  viz:  The  extraordi- 

nary, though  unavoidable  appropriations  made  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  general  assembly,  amounting  to  upwards  of  §30,- 
000,  a sum  equal  to  the  ordinary  annual  expenditures  of  the 
government;  some  of  which,  the  state  will  never  again  >e 
obliged  to  incur,  and  others  not  for  several  years,  hor  it  vv  ill 
be  remembered,  that  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  was 
compelled  to  pay  for  rebuilding  the  state  house;  making  ap- 
propriations for  Canal  expenditures,  and  for  taking  the  cen- 
sus, &c.  Thesfc  extensive  appropriations,  not  only  swelled 
the  amount  of  expenditures,  but  being  at  a time  when  our 
depviciated  currency  was  at  its  lowest  ebb,  have  operated  in 
the  greatest  possible  manner,  to  exhaust,  the  revenue. 

Your  committee,  however,  are  happy  to  say,  that  our  cur- 
rency has  greatly  appreciated;  notwithstanding  the  great  a- 
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ttionntof  warrants  thrown  into  circulation  in  consequence  of 
the  above  appropriations, and  the  unfortunate  manner  prescribe 
ed  ;it  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  for  their  issue: 
A. id  hope  that  the  plan  they  are  about  to  recommend  for  fu- 
ture disbursmcnts,  will  further  tend  to  increase  its  value. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  have  likewise  been  consid- 
erably embarrassed  for  the  want  of  efficient  means  to  compel 
the  annual  collection  of  non-residents’  taxes;  who,  under  the 
present  system,  have  a credit  of  three  years,  while  citizens 
arc  obliged  to  pay  annually.  This  difficulty  can  only  be  ob- 
viated by  ordering  a sale  of  non-residents’  lands,  every  year* 
Such  an  arrangement,  besides  enabling  the  treasury  promptly 
to  meet  its  engagements,  will  save  to  the  state  a loss  that 
would  be  otherwise  incurred,  by  interest  on  notes  of  the  state 
bank  of  §800  per  annum.  It  will  draw  from  the  grasp  of 
the  speculator  the  state  paper,  and  put  it  in  circulation;  and 
thereby  enable  the  debtor  to  the  bank  to  pay  his  note,  and  the 
bank  more  speedily  to  wind  up  its  concerns.  The  committee 
deem  it  their  further  duty  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  proba- 
ble receipts  and  disbursmcnts  for  the  year  1826;  from  which 
it  will  be  seen,  that  the  finances  are  not  in  that  situation  anti- 
cipated; but  on  the  contrary  are  equal  to  all  the  expenditures 
of  the  government.

three  thousand  dollars.  . 

It  will  be  proper  to  remark,  that  in  the  estimate  of  1826, 
your  committee  have  not  made  any  allowance  for  the  amount 
that  may  be  incurred  under  the  act  to  encourage  the  killing 
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of  wolves:  And  would  respectfully  recommend  the  repeal  oi 
said  act.  Of  the  warrants  heretofore  issued,  there  arc  $20,- 
233  59,  in  possession  of  the  commissioners  of  the  school  fund, 
and  $8,020  05,  in  possession  of  the  state  hank;  consequent- 
ly within  the  control  of  the  Legislature;  and  will  have  the  ef- 
fect to  increase  the  balance  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  31st  of 
D c-mber,  1826,  that  amount.  Should  their  redemption  be 
postponed  until  after  the  next  regular  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  this  sum  being  withheld  from  circulation,  will  have 
the  tendency  to  increase  the  value  of  warrants,  as  well  as  state 
paper.  There  is  also  of  the  school  fund  now  in  depositc,

Ordered , That  the  Valedictory  Message  of  the  Ex-Gover- 
nor, Edward  Coles,  be  taken  up  and  spread  on  the  Journals 
of  the  Senate;  which  Message  is  in  the  words  and  figure* 
following,  to-wit: 

Fellozv-Citizens  of  the  Senate , 

and  of  the  House  of  Representatives ; 

On  this  the  fiftieth  year  of  our  existence  as  an  indepen- 
dent nation,  it  is  a source  of  much  felicitation  to  find  our  be- 
loved country  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  its  rights  and  liber- 
ties,  and  of  every  social  blessing.  But  above  all,  to  witness 
the  wonderful  success  of  our  political  institutions*  in  preser- 
ving the  peace,  and  in  promoting  the  prosperity,  happiness, 
and  glory  of  our  country.  Ou  such  an  occasion,  the  func- 
tionaries of  the  government,  representing  a people  who  look 
upon  their  liberties  as  the  gift  of  God,  and  as  the  greatest 
of  all  earthly  blessings,  cannot  but  derive  infinite  gratifica- 
tion, when  convened  for  the  sovereign  duties  of  legislation, 
in  mingling  their  congratulations  and  uniting  in  fervent  gra- 
titude to  the  Author  of  our  beings,  for  the  signal  aid  and 
providential  care  and  protection  extended  to  us,  in  acquiring 
our  independence,  in  establishing  our  liberty,  in  guarding 
our  rights,  and  in  promoting  our  happiness.  The  bosom  of 
every  American  swells  with  emotions  of  joy  and  gratitude, 
when  he  reflects  on  the  rise  and  progress  of  his  country,  from 
its  first  settlement  by  the  victims  of  religious  and  civil  per- 
secution, to  its  present  proud  eminence  among  the  Nations 
of  the  world ; when  he  reflects  on  its  infant,  hut  heroic  strug- 
gle against  the  oppression  of  its  powerful  parent  country, 
resulting  in  the  establishment  of  civil  and  religions  free 
dom,  on  the  sacred  principle  of  the  equal  rights  of  man,  by 
ft  constitution  of  government,  as  unique  as  it  is  felicitous, 
and  which  is  not  less  the  just  pride  of  our  country,  than  the 
admiration  of  the  world.  It  would  seem  to  be  almost  su- 
pernatural, that  a country  settled  about  200  years  ago,  and 
but  half  a century  ^ince  it  assumed  its  station  among  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  should  already  be  one  of  the  most  pow; 
erfiil,  and  the  model  for  the  imitation  of  all.  Whilst  we 
should  adhere  to  such  a country,  and  cherish  with  a fervent 
and  holy  zeal  its  inestimable  institutions,  we  cannot  too  much 
revere  the  memory  of  those  who  achieved  so  much  for  iw 


-and  for  mankind.  Two  of  the  most  efficient  in  this  great 
work,  after  having  been  permitted  by  a kind  Providence  to 
assist  in  administering  the  government,  and  witnessing  its 
good  effects  for  fifty  years,  were  on  the  National  Jubilee 
taken  from  the  scene  of  their  good  works  to  that  of  their 
great  rewards.  On  the  4th  day  of  July  last,  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son, the  renowned  Author  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence, and  John  Adams,  its  ablest  advocate,  ceased  to  live  ! 
Thus  sanctifying  by  their  deaths  a day  rendered  glorious  by 
the  most  important  event  of  their  lives,  and  in  the  history 
of  their  country.  That  these  two  Fathers  and  Ex-Presidents 
of  the  Republic,  one  of  whom  draughted  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  the  other  seconded  the  motion  which  led 
to  its  adoption,  both  members  of  the  select  committee  which 
reported  it,  and  constituting  at  the  time  of  their  deaths  two 
out  of  the  only  three  surviving  signers  of  that  memorable  in- 
strument, should  have  died  on  the  same  day,  and  that  day 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  since  its  adoption,  is  such  an  extra- 
ordinary coincidence,  that  it  would  seem  as  if  Heaven  were 
desirous  of  increasing  our  reverence  for  our  liberty  and  in- 
dependence, and  for  the  memory  of  those  who  were  so  in- 
strumental in  achieving  it.  This  melancholy  bereavement 
has  placed  the  nation  in  mourning;  and  it  has  been  a sub- 
ject of  regret  that  the  sparse  population  of  Illinois  has  pre- 
vented its  citizens  from  publicly  manifesting  their  respect  for 
the  memories  of  these  two  great  statesmen  of  our  country 
and  benefactors  of  mankind.  The  General  Assembly,  in 
gratifying  their  own  feelings,  will  but  truly  represent  those 
of  the  people,  by  giving  a public  manifestation  of  the  high 
estimation  in  which  the  character  and  services  of  Jefferson 
and  Adams  are  held,  of  grief  felt  for  their  loss,  and  of  grati- 
tude to  Providence  for  giving,  and  permitting  them  so  long 
to  remain,  to  labor  for  the  benefit  of  our  country  and  of  the 
world. 

There  is  one  painful  circumstance  connected  with  this 
mournful  event  which  makes  a direct  appeal  to  the  best  feel- 
ings of  our  nature.  Thomas  Jefferson,  pre-eminent  as  a sage 
and  a philanthropist,  as  a statesman  and  as  a patriot;  the 
author  of  the  Declaration  of  independence;  the  great  po- 
litical reformer,  to  whose  strong,  bold  and  original  genius 
we  are  in  a great  degree  indebted  for  our  civil  and  religio  u 
freedom,  and  for  our  correct  understanding  of  the  rights  of 
man  and  of  nations;  he  who  was  first  in  the  cabinet,  as 
'Washington  was  first  in  the  field,  in  acquiring  our  liberty 


and  independence ; and,  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Re- 
public, doubled  its  territory,  extending  it  south  to  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  and  west  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  that  not  by 
conquest  but  by  a judicious  and  equitable  purchase; — after 
having  devoted  sixty  one  years  of  his  life  to  the  service  of 
his  country,  to  the  neglect  of  his  pecuniary  affairs,  whilst 
his  losses  and  expenditures  were  greatly  augmented,  by  the 
fluctuation  in  the  value  of  property,  and  a misplaced  confi- 
dence, and  particularly  by  the  concourse  of  persons  who 
were  induced  to  visit  him  from  the  celebrity  he  had  acquir- 
ed for  his  wisdom,  virtue,  and  pre-eminent  services  in  the 
cause  of  his  country,  and  of  human  rights,  found  himself  in- 
volved in  debt  to  such  an  extent  that  nearly  all  of  his  pro- 
perty, even  Monticello,  his  favorite  residence,  where  are 
now  deposited  his  remains,  will  have  to  be  sold!  It  will  ever 
be  a mortifying  reflection  that  this  fact  was  known  six 
months  before  his  death,  and  yet  no  effectual  relief  was  ex- 
tended to  this  great  Patriarch  of  the  Republic,  who  has  de- 
voted his  whole  life,  and  sacrificed  his  patrimony  in  its  ser- 
vice. The  opportunity  however  is  still  afforded  his  country- 
men to  remove  this  reproach,  and  to  indulge  their  affectionate 
and  grateful  feelings,  by  contributing  to  the  payment  of  his 
debts,  and  thus  enable  his  accomplished  Daughter,  and  her 
numerous  family,  who  he  has  left  to  his  country,  to  retain 
possessions  rendered  the  more  valuable  and  precious  to  them 
from  having  been  owned  by  their  illustrious  parent.  In 
what  manner  Illinois  should  contribute  her  proportion  of  this 
just  claim  on  the  gratitude  of  the  Republic,  will  be  deter- 
mined by  her  generous  and  magnanimous  Representatives. 

There  is  great  interest  felt  in  the  proceedings  of  the  present 
General  Assembly,  from  the  circumstance  of  its  having  to 
pass  upon  the  Digest  of  the  Laws,  which  has  been  prepared 
by  order  of  the  Legislature.  To  correct  the  incongruities 
in  our  present  code,  and  to  make  the  Digest  as  perfect  as  the 
people  have  a right  to  expect,  will  require  considerable  la- 
bor, and  the  most  assidious  and  watchful  attention.  The 
experience  of  out  sister  states,  as  well  as  that  of  our  own, 
will,  I trust,  leave  no  room  to  doubt,  that  it  is  not  less  promc- 
tivc  of  the  true  interest  of  the  people,  than  of  the  prosperity 
and  character  of  the  State,  to  preserve  the  stability  of  the 
laws  for  the  enforcement  of  contracts,  and  to  be  exceeding- 
ly cautious  in  changing  them,  and  resorting  to  temporary 
expedients,  calculated  to  produce  momentary  relief,  but 
ultimate  distress.  The  people  of  Illinois  having  experienced 
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great  injury  from  this  erroneous  and  short  sighted  system,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  every  necessary  measure  will  now  be 
adopted  to  bring  it  to  a close,  and  that  it  will  not  again  be 
resorted  to;  but  in  future,  industry  and  economy  will  be 
encouraged  as  the  best  means,  under  the  protection  of  good 
laws,  for  relieving  the  temporary  embarrassments,  and  pro* 
moting  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  people: — And  I will 
suggest,  as  another  mean  well  calculated  to  promote  this 
great  object,  that  the  system  of  Jurisprudence  should  be 
more  simplified,  and  in  its  operation  made  more  prompt,  effi- 
cient, and  economical,  for  the  protection  and  enforcement  of 
the  rights  of  the  citizen. 

The  defects  in  our  criminal  code  will  also  claim  your  at* 
tention,  especially  the  disproportion  of  punishments  to 
crimes,  which  too  frequently  call  for  the  interposition  of  ex- 
ecutive clemency.  The  want  of  a State  Prison  subjects  the 
counties  to  a heavy  expense,  and  often  induces  the  citizen! 
to  petition  for  the  pardon  of  a criminal  merely  to  rid  the 
country  of  the  expe'nse  attendant  on  his  imprisonment.  To 
relieve  this  inconvenience,  as  well  as  to  equalize  and  pro 
mote  the  great  ends  of  punishment,  the  State  should  erect  <$, 
Penitentiary.  And  believing  as  I do,  that  it  has  the  means 
of  erecting  one  sufficiently  large  for  present  use,  and  that  it 
can  be  conveniently  built  in  a form  admitting  of  future  en« 
largement,  I should  be  wanting  in  my  duty  were  I not  again 
to  recommend  it  to  your  favorable  consideration;  and  the 
more  so,  as  I consider  it  a most  just,  wise,  and  humane  sys- 
tem, and  one  which  should  embrace  the  punishment  of  every 
crime,  to  the  exclusion  of  that  sanguinary  and  exterminating 
code,  which  gives  to  aggregated  man  a power  which  nature* 
it  is  acknowledged,  has  not  given  to  individual  man,  of  de- 
liberately depriving  of  life,  and  sending  from  time  to  eter- 
nity a fellow-being,  wrho,  however  wicked,  is  defenceless,  and 
can  be  rendered  harmless,  and  made  useful  to  himself  and 
toothers.  I fondly  indulge  the  hope,  that  the  time  is  not 
distant  when  the  just,  liberal,  and  philanthropic  principles  of 
our  government,  will  so  far  get  the  better  of  error  and  pre- 
judice, and  conform  to  the  great  fundamental  laws  of  nature, 
and  of  nature’s  God,  as  no  longer  to  sanction  by  law  the  ta- 
king of  human  life,  either  by  communities  orJndividuals5 
except  in  self  defence. 

In  revising  and  publishing  a digested  code  of  the  laws,  I 
cannot  but  call  your  attention  in  an  especial  manner  to  the 
existing  provisions  in  relation  to  that  unfortunate  class  of  our 


fellow-beings  the  descendants  of  Africa,  and  earnestly  re- 
commend that  they  be  amended,  and  made  less  repugnant  to 
our  political  institutions  and  local  situation.  On  two  former 
occasions,  under  a strong  sense  of  duty,  I urged  the  gradual 
abolition  of  the  remnant  of  slavery  which  still  exists  in  vio- 
lation of  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  State,  and  an  amelio- 
ration of  our  code  in  relation  to  free  Negroes.  I now  em- 
phatically renew,  and  earnestly  press  this  recommendation. 
But  if  the  Legislature  shall  still  think  proper  to  decline- 
abolishing  slavery,  then  I beseech  the  Representatives  of  a 
people  who  love  liberty,  and  have  resolved  that  their  land 
shall  be  the  land  of  the  free,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  will 
ultimately  put  an  end  to  slavery.  Let  us  at  least  cut  the 
entail,  and  not  give  what  is  wrong  a legal  descent,  but  hx 
the  time  when  servitude  in  Illinois  shall  cease. — This  is  due 
to  our  principles  and  consistency,  and  may  promote  the  in- 
terest of  the  claimant  to  property,  by  lulling  the  claimant  to 
liberty,  and  prevent  the  question  from  being  adjudicated,  as 
it  has  been  in  a neighboring  State.  It  is  also  requisite  that 
provision  should  be  made,  not  only  for  loosening  the  fetters 
of  those  in  servitude,  but  for  the  security  and  protection  of 
free  persons  of  colour.  It  is  not  deemed  good  policy  to  en- 
courage their  emigration;  but  it  is  due  alike  to  their  rights, 
as  to  the  character  of  the  State,  and  the  feelings  of  its  citi- 
zens, that  those  who  are  here,  or  who  may  be  admitted, 
should  he  secured  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  personal  rights. 
To  effect  which  it  is  indispensable  that  the  law  should  be 
altered,  and  so  far  from  considering  every  colored  person  a 
slave,  unless  he  can  produce  the  written  evidence  of  his 
freedom,  in  Illinois,  every  man  should  be  presumed  free  un- 
til the  contrary  is  made  to  appear. 

The  State  Bank,  an  unfortunate  expedient,  resorted  to 
for  relief  from  a temporary  pressure,  created  by  the  exces- 
sive issue  of  a paper  currency,  having  been  productive  of 
much  derangement  and  loss  to  the  Staid  and  County  Treas- 
uries, and  embarrassment  to  individuals,  and  having  opera- 
ted very  injuriously  to  the  interest  and  character  of  the 
State,  has,  I am  happy  to  say,  at  length,  so  far  recovered  its 
credit,  as  to  cease  in  a great  degree  the  deleterious  effects 
arising  from  the  depreciation  of  its  notes;  which  from  having 
sunk  to  one  fourth,  have  now  risen  to  near  three  fourths  of 
their  nominal  value.  This  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the 
notes  of  the  Bank,  whilst  it  operates  most  benificially  to  the 
interest  of  the  Government,  and  of  the  community, is  preju  - 


fticial  to  the  Interest  of  the  debtors  of  the  Bank.  But  they 
having  obtained  loans  from  the  Bank  at  a time  when  its 
notes  w ere  nearly  equal  to  specie,  and  in  most,  if  not  in  all, 
cases  paid  with  them  specie  debts;  and  the  loss  attendant 
on  their  depreciation  having  fallen,  not  on  those  who  bor- 
rowed them,  but  on  those  to  whom  they  were  paid,  and  on 
the  community  generally,  it  would  be  unreasonable  in  the 
Bank  debtors  to  wish  any  course  taken  which  would  depre- 
ciate the  value  of  the  notes,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  com- 
munity, which  has  already  sustained  so  great  a loss  by  an  in- 
stitution established  for  their  benefit,  and  who  have,  by  its 
means,  been  enabled  to  pay  off  old  debts,  by  obtaining  loans 
to  be  repaid  in  ten  equal  annual  instalments.  And  as  its 
Charter  prohibited  any  one  (except  Directors,  who  were 
privileged  as  such  to  receive  §*750)  from  receiving  more  than 
$100  on  personal  security,  or  $1000  on  a pledge  of  real  es- 
tate, there  cannot  be  any  of  that  individual  distress  which 
would  justify  the  resorting  to  measures  which  would  have 
the  injurious  effect  of  depreciating  the  currency  and  credit 
of  the  State,  or  of  increasing  its  liability  for  the  debts  of  the 
Bank,  by  offering  a great  discount  for  prompt  payment;  or 
of  extending  the  time,  and  of  course  the  risk,  of  repayment 
of  the  loans.  The  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  Bank  has  now 
passed,  and  if  no  measure  should  be  adopted  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  injure  its  credit,  we  shall  soon  cease  to  feel  its  ill 
elfects.  From  every  view  I can  take  of  the  subject,  I am 
fully  impressed  with  the  belief  that  there  is  no  need  of  Le- 
gislative interference  with  the  Bank,  except  to  reduce  its 
expenditures,  and  render  more  efficient  its  administration, 
by  substituting  a more  simple,  economical,  and  efficient  agen- 
cy for  the  management  and  collection  of  its  debts.  . 

To  enable  me  to  impart  to  the  Legislature  full  and  correct 
information  of  the  manner  in  which  the  institution  has  been 
conducted,  I called  on  the  cashiers  for  detailed  reports  of 
the  proceedings  and  present  situation  of  the  Principal  Bank 
and  its  branches.  Having  this  subject  much  at  heart,  I have 
been  greatly  disappointed  by  the  cashier  of  the  principal 
bank  not  having  furnished  the  information  to  the  extent  ask- 
ed for;  and  in  receiving  no  report  from  the  branch  at  Shaw- 
neetowm,  in  consequence  of  the  recent  death  of  its  cashier, 
and  the  refusal  of  his  administrator  to  surrender  the  bank 
■to  his  successor.  To  the  reports  herewith  transmitted,  and 
to  the  general  condition  of  the  bank,  I invite  the  particular 
attention  and  rigid  scrutiny  of  the  Legislature.  From  these 
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reports  it  will  be  seen,  that  there  have  been  loaned  and  re- 
loaned at  the  principal  bank,  and  at  the  Edwardsville,  Pal- 
myra, and  Brownsville  branches,  $215,000,  of  which  $109,- 
€15  have  been  repaid,  and  $105,384  remain  to  be  paid  du- 
ring the  next  five  years ; that  their  aggregate  annual  expense 
is  $4,000,  and  the  whole  amount  of  expense  incurred  since 
their  establishment  is  $43,820 — exceeding  the  amount  of 
the  profits  accruing  on  the  loans  by  about  $11,000;  which, 
after  deducting  the  value  of  the  bank  buildings,  is  the 
amount  of  loss  up  to  the  present  time,  exclusive  of  that 
arising  from  bad  debts  and  insufficient  security,  at  the  prin- 
cipal bank,  and  three  out  of  its  four  branches.  And  as  the 
profits  on  discounts  will  in  future  be  lessened,  as  well  from 
the  diminution  of  the  amount  loaned,  as  from  the  addition 
of  interest  accumulated  on  the  notes;  and  as  the  probable 
loss  from  bad  debts  will  be  greater  in  the  termination  than 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  institution,  the  Legislature  will  see 
the  necessity  of  retrenching  the  expenditures  of  the  Bank, 
and  of  affording  every  facility  to  winding  it  up  with  as  little 
ultimate  loss  as  possible  to  the  State. 

There  had  been  issued  by  ti  e Auditor,  and  were  outstand- 
ing against  the  Treasury,  on  the  first  day  of  January  last, 

f 45, 763  58  of  warrants;  since  then  the  demands  on  the 
reasury  have  amounted  to  $47,096  25,  making  the  aggre- 
gate sum  of  $92,859  83.  To  m et  which,  there  were  in 
the  Treasury  on  the  first  of  January  $5,502,  and  have  since 
been  received  $51,620  12;  and  in  the  course  of  this  month, 
there  will  be  received  from  Sheriffs,  for  the  taxes  of  this 
year,  about  $7,500,  and  in  the  next  month  $26,658  71  from 
the  sale  of  lands  now  advertised  for  taxes — making  the  ag- 
gregate sum  of  $91,280  J3.  From  which  it  appears,  that 
if  the  taxes  should  be  realized  from  the  sale  of  lands,  there 
will  be  in  January  a balance  against  the  Treasury,  on  ac- 
count of  warrants  heretofore  issued  of  $1 579. 

The  rate  of  taxation  is  nominally  higher  in  Illinois  than 
in  the  neighboring  states,  and  is  oppressive  to  its  citizens, 
and  if  continued  will  operate  injuriously  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  State.  The  depreciation  of  our  currency  has  had  the 
effect  of  greatly  reducing  the  taxes;  and  as  the  former  rises 
in  value,  it  is  proper  that  the  latter  should  he  lowered.  To 
show  that  the  taxes  can  and  ought  to  be  reduced,  1 will  state, 
that  the  annual  revenue  derived  from  a taxon  land, amounts 
to  upwards  of  §45,000;  whilst  the  average  annual  expendi- 
ture of  the  State,  on  the  supposition  that  there  will  be  no 
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extra  session  of  the  Legislature*  will  notexceed  §23,000  ity 
specie;  even  should  it  be  deemed  expedient*  which  it  is  not 
presumed  it  will,  to  continue  the  present  unnecessarily  large 
and  expensive  Judiciary.  Without  therefore  taking  into 
the  estimate  the  revenue  accruing  frotn  the  Salines  and  Vanr 
dalia  lots,  if  the  currency  were  at  par,  there  might  be  a re- 
duction in  the  present  nominal  taxes  of  near  fifty  per  cent. 
But  considering  its  present  depreciation,  and  on  the  pre- 
sumption that  nothing  will  be  done  to  depress  it,  or  increase 
the  liability  of  the  State  for  the  debts  of  the  Bank,  and  ma- 
king due  allowance  for  special  appropriations;  and  contingent 
expenses,  I recommend  a reduction  of  twenty-five  per  cent; 
on  the  amount  of  the  taxes;  under  the  firm  conviction  that 
three-fourths  of  our  present  nominal  revenue,  will  be  amply 
sufficient  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Government, 
and  leave  an  excess  which  will  be  annually  increasing  as 
well  from  the  additional  quantity  of  land  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, as  the  appreciation  of  the  currency  to  be  applied  to 
the  great  and  vital  objects  of  education  and  internal  im- 
provements. And  under  a strong  sense  of  its  propriety  and 
importance  to  the  well  bew+g  of  the  Treasury,  1 renew  the 
recommendation  I made  on  a former  occasion,  that  the  Au- 
ditor should  not  be  required  to  issue  his  warrants  for  the 
state  paper,  but  specie  value  of  the  demands  on  the  Treasu- 
ry : And  also,  that  the  collectors  of  the  revenue  should  be 
required  to  account  for  and  pay  over  the  particular  kinds  of 
money  which  they  may  receive.  As  the  orders  or  warrants 
of  many  of  the  counties  are  at  a much  greater  discount  than 
state  paper,  this  provision  is  more  needed,  and,  if  adopted, 
would  prove  more  beneficial  in  the  collection  of  county  than 
of  state  revenue. 

The  present  mode  of  selling  lands  annually  for  default  in 
the  payment  of  taxes,  and  the  forfeiture  of  them  if  not  re- 
deemed in  two  years,  claims  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
Legislature,  both  as  it  respects  the  propriety  and  policy  of 
the  proceeding.  Under  the  impression  that  the  penalty  is 
disproportionate  to  the  offence,  and  that  it  does  not  become 
a just  and  paternal  government  to  deprive  its  citizens  of  their 
lands  for  so  trifling  an  omission  of  duty,  nor  a wise  and  pro- 
vident one  to  jeopardize  or  disturb  the  title  to  a large  por- 
tion of  the  real  estate  of  the  community,  and  to  make  so 
vast  a hot-bed  of  litigation;  and  believing  as  1 do,  that  the 
collection  of  the  revenue  can  be  enforced  by  penalties  less 
ruinous  to  the  defaulters,  and  less  pernicious  in  their  conse 
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qcences  to  the  community,  I conceive  it  my  duty  to  invite- 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  interesting  subject, 
and  to  suggest  for  its  consideration,  either  that  a much  lon- 
ger period  be  allowed  for  the  redemption  of  lands  sold  for 
taxes,  during  which  time  the  owners  should  be  required  to 
pay  an  high  annual  interest;  or  that  lands  should  not  be  an- 
nually sold  for  the  taxes,  but  that  a penalty  of  a given  per 
cent  should  be  incurred  for  want  of  punctuality  in  the  pay- 
ment of  them,  and  an  high  annual  interest  charged  on  the 
amount  due,  which  should  act  as  a lien  on  the  land  for  a 
specified  number  of  years,  when  it  should  "be  sold  or  forfeited 
to  the  State*,  and  all  the  interest  which  should  thus  accrue, 
above  some  ten  or  fifteen  per  cent  per  annum,  should  be  ap- 
plied to  the  promotion  of  education. 

I lay  before  the  Legislature  a Report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Gallatin  County  Saline,  made  in  pursuance  of  an 
act  of  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  ; and  renew 
the  recommendation,  made  to  that  session,  that  the  mode  of 
leasing  the  Saline  be  changed  from  a stipulated  rent  for  a 
term  of  years,  to  a specific  duty  on  each  bushel  of  Salt  manu- 
factured. This  change  recommends  itself  from  its  being  less 
hazardous  to  the  manufacturer,  and  more  safe  and  produc- 
tive to  the  State.  When  the  lots  of  the  Saline  are  leased 
for  a term  of  years  at  a fixed  rent,  however  valuable  they 
may  prove,  the  State  receives  but  thc  stipulated  sum;  when, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  leases  prove  bad  bargains,  or  the  les- 
sees bad  managers,  the  rent  is  not  paid,  and  the  parties  peti- 
tion, and  generally  with  success,  to  be  released  from  the  pay- 
ment of  the^rent,  although  the  lots  under  good  management, 
might  have  yielded  annually  a considerable  quantity  of  salt. 
Our  statutes  show,  that  in  the  last  four  years,  the  State  has 
released  and  actually  lost  about  §5000:  and  in  the  accom- 
panying report  is  seen  that  of  the  rent  accrued  for  the  last 
three  years,  §10,920  have  been  released  on  the  condition  of 
the  Lessees  making  certain  improvements  at  the  Saline;  and 
it  appears  from  the  Auditor’s  books  that  there  is  now  due  a 
considerable  sum  for  rent,  metal,  &c.  If  the  manufacterers 
Averft  required  to  pay  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  salt- 
made,  there  would  he  to  them  no  accumulation  of  debt,  no 
risk  of  being  ruined,  nor  to  the  State  of  entire  loss  of  the  rent, 
or  occasion  for  relief  acts,  but  a just  proportion  of  the  value 
vpf  ivhatever  salt  was  made  would  flow  promptly  and  regu 
ihrly  into  the  State  Treasury. 

In  fulfilment  of  the  duty  imposed  by  the  Legislature,  the 
"Executive  has  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  terms  on  which  a 


loan  could  be  procured  by  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  coor« 
structing  a Canal  from  Lake  Michigan  to  the  Illinois  River. 
But  owing  to  the  great  fluctuation  and  depression  of  the  mo- 
ney market,  and  the  uncertainty  of  its  situation  during  the 
next  year,  capitalists  were  reluctant  to  commit  themselves 
as  to  any  specific  terms  on  which  they  would  be  willing  to 
make  a loan  at  so  remote  a period.  From  the  best  informa- 
tion, however,  which  has  been  received,  it  is  confidently  be- 
lieved, that  if  Congress  should  make  a liberal  grant  of  land, 
there  will  be  no  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the  State,  in  obtain- 
ing a loan  at  six  per  cent  per  annum.  Considering  the  fa- 
vourable manner  in  which  our  application  for  a grant  of 
land  was  received  by  Congress,  at  its  last  session,  would  it 
not  be  wise  in  the  Legislature  to  adopt,  at  its  present  session, 
preparatory  measures  to  commence  this  great  work  of  im- 
provement, predicated  on  a liberal  grant  of  land  being  made 
by  Congress  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  next  General 
Assembly. 

By  a statement  furnished  by  the  Commissioner  . of  the  Ge- 
neral Land  Office  it  appears,  that  there  have  accrued  to  this 
State  for  the  use  of  Schools  §14,316  10,  from  three  per  cent 
on  the  nett  proceeds  on  the  sale  of  Public  Lands  within  it, 
from  January  1,  1819,  to  June  30,  1826.  Of  this  sum  $1 1,- 
657  88,  have  been  received  by  the  State,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  School  Fund  have,  with  $10,377  38  of  it,  pur- 
chased $29,135  50  of  Auditor’s  Warrants.  I recommend 
that  the  amount  of  these  Warrants  be.made  productive,  by 
being  vested  in  the  notes  of  the  State  Bank,  which  bear  an 
interest. 

Of  the  thirty-six  sections  of  land  granted  to  this  State,  by 
Congress,  for  the  use  of  a Seminary  of  learning,  I have,  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  had 
twenty-six  selected  and  reserved  from  sale.  Entertaining 
doubts  of  the  propriety  of  selecting  some  of  the  sections  de- 
signated by  the  Commissioners  deputed  for  that  purpose,  and 
as  they  were  situated  in  a distric  t of  country  not  yet  brought 
into  market,  it  has  been  thought  best  for  the  interest  of  the 
State,  that  the  remaining  ten  sections  of  Seminary  land 
should  not  he  definitively  acted  on,  but  further  time  allowed 
to  obtain  more  certain  information,  and,  if  possible,  to  make 
better  selections. 

My  constitutional  term  of  service  being  about  to.expire,  I 
avail  myself  of  this  occasion  again  to  make  my  acknowledg- 
ments to  my  fellow-citizens  for  the  honourable  confidence 


they  have  reposed  in  me;  and  to  assure  them  that  if  I have 
not  discharged  to  their  satisfaction  all  the  duties  of  the  sta- 
tion assigned  me,  it  has  arisen  from  no  want  of  disposition,  or 
of  anxious  and  indefatigable  efforts  on  my  part  to  promote 

their  interest,  and  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  State. 

The  fiscal  embarrassments  occasioned  by  the  Bank,  and  the 
agitation  of  an  unfortunate  question,  which  distracted  the 
-councils,  and  disturbed  the  harmony  and  social  order  of  tho 
community,  have  added  to  the  duties  and  increased  the  diffb 
culties  in  the  administration  of  the  Government.  But  hav- 
ing now  in  a great  degree  gotten  rid  of  the  ill  effects  of  these, 
and  other  injudicious  measures,  I retire  from  it,  with  the 
pleasing  reflection,  that,  if  profiting  by  experience,  a wise 
and  prudent  course  should  be  pursued,  we  have  every  rea- 
son to  anticipate  a rapid  increase  of  the  population  and  re- 
sources of  the  State,  and  of  the  prosperity  and  happiness  oi 
its  citizens.

The  Inaugural  Address  of  Governor  Edwards  was  taken 
up  and  ordered  to  be  spread  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate; 
which  address  is  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

Fellow-Citizens  of  the  Senate , 

and  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

The  constitution  having  enjoined  it  on  the  Governor, 
“ from  time  to  time  to  give  to  the  General  Assembly  informa- 
tion of  the  state  of  the  Government,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedi- 
ent,” it  would  be  a cause  of  the  greater  regret  to  me  that 
these  duties  are  demanded  of  me  at  the  first  moment  which 
gives  me  a right  of  access  to  any  of  the  departments  of  the 
government,  or  to  require  of  the  officers  thereof  such  infor- 
mation as  is  essential  to  their  correct  and  accurate  fulfilment, 
were  I not  from  a general  knowledge  of  our  affairs,  deeply 
impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the  state  of  our  Treasu- 
ry, and  the  circumstances  of  our  fellow-citizens,  much  more 
imperiously  demand  the  curtailment  of  existing  objects  of 
expenditure,  than  the  adoption  of  any  new  ones. 

There  are  doubtless  many  important  interests  of  the 
State,  which  would  require  legislative  patronage  and  sup- 
port, could  we  command  the  means  of  their  accomplishment. 
The  encouragement  of  education;  a well  digested  peniten- 
tiary system;  the  improvement  of  our  public  roads;  open- 
ing of  canals;  and  removing  obstructions  from  our  naviga- 
ble streams;  would  efficaciously  promote  knowledge  and  vir- 
tue; tend  to  render  crimes  less  frequent;  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  agriculture,  commerce,  and  manufactures;  and  dif- 
fuse additional  conveniences,  comforts,  and  enjoyments 
throughout  the  State.  But  as  there  is  nothing,  from  which 
we  should  more  cautiously  abstain,  than  the  imposition  of 
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taxes  calculated  to  oppress  even  the  poorest  class  of  our 
constituents,  so  all  measures  likely  to  produce  this  conse- 
quence, however  otherwise  desirable  for  the  improvement 
of  our  present  condition,  or  the  advancement  of  our  ultimate 
prospeiity,  ought  to  be  postponed  to  a more  convenient 
season. 

In  a new  state,  progressively  settling  as  ours  is ; without 
manufactures;  furnishing  but  few  articles  for  exportation ; 
consuming  a considerable  portion  of  those  which  are  produ- 
ced by  the  labor  of  others;  and  obliged  to  employ  the  most 
of  its  active  capital  in  the  building  of  houses,  opening  of 
farms,  and  other  improvements  which  yield  no  immediate 
profit;  a scanty  circulation  of  money;  and  consequent  diffi- 
culty of  paying  high  taxes;  are  results  so  probable  in  them- 
selves, and  so  fully  verified  by  our  own  experience,  that  they 
cannot  be  overlooked,  or  slightly  regarded,  without  an  insen- 
sibility to  the  evils  under  which  our  fellow-citizens  are  now 
laboring;  and  a culpable  indifference  to  their  interest  and 
happiness. 

In  nothing  can  the  want  of  an  adequate  circulating  medi-  ' 
urn  be  more  inconveniently  felt,  than  in  the  payment  of  tax- 
es. In  the  ordinary  transactions  between  individuals,  the 
same  sum  may  be  made  to  discharge  many  distinct  debts,  in 
the  aggregate,  vastly  exceeding  its  amount,  and  still  contin- 
ue to  circulate.  Not  so,  in  the  payment  of  taxes.  These 
being  all  demandable  at  the  same  time,  each  individual  must 
he  provided  with  the  sum  he  owes,  and  every  cent  thus  paid, 
loses,  from  that  moment,  its  faculty  of  circulation  till  it  is 
again  disbursed  in  the  regular  operations  of  the  government 
— so  that,  if  the  medium  in  which  the  taxes  are  demandable 
be  not  equal  to  their  amount;  or  be  unobtainable;  serious 
and  distressing  sacrifices  must  be  the  inevitable  conse- 
quences. 

In  addition  to  those  causes  of  deficient  circulation,  com- 
mon to  all  new  settlements,  there  are  others,  that  have  obvi- 
ously operated  with  peculiar  and  powerful  effect  in  produ- 
cing an  actual  deficiency  among  us.  These  are,  besides  an 
excessive  legislative  interference  between  creditor  and  debt- 
or which  has  impaired  public  confidence,  the  constant  drain 
of  the  precious  metals  in  the  purchase  of  public  lands;  their 
additional  expulsion  by  a depreciated  and  variable  curren- 
cy; the  diminution  of  this  currency  itself,  by  certain  injudi- 
cious measures  that  have  caused  a large  portion  of  it  to  he 
locked  up,  0£,  withdrawn  from  the  state;  the  inadequate 
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price  of  the  small  amount  of  the  surplus  products  of  labor 
and  a resulting  stagnation  of  industry  and  enterprize. 

Ia  this  stuation,  our  constituents,  as  I presume  you  all  well 
know,  have  very  little  money,  or  paper  receivable  in  pay- 
ment of  taxes,  aud  scarcely  any  thing  that  will  command 
either.  And  yet,  our  taxes  are,  and,  since  the  first  organi- 
zation of  our  government,  have  constantly  been  higher  than 
those  of  any  of  our  sister  states  of  the  west;  and  probably, 
are  not  surpassed,  for  the  same  objects,  by  those  of  any  state 
in  the  Union.  Notwithstanding  which,  the  Treasury  is 
found  unable  to  discharge  the  current  demands  upon  it;  a 
fearful  responsibility  for  a very  large  debt  has  been  incurred ; 
and  sacrifices  have  been  made,  and  losses  sustained  to  carry 
on  the  oxdinary  operations  of  the  government,  which  will 
require  the  successful  exertions,  and  prosperous  economy  of 
years,  to  retrieve. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  would  seem  to  be  required, 
by  the  imperative  obligation  imposed  upon  me  “ to  give  you 
information  of  the  state  of  the  government,”  which  involves 
every  thing  material  to  be  known  in  regard  to  its  financial 
affairs,  that  1 should  present  some  exposition  of  results  so 
extremely  inauspicious  to  the  interest  and  prosperity  of  the 
State.  This  also,  appears  to  be  due  to  the  people,  who 
have  delegated  to  us  the  power  to  act  for  them;  and  who, 
being  the  rightful  and  ultimate  judges  of  all  measures  adop- 
ted or  proposed  under  their  authority,  aie  entitled  to  every 
information,  in  our  power  to  afford,  necessary  to  enable  them 
to  judge  correctly. 

By  exploring  the  causes  of  these  disastrous  consequences, 
lights  might  be  elicited,  which,  as  beacons  to  guide  us,  might 
enable  us  the  more  successfully  to  guard  against,  not  only 
the  identical  measures  to  which  they  are  attributable,  some 
of  which  arc  now  in  ruinous  operation,  but,  what  is  not  less 
important,  the  baleful  policy  that  originated  them;  since 
this,  might,  otherwise,  produce  others,  under  different  modi- 
fications, that  would  not  be  less  deleterious. 

With  every  disposition  however,  to  discharge  this  duty,  I 
find  myself,  not  only  incompetent  to  make  the  requisite  devel- 
opements,  but,  after  the  utmost  scrutiny  in  my  power,  utter- 
ly unable  to  comprehend,  or  even  to  imagine  how  some  of 
these  results,  in  the  magnitude  in  which  they  are  found,  have 
been  produced.  The  executive  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment mny  however,  afford  the  means  of  their  satisfactory 
elucidation — but  to  those,  1 have,  as  yet,  had  no  access.  The 
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General  Assembly,  at  several  of  its  previous  sessions,  have 
entirely  failed  to  comply  with  that  injunction  of  the  constitu- 
tion which  requires  that  “an  accurate' statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  public  money  shall  be  attach- 
ed to,  and  published  with  the  laws  at  the  rising  of  each  ses- 
sion.’’ And  in  the  few  instances  in  which  this  has,  even, 
been  attempted,  the  Auditor’s  reports,  the  principal  exhibits, 
consisting  of  mere  generalities,  do  not,  as  I conceive,  furnish 
the  information  contemplated  by  the  constitution,  and  are 
certainly  very  deficient  in  that  which  is  positively  required 
by  law  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  within  the 
first  week  of  every  session — I therefore,  can  only  hope  to  be 
able  to  present  a few  prominent  points,  and  general  views  of 
the  mistaken  policy  that  has  prevailed.  But  these,  I trust, 
will  be  fullv  sufficient  to  prove,  not  only,  that  no  new  bur- 
thens ought  to  be  imposed  upon  the  people,  but  also  to 
evince  the  absolute  necessity  for  retrenchment  and  radical 
reform. 

It  is  a singular  fact,  that,  no  document  or  report  that  has 
ever  been  presented  to  the  General  Assembly,  as  far  as  I can 
discover,  exhibits  any  thing  like  a precise  and  distinct  view 
of  the  amount  chargeable  on  the  respective  branches  of 
revenue;  or  of  the  aggregate  of  taxes  that  have  accrued  in 
any  one  year,  since  the  Government  commenced  its  opera- 
tions. And  from  the  complexity  of  our  revenue  system,  and 
the  confusion  that  reigns  in  the  accounting  department,  it  is 
not  thought  possible,  by  any  lights  which  the  accounts  of  the 
latter  will  afford,  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  those,  that  were 
demandable,  even,  for  the  last  year:  Since,  without  any  ef- 
fort to  discover  the  extent  of  that  confusion,  it  has  become 
notorious,  throughout  the  state,  that,  while  many  persons 
have  been  charged  on  the  Auditor’s  books  for  lands  that  did 
not  belong  to  them;  and  our  own  citizens  with  taxes,  which 
bad  either  been  previously  paid,  or  were  payable  to  Sheriffs 
or  County  Collectors,  other  tracts  of  land  owing  taxes  have 
neither  been  charged  by  him,  nor  included  in  the  lists,  he 
was  required  to  transmit  to  the  several  counties  in  which  the 
taxes  on  them  were  collectable. 

Enough  however,  is  known  to  show  our  superior  advanta- 
ges, in  financial  resources,  to  those  of  any  of  the  new  states; 
and  to  render  it  the  more  extraordinary,  that  our  taxes  should 
have  continued,  for  such  a length  of  time,  higher  than  theirs. 
For,  according  to  an  estimate,  scarcely  exaggerated,  of  a 
committee  on  finance,  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  As- 
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sembly,  it  appears  that  our  revenue  derivable  from  non-re s> 
dents  alone,  and  which  had  received  no  material  accessions 
for  years  past,  amounted  to  considerably  more  than  twice  as 
much  as  the  current  expenses  of  the  Government,  even,  in- 
cluding those,  superadded,  at  the  preceding  session,  by  the 
great  and  unnecessary  and  inexpedient  multiplication  of 
Judges. 

It  is,  nevertheless,  not  to  be  denied  that,  in  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Government,  (the  military  bounty  lands  being 
exempt  from  taxation  for  three  years  after  the  date  of  the 
patents,  and  the  public  lands,  for  five  years  after  the  sale  of 
them)  the  paucity  of  our  population,  and  the  limited  objects 
of  revenue,  rendered  our  present  high  rate  of  taxation  not 
only  excusable,  but  indispensible,  to  enable  the  Treasury  to 
extinguish  our  territorial  debt,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  our 
convention, which  had  then  been  but  recently  held;  and  to 
meet  the  current  demands  of  the  Government.  The  taxes 
then  imposed  however,  were  soon  found  fully  sufficient  for 
all  these  purposes;  and  nothing  was  more  confidently,  nor 
could  have  been  more  reasonably,  anticipated  than  their 
speedy  reduction. 

Adverting  to  this  subject,  in  his  Message  to  the  General 
Assembly,  on  the  6th  Dec.  1820,  the  Governor  says,  44  It  is 
pleasing  to  remark  upon  the  flourishing  condition  of  the 
Treasury.  The  debt  of  the  late  Territorial  Government 
has  been  extinguished.  The  demands  against  the  Treasury 
bear  but  a small  proportion  to  the  funds  therein.  A proper 
course  of  economy  will  leave,  at  the  end  of  the  present  ses- 
sion,  a surplus  in  the  Treasury,  and  a reduction  of  the  taxes 
will  be  fully  justified.” 

At  that  time,  the  expenses  necessarily  required  by  the  or 
ganization  and  objects  of  the  Government,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a trifling  amount  arising  from  the  addition  of  a few 
members  to  the  Legislature,  were  precisely  the  same  that 
they  were  at  the  commencement  of  last  year,  or  had  been, 
at  any  intermediate  period.  Yet,  notwithstanding  the  vast 
increase  of  our  population;  the  great  augmentation  of  our 
personal  property;  the  sale  of  Vandalialots;  and  the  acces 
sion  of  the  whole  of  the  bounty  lands,  and  a large  portion 
of  others  to  the  objects  of  taxation;  our  taxes  have  not  yet 
been  reduced;  but  our  revenue,  as  if  diminishing  in  an  in- 
verse ratio  to  the  multiplication  of  our  financial  resources, 
had,  at  the  period  last  mentioned,  resulted  in  the  deplorable 
defalcation  before  alluded  to. 
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Even  now,  the  current  expenses  of  the  Government  do 
not  exceed  $*20,000  per  annum,  which  must  be  much  less 
than  the  revenue  arising,  from,  the  bounty  lands  alone,  every 
acre  of  which,  as  it  appears  by  the  Auditor’s  report  of  the 
1st  Jan.  1823,  has  been  subject  to  taxation  ever  since  the 
year  1821.  The  quantity  of  those  lands,  it  seems  to  me, 
ought  to  be  even  something  larger  than  it  appears  on  the 
Auditor’s  books,  and  the  following  are  my  reasons  for  think- 
ing so.  In  the  tract  of  country  reserved  within  this  state, 
for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  bounties  of  land,  promised 
to  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  U.  S. 
upwards  of  five  millions  of  acres  were  surveyed,  of  which 
three  millions  and  a half,  with  the  exception  of  such  parts 
thereof  as  were  reserved  by  law,  or  might  thereafter  be  re- 
served by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  were  appro- 
priated by  Congress  for  satisfying  those  bounties;  and  every 
such  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier,  on  presentation 
of  his  warrant  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  had  a right  to  draw  by  lotvthe  land  he  was  entitled  to 
within  the  bounds  so  appropriated,  so  long  as  any  quarter  or 
half  section,  (as  the  case  might  be)  not  reserved  as  aforesaid, 
remained  undrawn.  It  is  within  my  own  personal  knowl- 
edge, that  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
long  since,  repeatedly  stated  that  all  the  lands,  thus  author- 
ised to  be  drawn  for, had  been  patented;  and  as  various  ap- 
plications, more  recently  made,  by  some  of  our  own  citizens, 
to  draw  for  their  lands  in  this  state,  have  been  rejected  on 
that  account,  it  is  reasonable  to;  presume  that  such  was  the 
fact.  Now,  as  there  were  no  lands  reserved,. except  those 
for  public  schools,  which  amoupt  to. a small  fraction  over 
97,222  acres,  there  must  have  remained  3,402,777  acres 
which  are,. or  ought  to  have  been  patented,  and  subject,  of 
course,  to  taxation.  The  taxes  on  these  lands,  had  all  of 
them  been  listed  in  the  3d  class,  would  have  been  $34,027 
77,  iti  the  2d  class  $51,041  65,  and  in  the  1st  $68,055,56. — 
But  supposing  one  third  of  them  to  have  been  listed  in  the 
second,  and  the  balance  in  the  third  class,  which  is  not 
thought  an  unreasonable  estimate,  they  must  have  yielded  a 
revenue  of  $39,699  06.,  It  is  evident  therefore,  that  this 
source  of  revenue  alone,  either  as.it  should  be,. or  even  as  it 
appears  on  the  Auditor’s  books,  with  judicious  and  econom- 
ical management,  would  have  been  sufficient  to  have  defray- 
ed all  our  necessary  expenses  and  have  left  a large  annual 
surplus  in  the  Treasury,  available  for  the  purposes  of  inter: 
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nai  improvement,  or  any  other  object  of  domestic  prosperity. 
But  when,  with  this  resource,  we  take  into  view,  the  flour* 
ishing  condition  of  the  Treasury  in  1820,  as  described  by 
the  Governor  in  his  Message  before  referred  to,  and  all  the 
other  augmented  means  of  revenue  that  have  accrued  since 
that  time,  it  does  indeed  seem  wonderful  that  our  Treasury, 
which,  in  the  year  1822,  had  in  its  coffers  a surplus  of  $33,* 
661  1 1,  with  balances  then  due  to  it,  amounting  to  $54,563 
48,  should  have  been  found  on  the  1st  day  of  January  last, 
without  a cent,  and  with  unredeemed  warrants  that  had 
been  issued  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Government  to  the 
amount  of  $45,763  58  against  it. 

How  then  is  this  unfavorable  state  of  our  finances  to  be 
accounted  for?  No  message,  report,  or  document  affords  the 
requisite  elucidation.  Nor  can  all  the  circumstances,  mat- 
ters, and  things,  that  have  ever  been  officially  suggested,  or 
adverted  to,  furnish,  even,  the  means  of  a satisfactory  solu- 
tion.  Much  of  the  losses  involved,  though  variously  accoun- 
ted for,  is  doubtless  attributable  to  plain  and  obvious  causes* 
But  with  the  most  patient  and  laborious  consideration  that 
I have  been  able  to  bestow  on  the  subject,  under  the  disad- 
vantages however,  before  referred  to,  I am  unable  to  resist 
the  conviction,  that  a part  of  those  losses,  and  a large  part 
too,  if  not  wholly  inexplicable,  is  certainly  not  to  be  accoutV 
ted  for  by  any  disbursements  that  have  ever  been  made  at 
the  Treasury. 

The  State  Bank  has  been  frequently  assumed  as  the  pro- 
lific source  of  these  unfortunate  results,  but  though  that  in- 
stitution is  doubtless  destined  to  eventuate  in  great  future 
losses,  yet  as  to  those  already  realized  as  far  as  they  are  to  be 
accounted  for,  at  all,  it  cannot  be  difficult  to  show  that,  they 
may,  with  much  more  justice  and  propriety  be  referred  to 
measures  adverse  to  its  avowed  objects  and  palpable  inten- 
tions, than  to  any  direct  and  necessary  agency  of  that  insti- 
tution. 

Indeed,  however  objectionable  it  may  have  been  on  other 
accounts,  considering  the  prevailing  embarrassments  of  the 
country,  at  the  period  of  its  establishment,  it  may  well  be 
doubted  whether,  if  it  had  not  been  counteracted  by  the 
measures  alluded  to,  and  had  been  administered  in  accor- 
dance with  the  benificent  intentions  with  which  it  was  crea- 
ted, it  would  not  have  effected  much  more  good  than  harm. 

!fs  charter  was  limited  to  ten  years.  It  was  authorized 
' > issue  and  loan,  upon  undoubted  security,  notes  bearing  an 


interest  of  two  per  cent,  to  the  amount  of  $300,000. — 
These,  were  to  be  repaid  hy  the  borrowers  in  ten  equal  an- 
nual instalmensts  with  six  per  cent  interest.  The  faith  of 
the  sta.e,  and  all  its  funds  were  pledged  for  their  redemption 
in  gold  and  silver  coins  on  or  liefore  the  expiration  of  the 
ch  arter.  They  were  made  receivable  at  par  in  payment  of 
all  debts  to  the  state,  or  any  county  thereof.  Creditors 
were  compelled  to  receive  them,  or  wait  three  years  before 
they  could  even  issue  executions  on  replevy  bonds.  Thirty 
thousand  dollars  were  to  be,  annually,  withdrawn  from  cir- 
culation, never  to  be  re-issued.  All  the  gold  and  silver, 
notes  and  bills  received  from  time  to  time  by  the  Treasury 
were  to  be  deposited  in  its  vaults.  And  it  was  made  the  du- 
ty of  the  Directors,  whenever  it  might  appear  expedient  to 
them,  to  appropriate  the  amount  of  any  moneys,  other  than 
its  own  notes,  which  might  be  in  deposite  and  belonging  to 
the  state  or  the  institution,  to  the  redemption  of  any  part  of 
its  notes,  although  the  period  designated  for  their  payment 
should  not  have  expired,  and  in  all  cases  of  failure,  after  legal 
notice  in  a newspaper,  to  present  the  notes  for  redemption, 
the  interest  accruing  on  them  was  to  cease. 

It  is  evident  from  these  provisions,  that  it  was  intended 
that  the  Bank  should,  by  its  own  operations,  wind  up  its 
affairs  at  all  events,  within  the  period  prescribed;  that  it 
should  redeem  its  notes  as  soon  as  it  might  be  practicable, 
with  its  own,  and  the  funds  of  the  State,  “although  the  pe- 
riod designated  for  their  payment  should  not  have  expired;” 
that,  in  the  mean  time,  its  credit  should  be  sustained  and  a 
regular  and  ample  demand  for  its  notes  kept  up;  and  that 
they  should,  by  their  gradual  diminution,  and  the  accumula- 
tion of  interest,  be  constantly  appreciating.  And  for  what 
was  all  this  done?  Certainly,  to  afford  those  who  were  in 
debt,  and  unable  to  pay,  the  means  of  discharging  old  debts 
actually  due  and  pressing,  by  incurring  new  ones  payable  in 
ten  equal  annual  instalments,  than  which,  no  greater  relief 
could  have  been  reasonably  asked  by  a citizen,  or  prudently 
granted  by  any  government. 

This  however,  might  have  been  accomplished  with  but 
little  injury,  if  not  with  positive  benefit,  to  the  community, 
by  simpiy  forbearing  to  countervail  the  principles  on  which 
this  institution  was  established.  For  it  is  not  to  be  doubted 
that  the  annual  demand  of  $30,000  from  bank  debtors;  the 
sum  due  the  state  for  Vandalia  lots,  w hich  as  early  as  1822 
■mounted  to  upwards  of  $31,000;  the  amount  of  fines  and 
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forfeitures;  the  constantly  augmenting  revenue  for  county 
and  state  purposes;  and  individual  contracts;  afforded  ade- 
quate means  of  rendering  those  notes  available  in  the  pay- 
ment of  debts,  the  object  of  their  creation;  and  of  with- 
drawing them  from  circulation  in  such  proportions,  as  to  have 
saved  the  state  from  any  material  loss.  If  then,  any  sacrifi- 
ces have  been  produced,  or  losses  sustained,  by  controlling 
its  intended  action,  and  perverting  its  obvious  purposes;  or 
even  for  the  want  of  practicable  vigilance  to  detect,  and  en- 
ergy to  restrain  the  aberrations  of  those  to  whom  its  man’ 
agetoent  was  committed ; the  reproach  is  neither  due  to  the 
Bank,  nor  to  its  authors;  since  an  abuse  of  this  institution  is 
no  more  an  argument  against  its  utility  than  would  be,  the 
misconduct  of  a judge  against  a judiciary  system  which  he 
had  been  called  to  administer. 

It  is  very  far,  however,  from  my  intention,  to  contend  that 
the  Bank  was  a wise  and  prudent  expedient.  Practical  re- 
sults and  experimental  demonstrations  have  but  too  clearly 
evinced  the  contrary.  Extremely  defective  and  unguarded, 
in  some  important  points,  it  was  calculated  to  generate  an 
interest  and  an  influence,  inauspicious  and  baneful  to  its  own 
prosperity  and  to  convert  its  very  guardians  into  its  worst 
enemies.  Without  any  concurring  interest  of  the  President 
and  Directors  to  rely  on  for  its  faithful  administration,  it 
subjected  them  to  the  most  alluring  and  seductive  tempta- 
tions to  make  its  interest  subordinate  to  their  own.  Own- 
ing no  part  of  the  stock,  and  having  a right  to  loan  to  whom 
they  pleased ; to  become  the  largest  borrowers  themselves ; 
and  to  decide, in  all  cases,  upon  the  security  to  be  required; 
there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  a sufficient  check  upon 
their  temptations  to  render  the  institution  subservient  to  po- 
litical combinations;  to  party  views;  and  the  partial  and 
exclusive  accommodation  of  themselves  and  their  friends. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  they  did  not,  in  every  in- 
stance, prefer  applicants  who  were  the  particular  and  un- 
doubted objects  of  the  intended  relief;  that  they  were  ex- 
tremely liberal  to  some  and  equally  parsimonious  to  others; 
and  that  they  themselves  generally,  perhaps  universally,  bor- 
rowed, or  transferred  their  right  to  borrow,  to  the  utmost 
limit  of  the  law;  and  thus  became  more  interested,  than  any 
other  class  of  the  community,  in  impairing  the  credit  of  the 
institution,  and  depreciating  its  notes,  as  the  means  of  fa- 
cilitating the  discharge  of  the  debts  they  bad  contracted 
with  it.  And  hence,  it  may  have  been,,  that  those  gentle* 


men,  with  all  the  influence  which  their  stations  have  added 
to  their  previous  high  standing,  have  been  generally,  if  not 
universally,  found  among  the  warmest  advocates  for  depre- 
ciating those  notfbs;  scaling  bank  debts,  and  various  other 
expedients,  whose  inevitable  effect  would  be,  the  revolting 
injustice  of  requiring  the  balance  of  the  community  to  be 
taxed  for  the  payment  of  their  debts. 

Ominous  as  these  circumstances,  and  other  inherent  de- 
fects and  imperfections  of  the  bank  may  be,  it  is  the  less 
consolatory  that,  they  much  more  clearly  forebode  an  inau- 
spicious perspective  of  future  losses,  than  account  for  those 
already  realized.  And  if  the  bank  was  bad  in  its  origin,  so 
much  the  more  mistaken  must  have  been  the  policy  of  any 
legislative  exactments  that  have  tended  to  render  it  worse. 

The  first  measure  of  this  .character  seems  to  have  been 
adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  session  of  1822-3, 
something  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  Bank  commen- 
ced its  operations,  and  when  it  was  struggling  against,  and 
somewhat  depressed  by  the  strong  current  of  public  senti- 
ment that  prevailed  against  it.  Mistaking,  at  that  time,  the 
obvious  policy  of  sustaining  its  credit,  regarding  it  as  a hard- 
ship that  either  they  themselves,  or  the  public  officers  should 
be  constrained  to  take  its  notes  at  par,  and  probably  not 
foreseeing,  at  the  moment,  the  consequent  loss  to  the  state, 
the  General  Assembly,  with  a view  to  a fair  equivalent,  in- 
crease their  own  compensation  and  allowed  certain  officers 
of  the  Government,  fifty  per  cent  advance  on  their  salaries. 
Though  this,  by  impairing  public  confidence*  produced  a 
rapid  depreciation  of  those  notes,  and  subjected  the  state  to 
a clear  loss  of  33  1-3  per  cent  on  every  dollar  of  them,  paid 
out  by  the  Treasury,  it  did  not  reduce  the  dollar  of  this  cur- 
rency to  less  than  66  2-3  cents — a depreciation  which  only 
commenced  its  operation  on  the  Treasury  in  February,  1823, 
and  which,  it  must  be  obvious,  is  inadequate  to  account  for 
all  the  losses  and  sacrifices  to  the  state  that  intervened  be- 
tween the  year  1820,  and  the  first  day  of  January  last — at 
which  latter  period  no  additional  expenses  had  been  incur- 
red in  consequence  of  the  extension  of  the  Judiciary.  It  is 
evident  then,  that  a part  of  those  defalcations  must  be  ex- 
plained in  some  other  way,  or  remain  altogether  unaccoun- 
ted for. 

A great  part,  though  not  the  whole,  of  the  losses  of  the 
last  year  are  susceptible  of  an  easy  exposition.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  January,  1825,  authorized  the  notes  of  the 


Bank  and  Auditor’s  warrants  to  be  paid  out  by  the  Treasury 
at  three  dollars  for  one;  and  thereby  subjected  our  financial 
resources  to  the  same  exhausting  operation,  as  if  they  had 
actually  borrowed  money  at  a premium  of  two  hundred  per 
cent  to  pay  every  debt,  and  defray  every  expenditure  of  the 
Government — as  will  appear  by  the  following  view  of  the 
subject. 

According  to  the  charter  of  the  Bank,  as  has  been  already 
intimated,  the  state  has  bound  itself  to  redeem  all  the  notes 
of  that  institution  that  may  be  presented  for  that  purpose?, 
with  gold  and  silver  coins,  or  or  before  the  expiration  of  the 
charter;  and  for  the  fulfilment  of  this  contract,  has  solemnly 
and  effectually  pledged  its  faith,  and*all  its  lands,  town  lots, 
funds,  revenue,  and  property  of  every  other  description. 

This  then,  is  the  contract  between  the  state  arid  the  hob 
ders  of  the  notes  of  the  Bank;  and  as  the  constitution  has 
expressly  declared  that  “no  law  impairing  the  validity  of  con- 
tracts shall  ever  be  made,”  it  follows  that  all  these  notes 
must  be  so  redeemed  in  the  year  1831,  or  sooner.  When 
therefore,  they  are  received  by  the  Treasury  at  par,  and 
paid  out  at  three  dollars  for  one,  under  this  abiding  obliga- 
tion to  redeem  them  with  gold  and  silver  coins,  it  is  difficult 
to  imagine  any  course  of  reasoning  to  resist  the  conclusion 
that  the  loss  must  necessarily  he  equivalent  to  the  payment 
of  a premium  of  two  hundred  per  cent;  nor  should  I have 
deemed  it  at  all  necessary  to  attempt  its  demonstration,  had 
I not  reason  to  believe  that  enlightened  gentlemen  of  the 
state  entertain  a different  opinion.  It  appears  to  me  how- 
ever, that  a simple  reference  to  a few  examples  of  the  prac- 
tical operation  of  the  system,  is  sufficient  to  afford  an  illus- 
tration that  must  carry  irresistible  conviction  to  every  ra- 
tion mind.  The  salary  of  a Circnit  Judge  is  $600.  that  of 
a Supreme  Judge  $800,  and  the  Governor’s  $100Q.  For 
which  they  respectively  receive  in  notes  of  the  Bank,  the 
first,  eighteen  hundred  dollars,  the  second,  twenty-four  hun- 
dred, and  the  third,  three  thousand.  Now  although  it  is  per- 
fectly immaterial  whether  these  notes  fall  into  the  hands  of 
one  man,  or  a thousand  men,  let  us,  for  the  sake  of  simplify- 
ing the  subject  as  much  as  possible,  suppose  them  retained 
by  those  officers  until  1831,  mill  not  the  full  amount  of  them 
he  then  demandahle  in  gold  and  silver  coins?  Most  certainly, 
and  thus  will  the  people,  ultimately,  have  to  pay  at  the  rate 
of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  for  every, Circuit  Judge ; twen- 
ty-four hundred,  for  every  Supreme  Judge;  and  3,000  for 
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the  Governor.  Upon  the  same  principle,  the  amount  of  Au- 
ditor's warrants  issued  last  year  being  upwards  of  $107,000, 
a clear  loss  upon  them  of  more  than  $60,000  must  have 
beeu  incurred — thereby  exhibiting  the  extraordinary  spec- 
tacle of  a state,  with  an  income  bearing  more  than  a dupli- 
cate proportion  to  its  expenses,  sacrificing,  in  a single  year, 
to  carry  on  its  ordinary  operations,  a sum  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  defray  all  its  expenses  for  three  years.  And  this,  • 
without  any  other  consolation  to  the  people  who  have  to 
bear  the  increased  burthen,  than  that  of  a little  indulgence 
as  to  the  time  of  payment;  at  the  expiration  of  which,  they 
may  find  it  quite  as  inconvenient  to  pay  as  it  would  now  be. 

What  then  is  the  effect  of  this  system  upon  the  people 
individually?  Stripped  of  all  disguise,  nothing  is  clearer, 
than  that  it  must  render  the  taxes  of  each  one  of  them  three 
times  as  high  as  would  otherwise  be  necessary;  for  as  a 
community  is  but  an  aggregate  of  individuals,  so  the  debts 
of  the  former  are  due  and  payable,  in  a just  and  fair  pro- 
portion, by  the  latter;  and  as  the  State,  by  express  law, 
holds  a lien  upon  every  man’s  property  for  its  proportion  of 
all  taxes,  this  debt,  so  unfortunately  created,  attaches  itself 
to  the  property  of  each  one  of  our  fellow  citizens,  operating 
as  a mortgage  upon  it,  to  secure  the  payment  of  his  propor- 
tion thereof. 

No  State,  whatever  its  energies  or  resources,  could  long 
withstand  the  destructive  power  of  such  a system.  Nothing 
could  more  effectually  darken  our  prospects,  check  our  pros- 
perity, and  retard  our  population;  for  emigrants  to  a new 
country  are  generally  the  least  able,  and  not  always  the 
most  willing  to  pay  high  taxes;  and  a public  debt  accumu- 
lating at  this  ratio,  would  soon  swell  into  such  magnitude  as 
would  not  only  be  enormously  oppressive  upon  our  present 
inhabitants,  but  would  effectually  deter  all  others  from  com- 
ing among  us  to  participate  in  such  burthens. 

However  inexpedient  may  have  been,  the  establishment  of 
the  State  Bank,  this  system  of  issuing  Auditor’s  warrants 
was  far  more  so. 

1.  From  its  tendency,  more  directly,  and  in  a much  great- 
er proportion,  to  injure  the  Treasury. 

2.  To  increase  and  perpetuate  the  evils  of  our  paper 
system. 

3.  To  impair  the  credit  of  the  State. 

4.  To  banish  the  notes  of  the  Bank  from  the  State,  dimin- 
ish the  circuiatiomof  the  precious  metals,  render  the  Bank 
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Subservient,  principally  to  the  interest  of  the  citizens  of  oth- 
er states,  and  reduce  many  of  our  own  to  the  necessity  of 
paying  their  taxes  with  cash.  And  lastly, 

5.  To  subject  one  class  of  citizens  to  taxation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  another.  All  of  which,  shall  be  briefly 
noticed  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  been  stated.  4 

1.  From  its  tendency , more  directly , and  in  a much  greater 
proportion , to  injure  the  Treasury . 

According  to  the  Charter  of  the  Bank,  as  must  be  evident 
from  the  features  of  it,  which  have  been  already  delineated, 
it  never  was  intended  that  the  State  should  have  sustained 
any  loss;  and,  if  the  law  had  been  faithfully  executed,  by 
taking  security  to  double  the  value  of  the  sums  borrowed, 
and  for  which  the  State  was  responsible,  it  would  have  sus- 
tained none.  In  many  instances,  it  will  sustain  none;  be- 
cause,  many  of  the  borrowers  have  already  paid,  and  others 
will  do  so.  But  in  issuing  Auditor’s  warrants,  and  paying 
them  out  at  three  dollars  for  one,  under  an  obligation  to  re- 
deem them  at  par,  with  gold  and  silver  coins,  a loss  of  "wo- 
thirds  of  their  whole  amount  accrues  on  their  issue,  without 
a hope  of  receiving,  or  right  to  claim,  any  indemnity  whatev- 
er. 

If  this  measure  was  intended  for  the  relief  of  bank  debtors* 
it  must  be  obvious,  that,  it  would  have  been  far  better  to 
have  released  them  altogether;  for,  it  is  susceptible  of  the 
clearest  mathematical  demonstration,  that  an  annual  loss,  e- 
qual  to  that  which  was  sustain  d last  year,  would,  in  le9s 
than  five  years,  amount  to  one-third  more,  than  the  whole 
sum  due  by  them;  and  it  would  surely  be  wiser  to  give 
this  up  at  once,  than  sacrifice  so  much  more  on  their  ac- 
count, in  so  short  a time;  and  this  too,  without  any  addition- 
al assurance  of  making  ultimate  collections  from  them.  In- 
deed, it  would  have  been  some  consolation  to  the  regret  for 
this  great  loss  to  the  State,  if  it  had  been  the  gain  of  the  bank 
debtors,  for  then,  it  would  have  been  among  our  own  citi- 
zens. But,  unfortunately,  we  have  but  little  ground  to  so- 
lace ourselves  with  this  consolation,  for  the  most  of  these  war- 
rants, like  the  notes  of  the  bank,  were  soon  caught  up  by  the 
agent§  of  non-residents  and  speculators,  w ho,  as  the  Eagle, 
ready  to  pounce  upon  its  prey,  stood  waiting  and  prepared 
for  that  purpose. 

2.  To  increase  and  perpetuate  the  evils  of  our  paper  system. 

These,  have  been  too  long  witnessed,  and  too  severely 

felt,  not  to  have  been  deeply  deplored  by  every  real  lriend 


Cb  the  state.  But  while  every  patriotic  bosom  has  been 
cherishing  the  fond  hope  of  their  gradual  diminution  and  fi- 
nal termination,  what  has  been  the  result?  In  five  years,  a- 
bout  $ 100,000  of  the  notes  of  the  bank  have  been  withdrawn 
from  circulation,  but  in  a single  year,  a larger  amount  of 
Auditor’s  warrants  has  been  substituted  in  their  place. — 
When  then,  are  the  embarrassments  of  the  treasury, 
and  the  augmenting  difficulties  of  our  constituents  to  end, 
if  as  fast  only,  as  the  notes  of  the  bank  are  withdrawn  from 
circulation,  Auditor’s  warrants,  at  a much  greater  loss,  are 
to  be  made  to  supply  their  place? 

If  a deficit  in  the  treasury  was  the  cause  of  issuing  these 
warrants,  it  is  evident,  that  it  may  be  made  to  operate  with 
equal  force  forever,  and  keep  us  constantly  issuing  them,  and 
receiving  nothing  else  from  non-residents  in  payment  of  their 
taxes,  while  they  may  hold  in  their  hands  the  notes  of  the 
bank,  bearing  an  interest  of  two  per  cent,  until  the  state  is 
bound  to  redeem  them  with  gold  and  silver  coins. 

The  warrants  bearing  no  interest, and  the  payment  of  them 
not  being  quite  as  well  secured  as  that  of  the  notes,  (for 
which  all  the  funds  of  the  State  are  pledged)  could,  of  course, 
be  bought  cheaper,  what  then  was  to  prevent  their  being 
bought  up  to  pay  the  taxes  of  the  very  years  on  which  they 
were  issued?  Being  thus  paid  into  the  treasury,  the  State 
would  only  have  redeemed  them;  the  treasury  would  still 
be  as  destitute  of  funds  as  ever,  and  the  government  under 
the  same  necessity  to  issue  new  warrants,  as  when  those  were 
issued.  And  again,  the  new  warrants  might  be  paid  and 
substituted  in  like  manner;  and  thus,  instead  of  gradually 
diminishing  our  responsibility  for  the  notes  of  the  bank,  and 
saving  the  accumulation  of  interest,  the  warrants  so  issued 
in  advance,  might  be  made  to  pay  taxes  to  their  full  amount, 
till  the  expiration  of  the  charter,  when  our  whole  bank  debt 
would  fall  due  all  at  once,  and  be  demandable  in.  gold  and 
silver  coins. 

3.  To  impair  the  credit  of  the  State . 

Its  tendency  to  depreciate  the  notes  of  the  bank  was  so 
obvious  and  palpable,  that  it  cannot,  without  an  indecorous 
imputation  of  a most  extraordinary  and  improbable  want  of 
foresight,  be  supposed  that,  it  was  not  intended  to  produce 
that  effect.  Let  us  then,  for  a moment,  contemplate  the 
consequences. 

Considering  that  our  income  from  non-residents  alone,  was 
sufficient  to  take  up  all  those  notes  in  four  or  five  years,  their 


depreciation  to  one- third  of  their  nominal  value,  even,  with- 
out any  act  on  the  part  of  the  legislature  to  produce  itr 
would  imply  a want  of  confidence  in  the  good  faith  of  the 
State,  since,  with  its  ample  means  of  redeeming  all  its  pledges 
in  regard  to  them,  there  Is  scarcely  a possibility  of  accounting, 
in  any  other  satisfactory  manner,  for  such  a result.  How  much 
worse  then!  after  having  forced  creditors,  and,  by  all  the  va- 
rious means  already  set  forth,  invited , and  encouraged  others, 
to  receive  those  notes,  then,  deliberately,  to  endeavor,  by 
legislative  enactments  to  destroy  their  value ; and  force  those 
who  had  thus  been  induced  to  receive  them,  to  part  with 
them  at  so  great  a loss. 

As  nothing  is  more  essential  to  the  character  and  interest 
of  a state  than  good  faith,  the  only  solid  foundation  of  public 
credit;  so,  nothing  should  be  cherished  with  greater  care; 
or  guarded  with  more  vigilant  circumspection.  Recommend- 
ed by  the  eternal  principles  of  justice,  and  moral  obligation; 
it  is  equally  demanded  by  considerations  of  enlightened  e- 
conomy,  and  political  expediency.  Money  is  an  essential 
element  of  power.  Character,  the  means  of  obtaining  mo- 
ney from  others,  when  we  have  it  not  of  our  own.  The  one 
is  an  active,  the  other  a potential  agent  in  political  affairs. 
Character,  therefore,  has  been  well  said  to  be  capital.  The 
loss  of  it,  is  the  most  disastrous  species  of  bankruptcy;  since, 
it  may  find  us,  with  an  inability  to  help  ourselves,  destitute 
of  the  means  of  obtaining  help  from  others.  The  punctual 
observance  of  its  engagements,  and  a fiir  and  honest  fulfil- 
ment of  all  its  authorized  expectations,  are  as  indispensible 
to  the  character  of  a state,  as  to  that  of  an  individual.  But, 
for  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  which  enabled  them  to 
borrow,  during  the  glorious  struggle  of  our  patriotic  fore- 
fathers for  independence,  it  might  not  now  be  our  felicitous 
lotto  be  able  to  sit  under  the  shade  of  our  own  vines  & fig  trees 
without  anyone  to  make  us  afraid.  In  the  vicissitudes  of  all  hu- 
man affairs,  we,  like  other  nations  & states,  are  liable  to  those 
emergencies  and  exigencies  that  may  render  the  borrowing 
of  money  essential  to  the  preservation  and  permanency  of 
all  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  our  social  institutions. — 
Deplorable  then,  would  be  our  condition,  if,  from  the  want 
of  character,  we  could  not  avail  ourselves  of  this  indispensi- 
ble resource.  Even  at  this  very  time,  probably,  nothing 
would  be  more  expedient  than  to  borrow  money,  as  well,  to  re- 
lieve our  pecuniary  embarrassments,  as  to  commence  impor- 
tant improvements  that  could  not  fail  speedily  to  generate  am 
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pie  remuneration  tor  all  the  labor  and  capital  that  would  be 
required.  But  with  such  a waste  of  our  resources;  and 
discrediting  of  our  own  paper;  the  prospect  of  borrowing, 
upon  any  reasonable  terms,  is  too  discouraging  to  be  relied 
on.  Great,  therefore,  is  the  duty  imposed  on  us,  of  endeav- 
oring to  redeem  the  character  of  the  state  from  the  inevita- 
ble consequences  of  this  unfortunate  measure.  The  depre- 
ciation of  the  notes  was,  indeed,  completely  effected.  But 
it  has  resulted  very  differently  from  what  seems  to  have 
been  anticipated.  For,  besides  subjecting  the  state,  which 
is  bound  to  make  them  good,  to  all  the  eventual  loss  upon 
them,  and,  at  the  same  time,  injuring  its  character  and  im- 
pairing its  credit,  it  has  equally  tended 

4.  To  banish  the  notes  of  the  Bank  from  the  State , diminish 
the  circulation  of  the  precious  metals , render  the  Bank  subservient , 
principally  to  the  interest  of  the  citizens  of  other  states , and  reduce 
many  of  our  own  to  the  necessity  of  paying  their  taxes  with  cash . 

These  results  depend  not  upon  hypothesis.  Actual  ex- 
perience and  observation  have  demonstrated  their  reality, 
as  stubborn  and  melancholy  facts,  equally  known  to  our- 
selves; and  severely  felt  by  our  constituents. 

The  theory  of  rendering  these  notes  more  accessible  to 
those  of  our  fellow-citizens  who  have  particularly  stood  in 
need  of  them,  by  depreciating  them,  has  been  tested  by  ac- 
tual experiment,  and  the  result,  as  ought  to  have  been  fore- 
seen, has  been,  that  they  have  almost  entirely  disappeared 
from  among  us. 

Reduced  by  the  measure  under  consideration,  in  the  early 
part  of  last  year,  to  less  than  one-third  of  their  nominal  value 
— in  one  considerable  market,  even  to  one-fourth,  non-resi- 
dents, having  a large  amount  of  taxes  to  pay,  and  well 
knowing  that  the  state  was,  & always  will  be  bound  to  receive 
those  notes  at  par  with  gold  and  silver  coins , employed  so  ma- 
ny agents,  and  used  such  exertions  to  obtain  them,  that 
ti  eir  scarcity  was  soon  perceived,  and  has  been,  ever  since, 
severely  felt  throught  every  part  of  the  state.  Nothing  was 
more  natural;  or  ought  more  reasonably  to  have  been  anti- 
cipated, All  such  measures  ever  have  tended,  and  ever  will 
tend,  to  benefit  those  who  have  the  means  of  speculation,  at 
the  expense  of  those  who  have  not;  and,  consequently,  to 
make  the  rich,  richer,  and  the  poor,  poorer.  Gain  and  loss 
are  equally  involved,  and  whatever  the  speculators  gain* 
just  so  much,  must  the  balance  of  the  community  lose — or 
where  else  would  be  the  source  of  profit? 


As  there  could  he  no  inducements  to  purchase  these  notes, 
if  they  were  at  par,  so,  it  is  only  as  they  depreciate,  that 
they  admit  of  any  speculation  whatever.  The  greater 
therefore,  their  depreciation,  in  the  same  proportion,  must 
be  the  inducements  of  those  who  have  money  at  command 
to  purchase  them,  since,  while  they  risk  less,  they  have  a fair 
prospect  of  realizing  more.  Upon  whom,  then,  are  these 
inducements  calculated  to  operate  the  most  powerfully? 
Undoubtedly,  upon  those  non-residents  who  hold  such  im- 
mense tracts  of  land  within  our  state,  and  whose  taxes  alone, 
were  there  no  warrants  now  out,  would  be  sufficient  to  take 
up  all  of  these  notes  (which  are  not  now  required  to  be 
burnt)  within  two  years  from  this  time.  The  great  amount 
due  by  them  is  sufficient  to  awaken  their  vigilance  to  pro* 
vide  themselves,  at  the  earliest  practicable  period,  with  the 
means  of  discharging  it.  And  thus  while  our  own  citizens, 
owing,  individually,  but  comparatively  small  sums,  and  being 
generally  scarce  of  money,  think  only  of  providing  for  the 
payment  of  their  taxes  about  the  time  the  sheriff  is  expected 
to  demand  them,  those  non-residents,  by  pre-occupying  eve- 
ry market,  have  generally  engrossed  all  the  notes  which,  in 
the  mean  time,  were  to  be  purchased.  Having  once  got 
them  into  their  possession,  either  for  the  payment  of  tuxes, 
or  for  the  purchase  of  lands  to  be  sold  for  taxes,  (the  princi- 
pal uses  to  which  they  have  been  for  some  few  years  past  ap- 
plied) they  could  have  but  little  inducements  to  part  with 

them,  even  for  a much  higher  price  than  they  gave;  since 
they  could  have  no  certainty  of  obtaining  adequate  future 
supplies;  and  would,  of  course,  be  liable  to  the  danger  of 
having  themselves,  to  replace  them  with  specie.  Fallacious 

then,  must  be  all  calculations  of  inducing  men,  who  have  en- 
grossed this  paper  for  those  purposes,  to  part  with  it  by  re- 
ducing its  value.  This  would  in  fact  only  place  so  much 
more  of  it  in  their  power.  With  very  strong  inducements 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  afforded  by  such  measures, 
they  have  generally  the  means  of  doing  so,  always  at  the  fa 
vorable  juncture.  Our  own  citizens  have  not.  As  there- 
fore, the  latter  have  not  heretofore  been  V^le  to  compete 
with  them,  so  there  is  no  ground  to  expect,  they  will  hereaf- 
ter be. 

That  a depreciated  and  variable  currency  lends  to  dimin- 
ish the  circulation  of  the  precious  metals,  is  not  less  verified 
by  experience,  than  supported  by  the  opinions  of  all  en- 
lightened financiers.  It  is  in  fact  an  acknowledged  axiom. 


Were  proof  however  wanting,  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact 
that  not  a cent  of  specie  is  now,  or  has  been  for  years  past, 
paid  into  the  Treasury.  And  thus,  while  we  arc,  by  this 
means,  deprived  of  a sound  circulating  medium,  the  benefits 
of  our  miserable  state  currency  are  almost  exclusively  enjoy- 
ed by  the  citizens  of  other  states — while  with  all  the  incon- 
venience and  hardship  of  the  increased  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing the  former,  our  constituents  have  been,  in  a proportion- 
ate degree,  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  paying  their  taxes 
with  cash,  to  the  profit  of  the  public  collectors,  and  without 
the  slightest  benefit  to  the  Treasury. 

Seeing  that  such  a large  amount  of  those  notes  must  have 
been  w ithdrawn  from  the  state,  our  interest  evidently  re- 
quires that  we  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  endeavor  to  regain 
them.  But  this,  ought  to  be  done  in  a manner  consistent 
with  every  expec  tation  authorized  by  the  charter  of  the 
Bank,  and  with  all  the  obligations  which,  we,  by  that  act, 
voluntarily  imposed  upon  ourselves;  for,  as  with  individuals, 
so  with  governments,  fairness  and  honesty  will  ever  be  found 
the  best  policy.  Every  attempt,  however  disguised,  to  dis- 
criminate, in  contravention  to  the  charter,  between  these 
notes,  and  specie,  in  the  collection. of  taxes,  besides  the  in- 
jury it  would  inflict  on  the  reputation  of  the  state,  would, 
by  stopping  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  increase  the  em- 
barrassments ol  the  Treasury,  and  aggrevate  the  evils  under 
which  we  are  now  laboring.  There  is  no  one,  owing  taxes* 
and  holding  this  paper,  that  cannot  compel  the  state  to  re- 
ceive it  as  cash ; or  forbear  their  collection,  in  any  thing 
else.  The  wealthy  non-resident  land  holders  therefore, 
would  have  nothing  more  to  do,  in  such  a case,  than  to  apply 
to  the  competent  authority  for  an  injunction.  Nor  car. 
there  scarcely  be  a doubt  that  they  wrould,  in  every  instance, 
avail  themselves  of  their  unquestionable  right  to  this  reme- 
dy. And  these,  are  presumed  to  have  been  among  the  rea- 
sons that  induced  the  Council  of  Revision  to  reject  a meas- 
ure of  this  kind,  at  the  last  session. 

These  notes,  being,  principally,  hoarded  up  for  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes,  our  obvious  policy  would  be,  with  as  little  loss 
as  possible,  to  make  it  the  interest  of  those  who  hold  them, 
for  that  purpose,  to  pay  their  taxes  in  advance.  For  which, 
a just,  reasonable,'  and  effectual  plan  may  be  readily  devised- 
But  to  return  to  the  measure  under  consideration,  let  us 
now  consider  its  tendency. 
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&.  To  subject  one  class  of  citizens  to  taxation  for  the  payment 
of  the  debts  of  another • 

It  has  been  already  seen  that  the  state  has  been  subjected 
to  a loss  equal  to  two  hundred  per  cent  upon  the  whole 
amount  of  its  annual  expenditures.  It  shall  now  be  shown 
that  it  was  intended  that  a particular  class  of  our  fellow  cit- 
izens, very  respectable  indeed,  but  small  in  comparison  to 
the  whole,  should  gain  in  precisely  the  same  proportion,  at 
the  expense  of  every  other  class. 

Though  the  state  was  bound  to  redeem  every  note  loaned 
by  the  Bank,  with  gold  and  silver  coins,  and  relies  exclusive 
ly,  for  indemnity  for  this  responsibility,  upon  the  collections 
to  be  made  from  the  borrowers,  these  Auditor's  warrants,  is- 
sued for  triple  the  amount  at  which  they  were  paid  out  by 
the  Treasury,  were  made  receivable  at  par,  in  payment  oi 
bank  debts.  The  amount  annually  collectable  from  those 
debtors  is  $30,000.  Now,  supposing  this  sum  paid  in  war 
rants  of  the  same  nominal  value,  but  issued  at  three  dollars 
for  one,  the  state  would  only  receive  ten  thousand  dollars, 
instead  of  thirty  thousand,  and  from  these  ten  thousand  dol* 
lars,  at  least  five  thousand,  must  be  deducted  for  the  salaries 
ol  the  President,  five  Cashiers,  and  other  incidental  expenses 
of  the  institution;  so  that  the  state  would  in  fact,  only  re' 
Ceive  five  thousand  dollars  out  of  the  thirty  thousand,  for 
which  it  is  accountable,  and  would,  of  course,  still  be  liable 
for  the  remaining  twenty-five  thousand.  Taking  it  for  grant- 
ed that  the  loss  of  debts  by  insolvency,  and  other  causes,  will 
equal  the  amount  of  interest  that  will  have  been  collected  on 
the  loans,  over  and  above  that  which  the  state  itself  is  bound 
to  pay  (of  which  there  appears  to  be  little  doubt)  and  sup- 
posing the  whole  bank  debt  settled  according  to  this  extra- 
ordinary and  gratuitous  allowance  to  the  debtors,  it  is  evi- 
dent that,  instead  of  the  indemnity  contemplated  by  the  char 
ter;  and  intended  by  its  authors;  it  would  eventuate  in  a 
clear  loss  to  the  state  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, on  the  three  hundred  thousand  so  loaned.  A loss,  for 
the  payment  of  which,  all  the  property  and  resources  of  the 
state  are  mortgaged;  and  which,  if  paid,  as  our  debts  of  every 
other  description  have  been,  in  Auditor’s  warrants  at  three 
dollars  for  one,  (and  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  this 
debt  should  not  be  paid  in  that  way,  as  wrcll  as  any  other) 
would  involve  us  in  a debt  of  precisely  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars — cui  bonol  Doubtless,  for  the  benefit  of 
bank  debtors  only. 


It  has  been  impossible  for  me  to  ascertain  the  amount  of 
losses  that  have  actually  been,  and  will  be  incurred  bv*this 
policy.  Whatever  they  may  be  however,  they  must  neces- 
sarily be  in  the  proportion  above  stated.  And  upon  whom 
do  they  fall?  Truly,  upon  the  state.  But  as  the  state  has  no 
means  of  raising  revenue,  paying  debts,  or  providing  for  any 
losses  whatever,  but  by  taxation,  which  must  fall  in  just  and 
equal  proportions  upon  all,  it  follows  that,  those  who  never 
had  any  thing  to  do  with  the  bank;  who  never  borrowed  a 
cent  of  its  money;  who  came  among  us  since  the  whole  of  it 
was  loaned;  mechanics,  merchants,  and  farmers;  lawyers, 
doctors, and  divines;  old  residents,  new  settlers,  and  future 
emigrants;  will  all  have  to  pay  their  respective  proportions 
of  these  losses — in  other  words,  to  pay  other  people’s  debts. 

But  these  were  not  the  only  benefits  contemplated  for  bank 
debtors,  at  the  expense  of  all  the  rest  of  the  citizens  of  the 
state.  Another  measure  of  contemporaneous  origin,  and 
bearing  the  identical  stamp  of  policy,  so  deeply  impressed  on 
those  that  have  been  reviewed,  was  calculated  greatly  to  en- 
large the  sphere  of  charitable  indulgence  to  those  debtors. 

This,  was  a law,  one  object  of  which,  was  to  accommodate 
such  of  them  as  might  not  be  willing  or  able  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  warrants,  by  authorising  the  rendering  ofjudg- 
ments  against  them  for  one  third  only,  of  the  amount  of  their 
debts;  and  another,  to  exempt  all  real  and  personal  proper- 
ty, other  than  the  mortgaged  premises,  from  any  liability  to 
satisfy  such  judgments. 

These  additional  provisions  seem  to  have  been  all  that 
could  be  necessary  to  the  consummation  of  a plan  to  render 
the  Bank  highly  beneficial  to  those  debtors,  and  equally 
ruinous  to  all  the  rest  of  the  community — a plan  calculated 
to  exempt  those  who  had  monopolized  the  whole  benefits  of 
the  institution,  and  in  some  instances  perverted  them  from 
the  original  design,  from  the  possibility  of  loss,  by  compell- 
ing others' to  par  two-thirds  of  their  debts  at  least.  For  as 
the  amount  of  loans  was  $300,000,  by  letting  the  borrowers 
off  by  the  payment  of  one  third,  it  necessarily  throws  the  loss 
of  the  remaining  $^00,000  upon  the  state.  A better  policy 
than  this,  if  I am  right  in  supposing  the  original  design  of  the 
Bank  was  to  afford  relief  to  those  who  were  pressed  by  debts, 
which  they  were  unable  to  pay,  would  have  been,  to  have 
gratuitously  assumed  at  once,  the  payment  of  two  thirds  of 
"heir  debts  directly  from  the  Treasury;  for,  in  that  case,  the 
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expenses  of  this  institution,  and  other  obvious  evils  of  still 
greater  magnitude,  would  have  been  avoided. 

As  to  the  first  of  these  provisions — Soon  after  its  adoption, 
the  notes  of  the  Bank  being  then  at  their  lowest  probable 
point  of  depression,  many  of  those  debtors  refused  to  pay  their 
instalments,  and  eagerly  sought  to  be  sued,  with  a view  to 
secure  to  themselves  the  advantages,  it  afforded  them.  Suits 
were  accordingly  brought,  and  judgments  in  some  of  the 
cases,  rendered  for  one  third  of  the  amount  of  the  debts* 
Now,  though  this  provision  has  been,  subsequently  repealed, 
yet,  it  is  important  to  obtain  a list  of  these  cases,  and  a state- 
ment of  the  situation  in  which  they  now  respectively  stand; 
and  of  the  probable  loss  which  will  have  to  be  provided  for, 
in  consequence  thereof. 

As  to  the  second  of  these  provisions — Some  extraordinary 
misconceptions  having  prevailed  in  regard  to  it,  a brief, 
though  somewhat  particular  notice  ofit,  may  not  be  altogether 
unnecessary. 

Referring  to  a judgment  to  be  obtained  on  61  default  made 
in  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money  secured  by  mortgage 
on  lands  and  tenements”  it  says,  “ the  judgment  aforesaid 
shall  create  no  lien  on  any  other  lands  or  tenements  than 
the  mortgaged  premises,  nor  shall  any  other  real  or  personal 
property  be  liable  to  satisfy  the  same”  Stopping  here,  it  is  ad- 
mitted that  my  interpretation  would  be  correct — hut  it  is 
contended  that  the  saving  clause  which  immediately  suc- 
ceeds the  words  above  quoted,  includes  notes  for  the  direct 
payment  of  money . That  clause  is  in  the  following  words: 
“ but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  he  so  construed  as  to 
affect  any  collateral  security  given  by  the  mortgagor  for  the 
payment  of  the  same  sum  of  money,  or  any  part  thereof  se- 
cured by  the  mortgage  deed.”  Now,  as  a promise , verbal  or 
written  f for  the  direct  payment  of  money , is  as  distinct  and  dis- 
tinguishable from  collateral  security , as  light  from  darkness, 
it  must  he  evident  that  this  clause  in  saving  collateral  security 
only,  does  not  include  a note  for  the  direct  payment  of  money , 
which  is  not,  in  fact,  nor  ever  was,  considered  collateral  secu- 
rity. There  might,  indeed,  have  been  other  collateral  securi- 
ty besides  the  mortgage;  such  as  the  pledges  of  personal 
property,  &c. : hut,  as  none  such  was  authorized  to  be  taken, 
nor  lias  ever  been  given,  there  was  nothing,’  in  those  cases, 
for  this  saving  clause  to  operate  upon,  and  therefore  the  pro- 
vision in  question  is  obnoxious  to  the  objections  I have  made 
to  it.  It  is  even  worse:  F or,  it  is  believed  that,  in  many  in 


stances,  and  it  is  known  that,  in  some,  (as  far  as  it  is  possible 
to  know  the  intrinsic  value  ofproperty,or  to  judge  of  the  price 
it  would  probably  command)  the  mortgaged  premises  are  not 
worth,  and  certainly  would  fall  far  short  of  commanding  one 
third  of  the  amount  for  which  they  have  been  mortgaged. — 
The  effect,  then,  of  this  provision  would  be  to  permit  bank 
debtors  to  surrender  property  worth  much  less  than  the  third 
part  of  their  debts,  and  subject  other  people  to  the  payment 
of  the  balance.  And  this,  though  they  might  hold  other 
property  worth  ten  times  the  amount  of  their  debts. 

The  management  and  affairs  of  the  Bank  itself  claim  your 
most  scrutinizing  investigation.  Not  as,  unfortunately, 
seems  to  have  been  the  case  with  your  predecessors,  barely , 
to  detect  the  most  inexcusable  delinquencies;  and  the  gross- 
est wrongs  to  the  people — but,  with  a view,  to  the  punish- 
ment of  the  former;  and  the  redress  of  the  latter. 

Considering  the  public  losses  that  have  been  sustained, 
and  those  that  are  impending,  it  might  be  better  to  permit 
this  institution  to  run  its  course,  than  to  add  to  those  losses 
by  institutinginquiries,  without  a firm  determination,  to  apply 
to  any  evils  that  may  be  found  to  exist,  their  appropriate  rem- 
edies. One  of  the  first  duties  of  a legislative,  body,  is  to 
guard  the  people’s  money.  To  permit  them  to  be  wronged 
out  of  any  part  of  it,  is  but  a disguised  means  of  subjecting 
them  to  a tax  to  precisely  the  same  amount.  And  strange 
as  has  heretofore  been  the  apathy  of  our  fellow-citizens  in 
regard  to  those  matters,  they  are  now,  happily,  beginning, 
in  every  part  of  the  state,  to  consider  them  in  this  point  of 
view ; and  awakening  to  a sense  of  their  own  interest,  by  the 
powerful  impulse  of  actual  suffering,  are  anxiously  looking 
for  protection,  to  us,  whose  duty  it  is,  to  consult  and  advance 
their  interest  and  happiness,  by  all  the  means  within  our 
power.  To  you,  gentlemen,  I am  sure,  they  will  not  look  in 
vain — and  it  shall  be  my  constant  endeavor,  with  the  best  of 
my  poor  abilities,  to  afford  you  every  co-operation  which  the 
duties  and  powers  of  the  station  1 hold  admit. 

Having  had  no  right,  as  yet,  to  inspect  the  books,  accounts^ 
and  transactions  of  this  institution,  my  present  view  of  it, 
must,  necessarily,  be  limited,  principally,  to  the  very  few 
documents  that  have  been  published  concerning  it. 

As  if  it  were  not  enough,  to  relinquish  to  its  principal 
debtbrs  two-thirds  of  their  debts,  by  the  means  before  stated, 
it  seems  to  have  been  determined  to  permit  them  to  manage 
the  balance  of  its  affairs  just  as  they  pleased,  without  regard 


to  law,  or  the  interest  of  the  people.  For,  tne  most  palpa- 
ble violations  and  neglects  of  duty,  malversations  in  office, 
frauds,  and  peculations,  have  only  been  so  noticed,  as  to  af- 
ford recorded  proof  of  the  impunity  with  which  they  might 
be  committed. 

By  a report  of  a joint  committee  appointed  “to  examine 
the  Bank  of  this  State  and  its  Branches,”  at  the  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  last  aforesaid,  it  appears  that,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Branch  at  Shawneetown,  “ its  concerns  had  been 
loosely  and  irregularly  conducted and  that,  from  “ the  derang- 
ed position  of  the  papers  and  accounts the  only  list  of  its  debts 
which  could  be  obtained,  on  an  examination  by  gentlemen 
sent  by  the  General  Assembly  to  Shawneetown  for  that  pur- 
pose, was  one  which,  44  it  was  alledged  by  the  Cashier  did  not 
contain  the  full  amount  of  debts  due  by  $4,743  50.”  Vet  this 
very  Cashier  not  only  went  unpunished,  but  was  continued 
in  office,  till  the  day  of  his  death:  which  only  happened  a 
short  time  since. 

In  the  same  report  it  is  stated  that  44  the  sum  of  $3,750 
had  been  loaned  by  the  Branch  on  the  29 th  October , ultimo , 
without  taking  any  security  therefor .” 

Now  let  us  consider  the  nature  of  this  offence.  By  the 
charter  of  the  Bank  it  is  expressly  declared  that, 

44  Previous  to  the  granting  of  any  loan,  the  person  or  persons 
44  applying  for  the  same  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  said 
44  Bank  a note  payable  to  the  President  ond  Directors 
“thereof,  for  the  use  of  the  State;  the  payment  ot  which 
44  to  be  secured  by  a mortgage  on  real  estate,  free  of  in- 
cumbrances, for  all  sums  over  one  hundred  dollars;  of 
“ sums  of  that  amount  or  under,  personal  security , such  as 
44  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  may  be  deemed  good  and  suf 
44  ficient  may  be  taken,  the  security  to  sign  the  note  as 
“principal;  and  in  all  cases  no  loan  shall  be  made  except 
“by  two  thirds  of  said  board  then  present.  All  real  es- 
44  tate  so  taken  as  security  to  be  double  the  value  of  the 
“sum  so  required  to  be  loaned.” 

And  to  secure  an  honest  and  faithful  compliance  with 
these  requisitions,  by  the  most  solemn  sanction,  of  our  holy 
religion,  it  is  further  declared  by  the  charter 
44  That  before  any  oflhe  said  Presidents,  Directors, Cashiers 
“ or  Clerks  shall  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective 
44 offices  they  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath 
“or  affirmation,  viz:  I do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that 
“ I will,  in  all  things,  faithfully  demean  myself  as  [Presi- 
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<4  dent,  Director,  Cashier,  or  Clerk,  as  the  ease  might  be] 
u of  this  Bank,  that  I will  not  permit  money  to  be  loaned  to  any 
« individual  without  sufficient  security , and  that  1 will  do  all 
u things  in  my  power  to  prevent  all  frauds  and  impositions 

“on  said  Bank,  so  long  as  I continue thereof,  so 

44  help  me  God.5’ 

By  comparing  the  case  alledged,  with  the  duties  so  plain- 
ly prescribed,  and  so  solemnly  required;  it  appears,  not  on- 
ly, that  fraud  and  imposition , but  gross  fraud  and  imposition; 
aggravated  by  the  clearest  moral  perjury;  have  been  volun- 
tarily and  deliberately  committed.  And,  if  the  community 
arc  not  to  be  protected,  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  the 
constitution,  against  public  officers  who,  in  disregard  of  their 
owm  honor,  in  violation  of  a public  trust,  arid  in  contempt 
of  a solemn  appeal  to  Almighty  God,  could  descend  to  such 
conduct,  then,  indeed,  ought  that  clause  of  our  Constitution, 
to  be  expunged,  which  provides  44  that  the  Governor,  and  all 
other  civil  officers , shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  any  mis- 
demeanor in  office.” 

It  surely  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  officers  of  the  State 
Bank  are  liable  to  impeachment.  According  to  the  law 
books  44  an  office  is  a place  of  trust,  and  he  who  fills  it  is  an 
officer.”  By  the  same  authorities  it  is  declared  that, 44  offi- 
ces are  distinguished  into  those  which  are  of  a public , and 
those  which  are  of  a private  nature;  that  every  man  is  a pub- 
lic officer,  who  hath  any  duty  concerning  the  public;  and  that 
he  is  not  the  less  a public  officer  where  his  authority  is  con- 
fined to  narrow  limits,  because  it  is  the  duty  of  his  office , and 
the  nature  of  that  duty  which  makes  him  a public  officer , and 
not  the  extent  of  his  authority.” 

As  then,  the  whole  of  the  stock  of  the  Bank,  as  is  express- 
ly declared  by  the  charter,  belonged  to  the  State,  and  these 
officers  were  created  by  the  State,  solely  and  exclusively, 
for  the  management  of  that  stock,  and  in  receiving  the  mo- 
ney, providing  for  its  safe  keeping,  loaning  it,  taking  notes 
and  mortgages,  making  collections,  and  in  every  thing  else, 
acted  as  the  agents  of  the  state,  they  were  not  less  emphati- 
cally its  officers  than  the  public  Treasurer  himself;  and  con- 
sequently, are  as  liable  to  impeachment  for  misdemeanor  in 
office  But  this  is  not  all.  For  as  44  no  officer  created  by 
statute,  hath  more  authority  than  the  statute  gives  him”  the 
officers  of  the  Branch  at  Shawneetown,  are  sueable  for  the 
money  thus  illegally  disposed -of  by  them;  and  forbearance 
towards  them,  under  such  circumstances,  would  he  injustice 
to  our  constituents. 


Among  the  subjects  of  investigation  that  relate  to  this  in- 
stitution, the  magnitude  of  its  expenses  appearing,  as  they 
do,  in  aggregate  statements,  seems  to  demand  a minute  scru- 
tiny into  the  items  of  which  they  are  composed,  as  well,  to 
ascertain  whether  they  have  not  transcended  authorised  li- 
mits, as  with  a view,  to  their  retrenchment. 

Those  of  the  principal  Bank  at  least,  it  is  believed  may 
be  greatly  curtailed  with  entire  safety,  and  great  advantage 
to  the  public  interest.  All  the  money  having,  long  since, 
been  loaned,  the  only  object  that  remained  was  to  get  as 
much  of  it  back  as  possible.  For  this  purpose  a Cashier  for 
each  Branch  is  employed,  at  an  annual  salary,  to  make  col- 
lections for  the  Branches  respectively.  The  principal  Bank 
has  therefore,  none  but  its  own  debts  to  collect.  Of  these, 
about  $28,00  only  are  annually  collectable.  Let  us  now 
see  what  its  expenses  have  been. 

By  the  report  of  the  joint  committee  before  mentioned  it 
appears  that  on  the  10  th  day  of  January,  1825,  “the  current 
expenses  of  the  principal  Bank  had  exceeded  the  discounts  $2,- 
•403  90.” 

According  to  a report  of  the  committee  on  finance,  at  the 
last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  its  expenses  “ from  the 
29 th  November  1 824,  up  to  January  1 826,  including  salary  and 
amount  ordered  to  be  paid  to  John  Kane,  [were]  $4,385,  06.” 

The  sum  ordered  to  be  paid  John  Kane,  in  notes  of  the 
bank  was  less  than  $1 500,  which  deducted,  must  leave  those 
expenses  at  least  $2885  06.  It  is  manifest  therefore,  from 
these  statements,  that,  if  every  debt  due  to  the  Bank  could 
be  collected,  the  expense  of  collection,  would  exceed  their 
whole  amount.  How  much  worse  then,  must  it  not  be, 
when  w'e  take  into  consideration  the  inevitable  losses  that 
this  Bank,  as  well  as  its  Branches,  will  sustain?  It  is  true 
that,  its  Cashier  has  some  other  duties  assigned  to  him,  but 
they  are  such  as  ought  to  be  performed  by  the  public  Treas- 
urer. The  sooner  we  can  get  rid  of  the  complex  machine- 
ry of  the  Bank  for  the  collection  of  money  actually  due  to 
the  State,  the  better  it  will  be  for  us.  No  reason  is  perceiv- 
ed why  the  Cashiers  of  the  Branches,  should  not,  like  other 
public  collectors,  for  they  are  in  fact  no  more,  pay  the  mo- 
ney they  collect  directly  into  the  Treasury.  And  while  we 
are  obliged  by  the  constitution  to  have  a public  Treasurer, 
whose  peculiar  duty  it  is,  to  take  care  of  the  public  treas- 
ure, it  cannot  be  necessary  to  employ  another  distinct  otli- 
cer,  at  a salary  of  $1000  a year,  for  the  same  purpose.  As 


things  now  3tand,  we  have  two  Treasurers,  one  to  keep  the 
accounts,  and  the  other  to  keep  the  money,  with  this  addi- 
tional anomaly,  that  while  he  who  keeps  the  accounts  is  re- 
quired to  he  elected  at  every  regular  session;  the  man  zcho 
keeps  the  money  lias  been  legislated  into  his  office  without  any. 
other  limitation  than  what  may  be  supposed  to  be  implied 
by  that  of  the  charter  of  the  bank.  It  appears  to  me  there- 
fore, that  it  would  be  advisable  to  transfer  the  duties  of  the 
Cashier  of  this  Bank,  to  the  public  Treasurer,  who,  in  that 
case,  though  with  some  little  more  trouble  than  usual,  would 
only  have  to  receive,  and  take  care  of  public  money,  the 
very  functions,  for  which,  his  office  was  created.  If  howev- 
er, you  should  think  differently,  it  is  submitted  to  your  con- 
sideration, whether,  as  a precautionary  measure  recommen- 
ded by  the  practice  of  our  sister  states,  and  required  by  the 
spirit  of  our  own  constitution,  the  officer  whoever  he  may  be, 
that  shall  have  charge  of  the  public  money,  should  not  be 
elected  at  each  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Among  the  causes  that  have  contributed  to  produce  an 
injurious  effect  upon  the  Treasury,  and  particular  hardships 
upon  our  fellow  citizens,  are  those  innovations  which  have 
been  introduced  into  our  revenue  system,  in  regard  to  the 
listing  o ' lands,  and  payment  of  taxes.  Prolific,  as  they 
have  been,  of  confusion  and  blunders,  they  must  be,  either, 
impracticable;  or  have  been  badly  executed.  In  their  ad- 
ministration, the  listing  of  lands  in  the  names  of  persons  that 
had  no  claims  to  them;  requiring  of  taxes  actually  due  by 
non-residents  to  be  collected  by  sheriffs;  rendering  it  neces- 
sary, in  a variety  of  instances,  for  our  own  citizens  to  pay 
their's  at  this  place ; unnecessary  delays;  and  a loss  of  reve- 
nue have  all  been  produced.  And,  to  say  nothing  of  other 
unexampled  hardships  and  difficulties,  which  they  impose 
upon  our  constituents,  it  is  much  to  be  feared,  that,  by  pre- 
venting them  from  listing  their  own  lands,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  subjecting  them  to  sale  in  the  names  of  other  persons, 
many  an  honest  man  may  lose  his  land,  before  he  is  apprised 
of  his  danger,  unless,  you  should  think  proper  to  repeal 
those  provisions,  and  put  an  entire  stop  to  all  further  pro- 
ceedings under  them.  What  reason,  justice,  or  propriety, 
can  there  be,  in  requiring  the  lands  of  our  own  citizens  to 
be  sold  for  taxes  at  this  place?  If  necessary  to  sell  them,  at 
all,  why  not,  as  was  formerly  the  case,  permit  them  to  be 
sold  in  the  counties  in  which  they  lie,  or  in  which  the  owners 
reside.  Experience  has  proved  that  the  taxes  could,  in  this 
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way,  be  collected  with  equal  certaintv,  and  less  delay.  An 
advertisement  at  a court  house  door  would  notify  many  more 
of  the  inhabitants  of  a county,  than  its  publication  for  a 
whole  year,  much  less  for  three  weeks  only,  (the  required 
time)  in  a news  paper  printed  at  this  place— the  lands  would 
be  less  likely  to  be  sold  without  the  knowledge  of  their  own- 
ers; and  being  sold  where  they  were  known,  less  of  them 
would  probably,  be  sacrificed.  Is  it  not  then  unnecessarily 
oppressive  that,  a citizen  residing  in  the  extreme  part  of  the 
State,  or  even,  in  any  other  county  than  this,  should,  under 
any  circumstances,  much  less  from  the  mistakes  of  a public 
officer,  be  subjected  to  the  inconvenience,  trouble,  and  ex- 
pense of  coming  to  this  place,  either,  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
his  land;  to  pay  the  taxes  on  it;  or  to  redeem  it. 

It  was  at  the  same  session  of  the  General  Assembly  which 
authorized  the  payment  of  bank  notes,  and  Auditor’s  war- 
rants, as  before  set  forth,  that  the  Judiciary  was  so  great- 
ly extended — a circumstance,  the  more  remarkable,  since,  it 
would  seem  that,  no  time  could  well  have  been  more  unpro- 
pitipus  to  the  increase  of  the  expenses  of  the  government, 
than  when  it  was  considered  necessary  to  defray  those  that 
then  existed,  at  such  enormous  sacrifices. 

This  measure  however,  is  probably  not  much  more  ob- 
jectionable on  the  score  of  increased  expenses,  than  for  al- 
lowing one  branch  of  the  Judiciary  large  compensation, 
without  requiring  equivalent  services.  The  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  had  previously  been  required  to  perform 
Circuit  duties.  No  increase  of  the  business  of  the  Supreme 
Court  rendered  it  necessary  to  dispense  with  their  services 
hi  the  circuits — and  the  state  of  the  Treasury  then,  as  it 
now  does,  imperiously  forbid  it.  Yet,  with  salaries  of  §'300 
a year,  which,  according  to  the  constitution,  can  not  be  di- 
mi  > fished,  they  are  not  now  required  to  perform  more  Judi- 
cial duties,  throughout  the  whole  year,  than,  ns  it  is  believ- 
ed, might  easily  be  discharged  in  four  weeks.  The  people, 
as  well  they  may  be,  are  greatly  dissatisfied  with  this  state 
of  things,  and  call  loudly  for  a change.  The  question  then 
is,  whether  these  Judges  shall  be  required  to  perform  ser- 
vices more  commensurate  to  their  salaries,  or  the  people, 
who  are,  otherwise,  two  much  oppressed  with  taxes,  still  be 
compelled  to  bear  a burden,  so  disproportionate  io  the  ser- 
vices for  which  it  has  been  imposed  upon  them? 

It  is  readily  admitted  that  these  Judges  could  not  hold 
Circuit  Courts  in  every  county;  and  it  might  be  as  injudi- 


dous  and  impolitic,  to  require  too  much,  as  too  little  of 
them.  It  is  believed  however,  that  if  the  State  were  divid- 
ed into  six  circuits,  they  could  perform  the  duties  of  four  of 
them.  The  time  may  doubtless,  arrive  when  the  accumula- 
tion of  business  in  the  Supreme  Court,  will  render  it  not 
only  expedient,  but  necessary,  to  withdraw  them  altogether 
from  circuit  duties.  This  however,  must,  from  the  nature 
of  things,  be  progressive,  and  need  only  be  provided  for, 
gradually,  as  occasion  may  require. 

As  some  diversity  of  opinion  exists  both,  in  regard  to  the 
expediency  of  any  change  at  all;  and  what  change  ought  to 
be  made;  and  believing,  as  I do,  that  any  of  the  substitutes, 
which  I have  heard  suggested,  would  be  less  exceptionable, 
arid  more  likely  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  people,  than  the 
present  system;  I beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  uncondition- 
al repeal  of  the  latter,  to  take  effect  at  a future  day,  suffi- 
ciently distant,  to  allow  time  enough  for  the  adoption  of  a 
new  one,  might  be  the  surest  means  of  obtaining  the  most 
general  co-operation  in  devising  the  best. 

But  whether  this  system  shall  be  repealed,  modified,  or 
permitted  to  retain  its  present  organization,  1 trust,  you  will 
not  overlook  the  necessity  of  a new  arrangement  of  the  times 
ofholding  the  Courts,  so  as  to  render  them  less  injurious  and 
inconvenient  to  the  people.  This  may  he  accomplished,  as 
easily,  for  the  whole  State,  as  for  any  one  Circuit  thereof, 
by  simply  requiring  each  Judge  to  hold  his  Courts  within  the 
same  period  of  time.  Though  such  an  arrangement  might 
not  suit  gentlemen  of  the  bar,  who  would  wish  to  attend  one 
half  the  Courts  of  the  State,  yet,  paramount  obligations  to 
provide  for  the  general  interest,  forbid  that  it  should  be 
made  subordinate  to  that,  of  a particular  class  of  our  fellow 
citizens,  however  respectable  they  may  be. 

I have  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  our 
losses  during  the  present  year.  They  can  however,  differ 
only  in  degree  from  those  of  the  last,  and  must  have  been 
constantly,  and  now  are  daily,  accumulating,  in  a ratio,  too 
enormous  for  longer  continuance.  For,  the  General  Assem- 
bly, at  its  last  session,  authorised  the  notes  of  the  Bank  and 
Auditor’s  warrants  to  be  paid  out  by  the  Treasury, at  two 
dollars  for  one,  under  an  obligation  to  redeem  them  at  par 
with  gold  and  silver  coins,  which  is  equivalent  to  borrowing 
money,  at  a premium  of  one  hundred  per  cent,  to  carry  on 
v\  the  operations  of  the  Government,  and  must  conse 
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qaently,  subject  our  fellow  citizens  to  twice  as  much  tax 
ation  as  would  otherwise  be  necessary. 

Upon  this  general  view  of  the  state  of  our  financial  affairs, 
I feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend 

1 . That  an  immediate  stop  be  put  to  any  further  payments 
from  the  Treasury,  in  notes  of  the  Bank  or  Auditor's  war- 
rants, at  the  rate  now  allowed  by  law. 

2.  That,  as  essential  to  that  responsibility  which  is  the 
soul  of  the  true  representative  principle,  a law  be  passed 
requiring  that  all  elections,  in  which  the  electors  vote  in  a re- 
presentative capacit)7,  shall  be  viva  voce. 

3.  That,  the  tenure  of  the  Auditor’s  office  be  for  four 
years  only,  and  that,  the  Auditor  be  elected  at  the  first  re- 
gular session  of  the  General  Assembly  succeeding  each  regu- 
lar election  of  Governor. 

4.  That  our  revenue  system  be  rendered  less  complex* 
and  so  modified,  as  to  leave  to  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  of  non-residents,  and  to  the  county 
collectors  those,  of  our  own  citizens. 

5.  That  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  be  allowed  adequate 
fixed  compensations  for  their  services;  that  neither  of  them 
be  allowed  any  fees  or  perquisites  of  office;  nor  be  permitted 
to  hold  any  other  public  offices;  and  that,  as  in  all  other 
governments,  constituted  like  ours,  their  offices  shall  here- 
after  be  so  kept,  as  to  be  complete  checks  upon  each  other, 
which,  extraordinary  as  it  undoubtedly  is,  has  not  been  the 
case  heretofore. 

6.  That  none  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  government, 
nor  any  clerk,  or  other  person  employed  in  the  Auditor’s 
or  Treasurer’s  offices,  be  permitted  to  be  concerned  directly, 
or  indirectly,  in  the  purchase  of  any  lands  sold  for  taxes;  nor 
in  any  agency  for  any  individual,  or  company,  in  relation  to 
the  listing  of,  or  paying  taxes  on,  any  lands  subject  to  taxation 
within  this  state. 

7.  That,  the  tax  upon  deeds  for  lands  hereafter  to  be 
sold  for  taxes,  be  paid  into  the  public  Treasury,  to  indemni- 
fy the  State  for  the  cost  of  advertising  such  lands  as  may  not 
be  sold;  that,  in  all  future  sales  of  lands  for  taxes,  each  tract, 
on  which  the  taxes  shall  not  have  been  paid  into  the  Trea- 
sury, he  sold  in  the  order  in  which  it  stands  on  the  list  of 
lands  advertised  for  sale;  that  the  amount  of  each  days  sale 
be  paid  into  the  Treasury  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day; 
that,  all  lands  which  may  he  struck  off  to  the  State,  or  bid  off 
by  individuals  and  not  paid  for,  be  the  first  offered  for  sale 
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on  the  succeeding  day,  and  if  not  then  sold,  they  with  all 
such  other  tracts,  as,  from  day  to  day,  may  so  remain  unsold* 
be  the  first  offered  for  sale  on  each  succeeding  day  until  the 
sale  shall  be  closed ; that,  after  each  sale,  and  at  any  time 
before  the  commencement  of  the  succeeding  one,  any  person 
who  may  choose  to  pay  the  tax,  interest,  and  cost,  with  fifty 
per  cent  thereon  for  any  tract  that  shall  have  been  struck 
off  to  the  State,  be  vested  with  all  the  right  of  the  State  to 
the  same.  And  that  all  the  lands  which  shall  have  been 
struck  off  to  the  State  and  not  redeemed  or  purchased  as 
aforesaid,  be  the  first  lands  offered  for  sale  at  each  succeed- 
ing sale. 

8.  That  reasonable  inducements  be  offered  to  those  who 
have  hoarded  up  our  State  Paper  for  the  payment  of  taxes, 
to  pay  their  taxes,  for  one  or  more  years  in  advance. 

9.  That,  all  public  collectors,  be  required  to  account  for, 
and  pay  over  to  the  State,  or  to  the  counties  respectively,  as 
the  case  may  be,  all  gold  and  silver,  or  bank  notes,  other 
than  those  of  the  State  Bank  of  Illinois,  which  they  shall 
hereafter  receive  on  any  public  account  whatever;  and  that, 
for  any  failure  to  make  these,  and  all  other  payments  ac- 
cording to  law,  without  a good  and  sufficient  excuse,  they  be 
subjected  to  adequate  pecuniary  penalties,  and  a prompt  re- 
moval from  office. 

10.  That,  in  every  case,  in  which  it  can  be  done,  with- 
out danger  to  the  public  interest,  the  expenses  of  the  Go- 
vernment be  retrenched. 

11.  That,  no  additional  expenses  be  incurred,  that  are 
not  absolutely  necessary. 

12.  That  Auditor’s  warrants,  be  hereafter  issued  for  the 
sum  actually  due,  with  six  per  cent  interest  till  paid;  re- 
deemable, at  any  time,  with  the  notes  of  the  State  Bank  at  a 
discount  equal  to  legal  interest  until  they  become  due;  and 
receivable  in  payment  of  Bank  debts;  but  not  for  taxes;  ex- 
cept for  those,  of  the  persons  in  whose  favor  they  may  be  so 
issued. 

13.  That,  the  faith  of  the  State,  solemnly  pledged,  in  re- 
gard to  the  Bank,  be  scrupulously  redeemed,  and,  for  this 
purpose,  that  §30,000  of  its  notes,  the  amount  required  to 
be  annually  withdrawn  from  circulation,  be  regularly 
burnt — and  if  the  amount  that  should,  at  this  time,  have 
been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  has  not  been  collected 
from  the  bank  debtors,  or  any  part  thereof  has  been  misap- 
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plied  in  violation  of  the  charter,  that  the  deficit  be  supplied 
by  the  Treasury,  and  burnt,  as  soon  as  possible. 

14.  That  a copy  of  the  descriptive  lists  of  all  the  notes 
that  have  been  burnt,  be  immediately  deposited  in  the  Trea- 
surer’s office,  there  to  remain  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
all  who  may  choose  to  examine  them ; and  that,  the  lists  of 
the  notes  that  may  hereafter  be  burnt,  be,  thereupon,  in 
like  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  inspection,  so  deposit 
ed. 

15.  That,  to  guard  against  the  serious  consequences  that 
might  result  to  the  State,  from  its  liability  to  be  called  up* 
on,  at  the  expiration  of  the  charter  of  the  Bank,  to  pay,  in 
gold  and  silver  coins,  a larger  amount,  than  it  might  be  able 
to  discharge,  the  tax  on  lands,  be  exclusively  appropriated 
to  the  defraying  the  current  expenses  of  the  Government, 
and  supplying  any  probable  deficiency  in  the  collections  from 
Bank  debtors. 

16.  And  lastly,  that  those  impediments  to  the  recovery  of 
debts  which  have,  so  greatly,  tended  to  impair  both  public, 
and  private  credit,  be  so  removed,  as  to  afford  those  inte- 
rested, reasonable  notice  to  provide  for  the  consequences. 

The  situation  of  a large  portion  of  the  Bank  debtors  calls 
for  sympathy.  Many  of  them  would  pay,  if  they  could. 
The  policy  of  our  legislation  has  diminished  their  means  of 
doing  so.  It  is  too  late,  now,  to  inquire  whether  it  was  wise 
to  have  created  the  relation  of  creditor  and  debtor  between 
the  State,  and  its  own  citizens.  Every  class  of  the  communi- 
ty is  entitled  to  all  the  relief  that  can  be  extended  to  it, 
without  injustice  to  others.  I therefore,  submit  to  your  con- 
sideration the  expediency  of  suspending  the  collection  of 
these  debts  (with  such  exceptions  however,  as  you  will 
doubtless  see  the  propriety  of  making)  until  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  in  favor  of  those  who  may 
choose  to  give  bonds  with  sufficient  security  to  the  Auditor 
of  public  accounts,  for  ultimate  payments  directly  into  the 
public  Treasury. 

The  money  received  from  the  Government  of  .the  United 
States,  for  the  support  of  education,  having  accumulated  to  a 
considerable  amount,  and  as  good  faith  forbids  that  it  should 
ever  he  used  for  any  other  purpose  whatever,  I submit  to 
your  consideration  the  propriety  of  appropriating  it,  to  that 
object.  And  I earnestly  recommend  that,  all  -the  college 
lands  of  the  State  should  be  sold,  for  the  same  price,  on  the 
same  terms,  and  in  the  same  manner,  that  the  lands  of  the 
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United  States  are  disposed  of,  and  that,  the  proceeds  heir; 
vested  in  the  stock  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  no  other  disposition,  that  can  be  made,  of  thesfc 
lands,  would  render  them  as  available  for  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  granted;  and  of  your  power,  so  to  dispose 
of  them,  there  cannot,  l think,  be  a reasonable  doubt. 

Somejndications  having  been  given  in  Congress  of  a dis- 
position to  surrender,  on  equitable  terms,  the  public  lands, 
to  the  states  in  whose  limits  they  are  contained;  and  be- 
lieving that  such  a measure,  is  demanded  by  the  soundest 
policy  both  in  regard  to  the  Union,  and  to  those  slates,  I re- 
commend that  our  Senators  and  Representative  in  Congress, 
be  authorized  and  empowered  to  propose  and  enter  into  a 
negotiation  with  the  government  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  public  lands  within  this  State. 

If  nothing  more  can  be  accomplished,  it  is  highly  desira- 
ble that  a grant,  upon  some  terms,  should  be  obtained  for 
the  lead  mines  within  our  limits.  These  are  thought  to  be 
sufficiently  extensive  to  keep  ten  thousand  hands  constantly 
employed,  and  it  is  believed  by  gentlemen  of  intelligence, 
who  have  spent  the  past  season  at  those  now  worked,  that, 
there  will  not  be  less  than  five  thousand  persons  engaged,  in 
the  ensuing  year,  in  the  various  employments  to  which  they 
give  rise.  It  is  evident  then,  that  such  a vast  concern  car- 
ried on  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  under 
the  superintendence  and  control  of  a military  officer  thereof, 
might  have  an  unfortunate  influence  upon  our  elections,  and 
is  too  dangerous  to  the  independence  of  the  State,  to  be 
regarded  with  indifference. 

In  1816a  tract  of  land  binding  on  Lake  Michigan,  inclu- 
ding Chicago,  and  extending  to  the  Illinois  river,  was  obtain- 
ed from  the  "Indians,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  a Canal 
tommunication  between  the  Lake  and  the  River.  Having 
been  one  of  the  commissioners  who  treated  for  this  land,  I 
personally  know  that,  the  Indians  were  induced  to  believe 
that  the  opening  of  the  Canal  would  be  very  advantageous 
to  them,  and  that,  under  authoiized  expectations  that  this 
would  be  done,  they  ceded  the  land  for  a trifle.  Good  faith 
therefore,  towards  these  Indians,  as  well  as  the  concurring 
interests  of  this  State,  and  of  the  Union,  seem  to  require 
that  the  execution  of  this  truly  national  object  should  not  be 
unnecessarily  delayed ; and  nothing  is  more  reasonable  than, 
that  the  expenses  of  it,  should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  pro* 
cecds  of  the  very  property  which  was  so  ceded  for  the  ex- 


press  ',  purpose  of  having  it  done.  I therefore,  recommend 
to  the  General  Assembly  to  petition  Congress,  for  the  right 
to  dispose  of,  under  such  restrictions,  limitations  and  condi- 
tions as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  prevent  any  sacrifice 
of  its  value,  and  ensure  its  faithful  application,  so  much  of 
any  part  of  this  tract  of  land,  as  will  be  adequate  to  the  com- 
pletion of  this  important  internal  improvement. 

The  facility  with  which  lands  are  now  obtained  in  the 
Mexican  Territories,  exhibiting  a most  unfavorable  contrast 
between  the  munificence  of  a foreign  free  government,  and 
our  own,  is  producing  such  an  important  drain  of  our  popu- 
lation, as  furnishes  new  and  powerful  inducements  to  the 
reduction  of  the  price  of  the  public  lands. 

As  dependent  upon  the  attachment  and  affections  of  the 
people,  as  any  government  in  the  world,  it  is,  perhaps,  uni- 
fortunate  that,  the  government  of  the  United  States  should 
ever  have  thought  it  expedient  to  demand  for  its  public  do- 
main, a price,  which  finds  no  parallel  in  any  of  the  states  of 
the  Union,  and  which,  in  comparison  with  any  terms  or  price 
that  has  ever  been  exacted  by  any  ofthe  European  govern- 
ments that  have  held  territory  on  this  continent,  must  be 
considered  exorbitant. 

As  a course  of  policy,  so  restrictive  of  natural  rights, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  so  unexampled,  is  only  to  be  justified 
by  urgent  necessity,  so,  it  should  no  longer  be  pursued  after 
that  necessity  has  ceased  to  operate — Acknowledged  author- 
ities on  the  law  of  nature,  recognize  to  all  men,  a natural 
right,  according  to  the  beneficent  intentions  of  the  Creator 
of  the  world,  to  a portion  of  the  land  which  he  has  made 
for  their  benefit.  And  although  this  right,  like  all  others, 
may  be  modified  by  the  institutions  of  civil  society,  yet,  as 
these  should  conform,  as  far  as  possible,  to  natural  rights,  it 
would  seem  that,  no  government,  holding  immense  tracts  of 
waste  and  unappropriated  lands,  can,  without  acting  contra- 
ry to  the  divine  intention  and  will,  refuse  to  permit  its  own 
citizens  to  occupy  a reasonable  portion  of  these  lands,  but, 
for  a price  which  many  thousands  of  them  are  unable  to 
pay;  such  as  no  other  government,  under  similar  circum- 
stances, has  ever  exacted;  and  which  is,  at  least, twice  as 
high  as  is  asked  by  individuals  for  millions  of  acres  of  equqi 
quality  and  situation. 

The  reasons  in  favor  of  this  policy,  have  heretofore  been 
predicated,  on  the  obligations  of  the  United  States  to  dis- 
charge the  public  debt.  This,  however,  is  now  in  f*uch  a 
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rapid  coarse  of  extinguishment,  and  its  end  so  near  avt  hand* 
that  it  must  be  obvious,  it  can  no  longer  atlord  an  apology 
for  continuing  the  present  price  of  lands  on  that  account. 

The  difference  between  the  contemporaneous,  and  present 
construction  of  the  obligations  of  the  United  States  arising 
from  the  cessions  of  the  public  lands,  is  too  striking,  to  es- 
cape remark.  Shortly  after  those  cessions  were  made,  any 
speculator,  by  going  into  the  market  and  purchasing  the  evi- 
dences of  the  public  debt,  might  have  obtained,  as  many  ac- 
tually did,  as  much  of  these  lands  as  he  pleased  for  about 
fifteen  cents  per  acre;  and  in  one  of  his  able  and  memorable 
reports  in  1790,  Mr.  Hamilton  the  then  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  no  doubt,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Father  of 
his  country,  recommended  that,  for  the  very  purpose  of  pay- 
ing  the  public  debt,  they  should  be  sold  at  20  cents  an  acre. 
This  was  the  price,  at  which,  Kentucky,  long  afterwards,  sold 
her  lands. — And  l sincerely  think  that,  those  of  the  Union 
ought  never  to  have  been  sold  higher;  and  that,  if  they  had 
not  been,  the  wealth,  and  physical,  moral,  and  political  pow- 
er of  the  nation  would  all  have  been,  even,  greater  than 
they  now  are. 

At  all  events,  we  seem  to  have  a fair  claim  upon  Congress 
fora  classification,  and  sale  of  the  public  lands  according  to 
their  value.  ° 

Our  admission  into  the  Union  involved  an  obligation  to 
permit  the  State  to  settle — and  if  for  this  purpose,  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  will  not  give  the  lands,  nothing 
seems  to  be  more  reasonable,  than  that  it  should  sell  them 

at  a fair  price.  Third  rate  lands  are,  certainly,  not  worth 
as  much  as  those  of  the  first  quality.  Holding  all  at  the 
same  price,  is  equivalent  to  a refusal  to  sell  any  but  the  best- 
since  no  one  will  buy  inferior  lands  at  the  same  price,  for 
which  he  can  get  those  that  are  better.  And  yet, it  is  fully 
as  important  to  the  State  that  the  former  should  be  sold,  as 
tne  latter.  The  general  advantages  of  a dense,  over  a 
sparse  and  scattered  population  are  too  obvious  to  require 
illustration  ; hut  there  are  particular  hardships,  arising  from 
the  latter,  in  this  State,  that  are  burthensome,  in  a most  op- 
press! ve  degree,  upon  a large  portion  of  our  fellow-citizens. 
VVe  have  been  obliged  to  divide  our  state  into  counties. — 
Whatever  their  population,  there  is  the  same  necessity  for 
jails,  court-houses,  and  other  county  expenses  in  all  of  them, 
A county  therefore,  with  a population  of  a few  hundreds  only, 
may  have  a?  large  an  amount  of  county  expenses  to  pay,  as 
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another,  with  a population  of  ten  thousand.  And  as  many 
of  them  contain  a very  large  proportion  of  inferior  lands,  this, 
without  a change  of  policy,  must  continue  to  be  the  case, 
till  all  those  that  are  better,  are  disposed  of.  You  all  know 
how  hardly  this  state  of  things  operates,  I need  not  therefore, 
press  it  further  upon  your  consideration. 

A minute  classification  of  the  lands  into  all  the  different 
grades,  which  the  variety  of  soil  and  situation  would  admit 
of,  might  be  difficult,  and  is  not  necessary.  There  is  no 
difficulty  however,  in  dividing  them  into  three  general  clas- 
ses. Such  a classification  exists  in  all  the  states  of  the  west. 
Any  man  of  common  sense,  and  acquainted  with  the  coun- 
try, can  make  it.  Nothing  more  would  be  necessary,  than 
to  authorise  the  several  Principal  Surveyors  to  appoint 
competent  individuals,  for  this  purpose,  within  their  respec- 
tive districts. 

As  this  is  a subject  in  which  all  the  states  containing  pub- 
lic lands,  as  well  as  ourselves,  are  interested,  I not  only  re- 
commend that  you  should  petition  Congress  in  regard  to  it, 
but  that  you  should  earnestly  solicit  the  co-operation  of  those 
states.  Believing  the  measure  suggested  to  be  right,  I cher- 
ish the  hope,  that,  because  it  is  so,  it  must  finally  prevail. 

I should  certainly  submit  to  your  consideration,  several 
other  topics,  did  I not  conscientiously  believe  that,  there  are 
no  other  existing  evils,  which  our  fellow-citizens  cannot  bet- 
ter bear,  for  two  years  longer,  than  the  expenses  of  a pro- 
tracted session.  If  however,  you  should  think  differently ,1 
beg  you  to  be  assured  of  my  cordial  co-operation  in  all 
measures  calculated  to  protect  the  rights,  and  advance  the 
interests  and  happiness  of  our  constituents.

44  The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  message 
of  Governor  Edwards  nominating  Sidney  Breese  to  the  office 
of  Pay-master  General  of  the  militia  of  this  state,  report 
that  they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  ma- 
turely and  carefully  examined  the  same,  arid  that,  from  an 
examination  of  the  constitution,  as  well  as  the  acts  of  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  organizing  the  militia  of  this  state,  passed  in 
the  years  1819,  1821  and  1826,  they  are  of  opinion  that  the 
constitution  does  not  authorize  or  require  that  any  militia  of- 
ficer shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

In  the  investigation  of  this  subject,  the  committee  have 
carefully  examined  the  constitution,  and  also,  the  constitu- 
tions and  laws  of  most  of  the  other  states  in  relation  to  the 
organization  of  their  militia,  and  have  found  in  them  no  de- 
parture from  the  practice  and  principle  heretofore  pursued 
in  our  State,  that  all  stafF  officers  are  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Colonels,  Generals  and  Commandants  in  Chief,  to  whom 
such  officer  is  attached,  or  to  vrhose  aid  they  are  by  law  giv- 
en— Such  has  been  the  usage  in  the  United  States’  Army, 
and  such,  from  the  duties  of  a staff  officer,  and  the  nature  of 
the  office,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  is  the  only  legal 
or  proper  mode,  under  our  constitution,  of  making  such  ap- 
pointments. 

Although  the  committee  are  unwilling  to  rely  upon  prece- 
dents alone  to  govern  them  in  forming  an  opinion,  yet,  when 
they  reflect,  that  the  Legislature  of  1819  gave  this  construc- 
tion to  the  constitution  immediately  after  is  adoption,  and 
that  many  members  of  that  legislature  had  been  members  of 
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the  convention — that  the  constitutions  and  laws  of  most,  if 
not  all  of  our  sister  states  give  the  appointment  of  the  staff 
to  the  superior  officers — that  they  are  so  appointed  in  the 
United  States’  army,  and  that  each  succeeding  legislature 
and  Governor  in  our  State,  have  heretofore  so  viewed  the 
constitution,  it  strengthens  the  opinion  that  all  appointments 
of  staff  officers  in  the  militia,  must,  under  our  constitution, 
be  made  as  provided  by  the  acts  organizing  the  militia  of 
this  State — and  that  the  22d  section  of  the  3d  article  of  the 
constitution,  and  the  l Oth  section  of  the  schedule  which 
grant  certain  powers  to  the  Governor  and  Senate  and  the 
General  Assembly,  to  make  certain  appointments  in  certain 
cases,  relates  to,  and  wrere  intended  to  apply  only  to  civil 
officers.  That  the  5th  article  of  the  constitution  relates  to 
the  organization  of  the  militia  exclusively,  and  that  bv  a 
reference  to  the  5th  section  of  the  5th  article,  it  will  be  seen 
that  all  militia  officers  are  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  by  the  3d  section  of  the  same  article,  that  com- 
pany, battalion  and  regimental  officers,  (staff  officers  except- 
ed,) are  to  be  elected,  which  leaves  the  conclusion  irresisti- 
ble that  the  appointment  of  the  staff  are  to  be  made  by  the 
respective  commandants — and  that  the  10th  section  of  the 
3d  article,  makes  the  Governor  commander  in  chief  of  the 
militia:  consequently,  the  appointment  of  Pay-master  Gen- 
eral, as  a member  of  his  staff,  is  in  him  alone,  and  not  in  him 
and  the  Senate. 

And,  although  the  committee  have  no  objections  whatev- 
er to  the  individual  proposed,  they  are  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  improper  for  the  Senate  to  act  upon  the  nomina- 
tion, as  it  would  be  an  admission  that  the  constitution  re- 
quired the  Governor  and  Senate  to  appoint  all  the  militia 
staff  officers  in  the  state,  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest 
grade,  and  that  all  now  in  office  have  been  unconstitutional- 
ly appointed.  The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

“ Resolved  by  the  Senate , That  the  appointment  of  Pay- 
master General  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  is,  by  the  consti- 
tution, vested  in,  and  properly  belongs  to  the  Governor  alone 
as  commander  in  chief  of  the  militia  of  this  state.” 

Which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution  recom- 
mended by  the  committee  was  adopted  by  the  Senate. 

Ordered , That  the  secretary  forward  a copy  of  the  ford- 
going resolution  to  the  Governor;  when, 

On  motion,

A message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr, 
Ewing,  their  Clerk: 

44  Mr,  Speaker — I am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate,  that 
the  -House  of  Representatives  do  refuse  to  recede  from  their 
amendments  to  the  bill  entitled  44  An  act  to  compensate  cer- 
tain road  commissioners  and  others. 

They  recommend  as  fit  persons  to  fill  the  office  of  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  in  and  for  the  county  of  Sangamon,  viz: 

Thomas  M.  Neele',  John  N.  Moore  and  Mathew  Robb. 

They  have  passed  a bill,  returned  to  the  House  of  Rep  re- 
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sentatives  by  the  Council  of  Revision,  (with  the  accompany- 
ing objections,)  entitled  44  An  act  making  appropriations  for 
building  certain  bridges  in  the  Bounty  Lands,  with  certain 
amendments  thereto,  in  which  amendments  I am  directed  to 
ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate;”  and  he  withdrew. 

The  objections  accompanying  the  foregoing  message  to 
“ An  act  making  appropriations  for  building  certain  bridges 
in  the  Bounty  Lands,”  are  in  the  following  words: 

44  The  Council  of  Revision  have  had  under  consideration 
a bill  entitled  44  An  act  making  appropriations  for  building 
certain  bridges  on  the  Bounty  Lands,”  and,  although  they 
concur  in  returning  it  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in 
which  it  originated,  as  improper,  in  their  opinion,  to  become 
a law  of  this  State;  yet,  they  differ  somewhat  in  their  ob 
jections  to  it. 

“ The  undersigned  three  members  of  the  Council,  though 
they  regard  the  bill  as  defective,  in  neither  providing  suffi- 
ciently for  a proper  and  judicious  selection  of  the  sites  for 
those  bridges,  nor  for  their  faithful  erections,  nor  for  pre- 
serving and  keeping  them  in  repair  when  erected;  nor  for 
making  them  public  highways;  yet,  there  are  paramount 
considerations  which  induce  them  to  believe  that,  pven  if  all 
these,  and  other  objections  were  removed,  no  such  appro- 
priations ought,  at  this  time,  to  be  made. 

44  We  believe  that  a crisis  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
State  has  arrived,  which  requires  retrenchment,  and  forbids 
every  expenditure  that  is  not  most  urgently  required. 

44  Useless,  indeed,  would  it  be  to  retrench  existing  expens- 
es, and  at  the  same  time,  incur  additional  ones  which  might 
be  postponed  to  a more  auspicious  period.  This  would  only 
be,  to  take  off  the  public  burdens  with  one  hand,  and  lay 
them  on  with  the  other.  The  Treasury  is  now  unable  to 
discharge  the  demands  upon  it;  and  the  balance  against  it, 
must  be,  by  the  end  of  the  present  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  many  thousands  of  dollars.  No  better  reason  it 
would  seem,  ought  to  be  required  for  avoiding  expenses  than 
such  a palpable  inability  to  pay  them.  As  with  individuals, 
so  with  the  state;  the  making  of  improvements,  under  such 
circumstances,  must  he  attended  with  great  sacrifices,  since 
none  can  be  expected  to  perform  the  work  without  seeking, 
in  ah  increased  price,  ample  remuneration  for  the  uncertain- 
ty and  delay  of  eventual  payment. 

44  We,  therefore,  should  deem  it  highly  inexpedient,  at 
this  time  to  commence  any  system  of  internal  improvement 


whatever.  Experience  warns  us,  that  such  as  those  under 
consideration,  cannot  be  relied  on  to  produce  any  advantages 
commensurate  with  their  costs:  not  to  mention  other  cases, 
a similar  appropriation  Was  made  for  Bond  county,  but  what 
was  the  fate  of  the  bridge  there  erected  at  the  public  ex- 
pense? It  was  scarcely  finished  before  it  was  lost.  The 
money  sunk,  and  no  public  advantage  whatever  derived 
from  it.  Vast  sums  of  money  from  the  public  Treasury 
have  been  thrown  away  on  commissioners  to  view  and  mark 
out  roads,  which  have  never  been  and  never  will  be  opened.. 

Various  examples  of  this  kind  might  be  referred  to. — 
Those  of  the  roads  from  this  place  to  Alton,  to  America,  &c„ 
are  fully  sufficient  to  illustrate  the  inexpediency  of  such  ap- 
propriations. Where  are  those  roads  on  which  so  much 
money  has  been  expended?  No  one  can  trace  them.  The 
lessons  of  experience— -the  hardness  of  the  times,  and  the 
burdens  of  the  people,  all  equally  admonish  to  forbearance 
in  experiments  of  such  doubtful  advantage,  at  least,  until 
the  Treasury  is  able  to  pay  the  present  current  demands  up- 
on it. 

u Those  bridges  are  intended  not  for  state  purposes,  but 
merely  for  the  benefitofthecountiesin  which  they  are  to  be  e- 
rected.  if  such  policy  of  making  county  improvements  a state 
charge,  everprevaild  in  other  states,  we  are  so  unfortunate  as 
to  be  utterly  ignorant  of  it.  We,  therefore,  can  but  regard  itas 
a dangerous  novelty,  equally  calculated  to  exhaust  the  public 
Treasury,  and  to  retard,  if  not  entirely  prevent  the  erection 
of  a Penitentiary ; the  removal  of  obstructions  from  our  nav- 
igable streams,  and  such  other  improvements  as  are  demand- 
ed, at  the  earliest  practicable  period,  by  the  general  inter- 
est of  the  whole  state. 

44  On  principle  we  cannot  perceive  any  reason  for  taking 
money  out  of  the  public  Treasury,  to  build  a bridge  for  a 
county,  that  would  not  equally  justify  the  building  of  a 
court  house,  or  jail  for  it.  And  if  such  a system  is  to  be 
pursued;  fair  and  equal  justice  requires  that  it  should  be 
extended  to  every  county  and  not  limited  to  a favored  few. 
The  money  in  the  public  Treasury,  equally  belongs  to  all  of 
them  in  a just  proportion  to  their  respective  populations.  It 
cannot  be  right  to  take  the  money  of  one  county,  and  apply 
it  to  the  benefit  of  another.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the 
representatives  of  any  county  ^wouid  submit  to  such  inequali- 
ty and  injustice  w ithout  claiming  an  equivalent.  If,  there- 
fore, these  bridges  are  to  be  built  for  those  counties  it  is  to 
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be  presumed  that  every  other  county  will  apply. .for,  an*  e- 
quivalent  advantage.  Less  than  this,  on  the  part  of  a repre- 
sentative would  be  to  consent  to  subject  his  own  constituents 
to  be  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  others.  If,  therefore,  this  pre- 
cedent should  be  established  with  our  approbation,  we  should 
feel  ourselves  bound  to  consent  that  a bridge  should  be 
built,  at  the  expense  of  the  Treasury,  in  every  county  in  the 
state  that  stands  in  need  of  one.  The  effect  of  such  a sys- 
tem upon  the  public  revenue,  is  considered  too  obvious  to 
require  illustration.  We  have  no  doubt  that  the  counties 
including  the  Bounty  Lands,  which  are  now  organized,  with 
their  permanent  boundaries,  ought  to  be  placed  upon  an  e- 
qual  footing,  in  all  respects  whatever,  with  all  other  counties 
of  the  State:  but  we  cannot  think  them  entitled  to  any  ex- 
clusive advantages,  and  it  does  not  appear  to  us,  that  those 
counties  have  not  had  their  full  share  of  money  out  of  the 
public  Treasury.

Experience  clearly  demonstrates,  that  criminal  laws  will 
be,  in  a great  degree,  unavailing,  to  restrain  and  check  the 
vicious  propensities  of  the  frequenters  of  taverrs,  and  grog- 
shops, while  the  laws  of  the  state  permit  an  indefinite  mul- 
tiplication of  such  tempting  nuisances,  as  grog  and  tippling- 
shops  usually  become.  It  is  believed  that  the  most  effectual 
mode  that  can  be  adopted,  to  repress  crime  and  intemperate 
habits,  will  be  to  remove  as  far  as  is  practicable,  every  pos- 
sible temptation  out  of  the  way.

A.  Beaird  as  Sheriff  of  the  said  county,  to  discharge  the 
said  Nohle  from  confinement,  that  he  was  discharged  accor- 
dingly; and  that  for  this  discharge,  the  party  injured  by  the 
forgery,  brought  a suit  against  the  said  Sheriff,  which  on  de- 
murer was  decided  in  his  fayor  both  by  the  circuit  and  su- 
preme court,  thereby  afiirrning  both  the  validity  of  the  law 
and  the  sheriff  in  pursuance  of  it. 

“The  Council  can  perceive  no  reason  why  the  State  should 
be  taxed  to  indemnify  the  sheriff  for  a suit  brought  against 
him  for  executing  this  law,  that  would  not  on  principle  equal- 
ly apply  to  any  other  act  which  he  may  have  done  in  pur- 
suance of  the  duties  enjoined  on  him  by  other  laws.  .Every 
officer  takes  his  office  subject  to  the  risk  of  being  wrongful 
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]y  sued.  The  state  is  under  no  obligation  to  indemnify  him 
for  any  such  cases;  and  gratuiously  to  pay  for  defending  the 
sheriff’ in  this  single  case,  two  fifths  of  the  amount  of  the 
salary  allowed  a circuit^attorney  for  his  services  per  twelve 
months,  in  prosecuting  for  and  defending  the  state,  through- 
out h;s  whole  circuit,  would  we  think,  be  unjust  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state,  and  a dangerous  precedent.

Mr.  Speaker  laid  before  the  Senate,  a communication  from 
the  Governor,  which  was  read,  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

“ To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

On  the  19th  of  December  last,  I nominated  to  the 
Senate,  Sydney  Breese,  to  be  Pay-Master-General  of  the 
Militia  of  this  State;  and  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  a 
resolution  of  the  Senate  was  presented  to  me,  which  is  in  the 
following  words: 

[•]  ** 
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u Resolved  by  the  Senate , That  the  appointment  of  Pay 
Master-General, is,  by  the  constitution,  vested  in,  and  proper-' 
Jv  belongs  to  the  Governor  alone,  as  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Mili  tia  of  this  State.” 

Regarding  this  resolution  as  the  expression  of  an  opinion 
by  the  Senate,  in  which  I am  unable  to  concur,  l should 
neither  do  justice  to  the  spirit  of  harmony  that  actuates  my- 
self; nor  to  the  respect  1 feel  for  them;  were  I not  frankly  to 
declare  that  it  would  afford  me  the  sincerest  gratification,  if 
I could,  consistently  with  my  obligations  to  supportthe  consti- 
tution, avert  the  dangerous  consequences,  to  which  our  dif- 
ferent constructions  of- that  instrument  may  subject  the 
State. 

Sensible  that  no  pride  of  opinion  should  he  permitted  to 
jeopardize  the  public  safety,  I would  gladly  relinquish  my 
own,  and  adopt  the  construction  of  the  Senate,  if  l could  feel 
at  liberty  to  do  so.  But,  in  addition  to  my  own  convictions 
on  the  subject,  a recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  that 
tribunal  whose  interpretations  of  the  constitution,  in  every 
case  coining  properly  before  it,  must  be  respected,  has  settled 
the  question,  in  the  very  case  under  consideration,  against 
th&  opinion  of  the  Senate.  For  in  the  case  of  Wm.  L.  D. 
Ewing  vs  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  was  decided  that  the 
Governor  could  not  appoint  a Pay-Master-General  without 
the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  A similar  opinion,  I under- 
stand, has  also,  been  lately  given  by  the  Attorney  General,  in 
an  analogous  case,  submitted  to  his  decision  according  to 
law,  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

My  construction  of  the  constitution  being  thus  fortified, 
and  not  knowing  of  any  other  means  of  settling  the  question, 

1 (rust,  its  importance  will  excuse  me  for  respectfully  pre- 
senting it  to  the  Senate,  in  a new  case,  for  their  re-considera- 
tion. 

The  experience  of  all  nations  has  proved  the  wisdom  of 
being  at  all  times  prepared  for  war.  Situated  as  our  State 
is,  in  the  vicinity  of  numerous  tribes  of  ferocious  and  faith- 
less savages,  whose  power  and  cruelty  have  been  often  felt 
and  deplored,  this  duty  cannot,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
ne  glected  without  some  hazard.  But,  at  a time,  when  we 
have  serious  difficulties,  which  reiterated  attempts  at  nego- 
tiation have,  been  unable  to  remove,  with  a powerful  nation, 
whose  influence  over  those  savages  has,  hitherto,  been  so 
disastrous  to  our  country,  it  is  particularly  incumbent  on  u?> 


to  profit  by  past  experience,  and  be  prepared  for  the  worst 
consequents. 

This  however, cannot  he  done,  under  our  present  miliiia 
law,  so  long  as  this  unfortunate  difference  of  opinion  prevails 
since,  if  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  refer- 
red to,  the  official  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  or  my 
own,  he  correct,  there  is  not  now,  nor  can  there  be  an  Adju- 
tant General;  and  without  this  officer, the  militia  can  neither 
be  kept  in  a state  of  organization,  nor  detached  into  public 
service.  1 


I am  more  inclined  to  cherish  a hope  of  a favorable  issue 
to  a review  of  this  subject  by  the  Senate,  from  the  belief 
tnat  they  have  been  mistaken  in  some  of  the  most  important 
ji  *a£ts  on  which  their  opinion  has  been  predicated.  This  I 
infer  from  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  the  nomina- 
tion was  referred. 


They  say,  that  66  in  the  investigation  of  this  subject  the 
committee  have  carefully  examined  the  constitution,  and  al- 
so tne  constitutions  and  laws  of  most  of  the  other  states,  in 
i relation  to  the  organization  of  their  militia,  and  have  found 
m them  no  departure  from  the  practice  and  principle  here- 
tofore pursued  in  our  State* that  all  staff-officers  are  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Colonels,  Generals*  and  Commandants-in- 
Chief,  to  whom  such  officer  is  attached,  and  to  whose  aid 
they  are  by  law  given*.  Such,  has  been  the  usage  in  the 
A United  States  army,  and  such  from  the  duties  of  a statF-offi- 
s eer,  and  the  nature  of  the  office*  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mitfcee  is  the  only  legal  or  proper  mode,  under  our  constitu- 
tion, of  making  such  appointments.’’ 

Judging  from  the  renriarks  of  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee, made  in  the  Senate !?  in  support  of  the  report,  it  is  pre- 
sumed  that,  the  particular  constitutions  referred  to,  are 
those  of  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Tennessee, 
INew-Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  and  Kentucky. 

in(*ee^’  s^w  how,  and  under  what  authority, 
staii-oiicers  are  appointed  in  those  states,  but  it  is.  not  per- 
ceived, that  they  furnish  any  argument  in  support  of  the 
ground  assumed  in  the  res  olution  of  the  Senate,  imless  the 
grant  ol  power  to  make  a particular  appointment  by  the 
constitution  of  one  state,  can  be  considered  as  justifying  the 
making  of  a similar  appoi  ntment  in  another,  without  any 
such  grant.  , J 

, a11  co“tain  specific  p rovisions  for  the  appointment  of 

statt  officers.  Our  constitutio  u contains  none~and  expressly 


declare^  that,  u the  Governor  shall  nominate , and  by  and,  with 
tWadvice  and  consent  of  the  Senate , appoint  all  officers  whose 
offices  are  established  by  this  constitution , or  shall  be  established 
by  law , and  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided 
for^c”  The  question  then,  is  not  so  much,  how  staff  ap- 
pointments are  made  under  constitutions  specifically  provid- 
ing for  them,  as,  how  they  would  be  made,  if,  with  this  gene- 
ral provision  in  those  constitutions,  they  contained  nothing 
more  upon  the  subject. 

The  reference  to  the  Kentucky  constitution,  from  which, 
as  has  been  justly  observed,  this  very  clause  was  copied  into 
our  own,  is  particularly  unfortunate,  since  both  the  Adjutant 
General,  and  Quarter-Master  General  are,  in  that  state,  re- 
quired to  be  appointed  on  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Se- 
i nate. 

Equally  mistakenVire  the  committee  in  the  assumption, 
that  appointments  of  staff  officers,  as  heretofore  made  in  this 
state  by  the  Commander  in  Chief,  are  in  conformity  with 
“ the  usage  in  the  United  Stated  army;”  on  the  contrary,  it  is 
scarcely  possible  to  imagine  any  thing  more  adverse  to  the 
construction,  under  which  those  appointments  have  been 
made,  than  the  practical  exposition  which  has  been  uniform- 
ly given  to  the  Federal  constitution,  in  cases  precisely  analo- 
gous to  the  one  under  consideration. 

By  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  it  is  declared  that 
the  President  “ shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  Ambassadors,  other 
public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Courts,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States , whose  appoint- 
ments are  not  hc/dn  otherwise  provided  for , and  which  shall  be 
established  by  law. 

It  never  has  been  doubted  that,  if  there  were  no  other 

provision  relative  to  appointments  by  the  President,  his  pow- 
er over  them,  could  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  by 
legislative  enactments;  nor  that,  he  could  not  appoint  any 
officer  of  the  United  States,  civil  or  military,  without  the 
concurrence,  of  the  Senate.  . . 

The  constitution  of  this  State  being,  in  this  respect,  simi- 
lar to  that  of  the  United  States,  and  containing  no  other  pro- 
vision that  admits  of  an  enlargement  of  the  Governor's  power 
over  appointments,  it  follows,  tliut,  lie  neither  has,  nor  can 
the  legislature  confer  on  him,  power  to  appoint  any  olliet  r 
whatever,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate. 

The  constitution  of  the  .'United  States,  however,  lias  pro- 
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vidod  that  “Congress  may, by  l;uv,  vest  the  appointment  of 
such  inferior  officers  as  they  think  proper  in  the  President 
alone, and  it  is  only  in  cases  where  this  has  been  done,  that 
he  can  make  any  appointment  without  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate.  There  being  no  such  power  granted  to 
our  legislature,  they  cannot,  even,  vest  the  appointment  of 
inferior  officers  in  the  Governor  alone. 

It  must  be  evident,  therefore,  that  the  power  of  the  Pre- 
sident to  make  statF  appointments  cannot  be  less,  than  that 
of  the  Governor  of  this  Slate;  and  yet,  under  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  qf  the  United  States,  the  appointments  of  a 
Pay-Master  General , Adjutant  General,  Inspector  General, 
Quarter-Master  General,  Physician  General,  &c.  require 
the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States;  as  may 
be  seen  in  the  3d  vol.  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  pages 
5i  and  52 — and  in  the  2d  vol.  page  233.  Nor  is  it  believed 
that  there  is,  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  a single  staff- 
officer  (deputies  excepted)  who  has  not  been  approved  of  by 
the  Senate,  as  liable  to  be  called  upon  to  perform  such  du- 
ties; the  law  requiring  that  they  shall  all  he  taken  from  the 
line  of  the  army.  Nothing  therefore,  in  44  the  usage  of  the 
United  States'  army  f can  finally  be  alleged  in  support  of  the 
resolution  of  the  Senate. 

On  this  view  of  the  subject,  I nominate  to  the  Senate, 
Henry  Eddy,  and  Enoch  C.  March,  to  be  Aids-de-Camp  to 
the  Commandcr-in-Chief  of  the  Militia  of  this  State.

The  communication  on  the  table,  received  from  the  Go\- 
ernor  on  the  5th  inst.  was  taken  up,  and  referred  to  the'CQm- 
mittee  on  Military  Affairs.” 

Mr.  Duncan , from  the  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to 
which  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  Governor, 
received  on  the  5th  instant,  made  the  following  report,  viz: 

The  committee  on  military  affairs  to  which  was  referred 
the  message  of  the  Governor,  in  relation  to  the  difference  in 
opinion  heretofore  existing  between  his  excellency,  and  the 
Senate,  as  to  the  constitutional  and  legal  mode  of  appoint- 


mg  staff  officers  in  the  militia  of  this  state,  having  examin- 
ed the  subject  with  all  the  care,  and  attention,  which  its  im- 
portance demands,  as  far  as  time  and  opportunity  jvould 
permit,  are  constrained  to  say,  that  they  have  not  bceh  able 
to  find  any  reasons  whatever,  for  recommending  to  the  Se- 
nate a change  of  their  opinion,  as  expressed  on  a former  oc- 
casion of  similar  import;  and  would,  therefore,  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  the 
following  report,  viz: 

That  they  consider  the  5th  article  of  the  constitution  of 
this  State,  as  the  only  part  of  that  instrument  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  that  part  which  provides  that  the  Governor  shall 
be  commander  in  chief)  which  in  anywise  relates  to  the  or- 
ganization of  the  militia;  and  that  such  was  the  intention, 
and  understanding  of  the  framers  ofit,  cannot  be  questioned. 
In  addition  to  the  language,  and  provisions  of  the  constitu- 
tion itself,  it  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  acts  of  1319, 
page  272—3,  that  the  first  General  Assembly,  which  sat  after 
its  adoption,  virtually  gave  to  it  that  construction,  by  provid- 
ing that  “ the  commander-in-chief  should  be  authorised  to 
appoint  two  Aids-de-Camp,  to  rank  as  Colonel;  and  also  to 
appoint  one  Adjutant-General,  ’ and  when  it  is  consi- 
dered that  ten  of  the  members  at  that  session,  had  been  pre- 
viously members  of  the  convention,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  in- 
fer that  they  understood  the  constitution  correctly,  and  gave 
to  it  its  true,  and  proper  construction. 

The  same  construction  was  subsequently  given  by  the 
legislatures  of  1821,  1822,  and  182G;  and  that  such  has  been 
the  construction  heretofore  given,  by  the  several  Governors 
of  this  State,  will  appear  from  the  following  letter  from  the 
Secretary  of  State,  in  reply  to  one  addressed  to  him  by  your 
committee  on  the  7th  day  of  February,  1827,  which  is  as 
follows :

“Hon.  Jos.  Duncan, 

Chairman  of  the  Military  Committee: 

“ Sir  In  answer  to  your  note  of  yesterday,  requesting  to 
be  informed  “of  the  mode  heretofore  pursued  in  appointing 
militia  staff-officers;  if  the  Senate  had  confirmed  such  ap- 
pointments; and  whether  any  staff  appointments  have  been 
made  by  Gov.  Edwards,  without  nominating  them  to  the  Se- 
nate?'’ 1 have  to  sav,  that  as  far  as  the  practice  heretofore 


pursnod  is  known,  that  it  has  not  been  the  practice  to  nonu- 
nalestoffiofliccrs  to  the  Senate,  but  that  the  Governor  has 
made  them  in  pursuance  ot  tea.;  it.  his  cl.aracter  of  Comma... 
dci-in-Ghief;  and  that  Gov.  Edwards  lias  made  otic  appoint, 
went  ol  a staff-officer,  without  nominating  him  to  the  Senate. 
1 he  case  was  that  ot  Henry  Eddy,  to  be  Aid-de-Camp  to  the 
Gove  i nor;  which  was  made  on  the  13th  December  last.  The 
next  day,  or  two,  the  Governor  desired  it  to  be  noted  on  the 
record,  that  “ the  commission  issued  under  a mistaken  im- 
pression  as  to  his  power.”

int?nt  rn  ‘ Ta  sUckh  a“  i,lteratio“  in  the  old  mode,  that 
intention  would  have  been  expressed  in  clear,  and  unequivo- 

cai  language.  But  admitting,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that 
tne  provisions  in  the  constitution  alluded  to,  are  expressed 
in  ambiguous  terms,  the  conclusion  would  still  be  against  the 
position  contended  for  by  the  Governor.  For,  the  only  cor- 
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feet  rule,  by  which  you  can  arrive  at  the  true  construction 
of  a constitution  or  statute,  where  there  is  ambiguity  in  the 
language,  is  by  refering  to  the  cotemporaneous  opinions  of 
learned'  men,  upon  the  same,  or  a similar  subject;  in  sup- 
port  of  which*  position^  we  refer,  with  confidence,  to  the  fol- 
lowing extracts  from  Bacon's  Abridgment,  a work  of  ac- 
knowledged legal  celebrity,  as  conclusive  authority  upon 
that  subject.  In  volume  6,‘  page  384,  he  uses  the  following 
language,  to- wit:  44  The  intention  of  the  makers  of  a statute 
is,  at  sometimes,  to  be  collected  from  the  cause,  or  necessity 
of  making  a statute  ; at  other  times,  from  other  circum- 
stances. Whenever  this  can  be  discovered,  it  ought  to  be 
followed  with  reason,  and  discretion  in  the  construction  of 
the  statute,  although  such  construction  seem  contrary  to  the 
letter  of  the  statute.  Great  regard  ought,  in  construing  a 
statute,  to  be  paid*  to  the  construction,  which  the  sages  of 
law,  who  lived  about  the  time,  or  soon  after  it  was  made,  put 
upon  it;  because  they  were  best  able  to  judge  of  the  inten- 
tion of  the  makers.  Wherever  any  words  of  a statute  are 
obscure,  or  doubtful,  the  intention  of  the  legislators  is  to  be 
resor  ted  to,  in  order  to  find  the  meaning  of  the  words.  A 
thing,  which  is  within  the  intention  of  the  makers  of  a 
statute,  is  as  much  within  the  stat  ute,  as  if  it  were  within  the 
letter.  And,  in  order  to  form  a right  judgment,  whether  a 
case  be  within  the  meaning  of  a statute,  it  is  a good  way  to 
suppose  the  law-maker  present,  and  that  you  iiave  asked  him 
this  question,  Did  you  intend  to  comprehend  this  case? 
Then  you  must  give  yourself such  an  answer,  as  you  imagine 
he,  being  an  upright  and  reasonable  man,  would  have  giv- 
en, &c.  . * 

His  excellency,  in  speaking  of  the  constitutions  of  other 
states,  says  44  they  contain  specific  provisions  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  staff-officers,  hut,  that  our  constitution  contains 
none;”  and  expressly  declares  that  44  the  Governor  shall 
nominate,  and  bv,  and  with  the  advice,  and  consent  ol  the 
Senate,  appoint  all  officers,  whose  offices  are  established  by 
this  constitution,  or  shall  be  established  by  law,  and  whose 
appointments  are  not  therein  othenyise  provided  for,  &c. 
The  question  then,  is  not  so  much  how  slafT-ofliccrs  are^ 
made  under  constitutions  specifically  providing  for  them,  as 
how  they  would  he  made,  if,  with  this  general  provision  m 
those  constitutions,  they  contained  nothing  more  upon  the 
subject.”  By  the  foregoing  extract,  it  appears  that  the  Gov- 
ernor claims  the  right  of  appointing  by,  and  with  the  advice 


and  consesit  of  file  Senate,  all  militia  staff-officers,  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  contained  in  the  22d  section,  o the  3d  arti- 
cle of  the  constitution.  As  well  might  the  General  Assern. 
bly  claim,  and  exercise  this  power,  by  the  10th  section  of  the 
schedule  to  the  same  instrument,  which  is  as  follows:  “ An 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  an  Attorney-General,  and  such 
other  officers  for  the  state  as  may  be  necessary,  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  t!i  General  Assembly,  &c.”  The  reason  in  the 
one  case  is  equally  strong  with  that  in  the  other.  Staff-offi- 
cers are  usually  selected  on  account  of  their  peculiar  quali- 
fications to  perform  military  services  of  various  kinds;  is  it 
therefore  reasonable  to  suppose,  that  the  members  of  Assem- 
bly, unaccustomed  to  military  pursuits,  as  they  generally 
.are,  would  he  ii  competent  to  decide  as  to  the  persons  best 
qualified  to  till, such  stations?  With  equal  uncertainty  would 
such  appointments  he  made  by  the  Governor.  But  a strong- 
er reason  for  objecting  to  such  a mode  of  appointment,  is, 
that  it  would  be  an  innovation  upon  a rule  long  since  settled, 
and  acted  upon;  by  which,  it  has  universally  been  conceded, 
that  the  field  officers,  respectively,  are  by  right  entitled  to 
the  appointment  of  their  own  staff,  for  reasons  too  obvious 
to  be  mentioned. 

The  Governor,  after  referring  the  Senate  to  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  vol.  2,  page  233,  and  vol.  3,  page  51,  and 
52,  says,  “ nor  is  it  believed  that  there  is  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States  a single  staff-officer  (deputies  excepted)  who 
has  not  been  approved  of  by  the  Senate,  as  liable  to  be  call- 
ed upon  to  perform  such  duties;  the  law  requiring  that  they 
shall  all  be  taken  from  the  line  of  the  army.  Nothing  there- 
fore in  the  usage  of  the  United  States  army  can  fairly  be  ai- 
led ged  in  support  of  the  resolution  of  the  Senate.” 

The  following  extract,  from  the  same  law  of  the  United 
States,  and  from  the  very  pages  referred  to  by  his  excellen- 
ce', viz:  in  vol.  2d,  page  233,  section  5,  will  show  that  he 
has  very  much  misconceived  its  provisions;  the  5th  section 
reads  as  follows:  “And  a Major-General,  so  appointed,  shall 
choose  his  Aids-de-Camp;  and  a Brigadier-General,  his  Bri- 
gade-Major, from  the  Captains  or  Subalterns  of  the  line.” 
In  thesefinstances  the  appointment  of  the  staff  is  confined  to 
the  Irne  of  officers;  but  it  cannot,  on  that  account,  beacon- 
tended  that  any  other  limitation  or  controuhis  intended,  ex- 
cept, that  the  officers  thus  appointed  shall  be  taken  from  the 
fine. 

The  Governor  Is  also  mistaken,  when  be  says,  “ the  law 
[s]  G* 
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requires,  that  all  staff-officers  (deputies  excepted,)  shall  be 
taken  from  the  line  of  the  army.’’  By  reference  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  vol.  3,  page  51,  and  section  5,  the  fol- 
lowing provision  will  be  found:  “That  whenever  the  Presi- 
dent shall  deem  it  expedient,  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  ap- 
point, by,  and  with  the  advice,  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a 
commander  of  the  army,  &c.  who  shall  have  authority  to  ap- 
point,, from  time  to  time,  such  number  of  aids,  not  exceeding 
four,  and  secretaries,  not  exceeding  two,  as  he  may  judge 
proper;  each  to  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  emoluments,  of  a 
lieutenant-colonel,  &c.”  Here  is,  certainly,  an  instance  of  a 
Gan'eraPs  being  authorised  to  appoint  his  staff,  without  re- 
striction ; but  it  is  not  doubted,  at  the  same  time,  but  that  the 
staffappointments  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  are 
generally  required  to  be  made,  as  they  should  be,  from  the 
line,  but,  without  further  limitation,  for  the  following  rea- 
sons: 

1st.  Because  there  are  always  a superfluous  number  of 
junior  officers  in  each  corps. 

2d.  it  will  prevent  those  jealousies,  which  are  almost  uni- 
versally produced  by  elevating  citizens  over  the  heads  of 
officers  in  service,  as  it  is  presumed  (hat  persons  in  the  army 
could  always  be  found  for  such  service,  possessing  equal  mer- 
it and  superior  skill. 

3rd.  ft  will  prevent  an  officer  from  appointing  his  relations 
or  favorites,  without  regard  to  their  qualifications. 

In  the  militia,  the  same  reasons  do  not  exist;  for  as  each 
company  has  generally  its  full  compliment  of  men,  a vacan- 
cy in  most  cases  would  he  the  consequence,  if  the  stall  ap- 
pointments should  be  made  fromthe  line;  and  it  Is  also  ne- 
cessary to  give  them  rank,  as  but  few  would  be  willing  to 
accept  without  it. 

The  Governor,  in  speaking  of  the  difference  of  opinion 
between  himself  and  the  Senate,  remarks:  “ that  in  addition 
to  his  convictions  on  this  subject,  a recent  decision  of  the  Su- 
preme Court — that  tribunal,  whose  interpretations  of  the 
Constitution,  in  every  case  arising  properly  before  it,  must 
he  respected — has  settled  the  question  in  the  very  case  under 
consideration,  against  the  opinion  of  the  Senate.  For  in  the 
case  of  Win.  Lee  1).  Ewing,  vs.  the  Secretary  of  State,  itjvyaS 
decided  that . I h£  Governor  could  not  appoint  a Paymaster 
General,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  A similar 
opinion,  1 understand,  has  also  been  lately  given  by  tin*  At- 
torney General,  in  an  analogous  case,  submitted  to  his  dec!?. 


ion, according  to  law,  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts.'’ 
Your  committee  have  examined  the  opinion  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  referred  to  by  his  excellency,  and  are  clearly  of 
opinion,  that  it  does  not  present  a case  by  any  means  anala- 
gous  to  the  one  under  consideration.  That  decision  goes  no 
further  than  to  settle  the  question,  “that  the  Governor  had 
no  power  under  the  8th  section  of  the  3d  article  of  the  Con- 
stitution, to  fill  original  vacancies;  and  that  the  Court,  in 
making  that  decision  did  not  intend  to  stir  the  question  now 
pending,  will  plainly  appear,  from  the  following  extract  ta- 
ken from  the  opinion  itself,  to  wit:  u It  is  stated  in  the  answ  er 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  that  it  does  not  appear  from  the 
records  of  the  office  of  said  Secretary,  that  the  said  office  oi 
Paymaster  General  had  ever  been  filled  by  any  previous  ap>- 
pointment  thereto  sinee  the  creation  of  that  office;  the  ques- 
tion now  is,  has  this  appointment  been  made  agreeably  to 
the  Constitution?  If  it  has  not,  the  office  being  one  establish- 
ed by  law,  unless  it  can  be  shewn  to  have  been  made  under 
some  other  provision  of  the  Constitution  justifying  it,  was 
altogether  unauthorized;  and  consequently,  the  applicant 
could  have  no  legal  right  to  the  commission.  It  is  however 
urged,  that  the  appointment  is  fully  justified  under  the  8th 
section  of  the  3d  article  of  the;  Constitution,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows: “ When  any  officer,  the  right  of  whose  appointment  is 
by  this  Constitution  vested  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  in 
the  Governor  and  Senate,  shall  during  the  recess  die,  or  his 
office  by  any  means  become  vacant;  the  Governor  shall  have 
power  to  fill  such  vacancy,  by  granting  a commission,  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  General 
Assembly.” 

In  the  above  mentioned  case,  no  question  appears  to  have 
been  raised  before  the  Court,  whether  or  not,  said  appoint- 
ment would  have  been  proper  under  any  other  provision  in 
the  Constitution,  other  than  the  one  contained  in  the  8th 
section  of  the  3d  article;  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
foregoing  extract,  or  to  the  opinion  on  file  in  the  Clerk’s  office 
of  the  Supreme  Court. 

From  the  following  letter  received  from  the  Auditor  of 
Public  accounts,  it  appears  that  his  Excellency  has  also  been 
mistaken  in  the  other  high  authority  which  he  has  referred 
to,  in  support  of  his  opinion: 
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^Auditor’s  Office,  Vandalia, 
February  9th,  1827. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs: 

Sir — Your  call  upon  the  Auditor  to  “furnish  the  commit- 
tee  on  military  affairs  with  a copy  of  the  opinion  given  of- 
ficially by  the  Attorney  General,  in  an  analogous  case  to  the 
one  decided  by  the  supreme  court  in  the  case  of  W.  L.  D.  Ew- 
ing, vs.  the  Secretary  of  State,”  the  Auditor  states  that 
no  opinion  has  been  given  him  by  the  Attorney  General,  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Auditor,  is  in  any  wise  analogous  to  the 
case  referred  to;  nor  has  the  Auditor  called  upon  him  for  any 
opinion  in  relation  to  the  militia.

To  prove  that  disastrous  consequences  may  result  from 
the  unpleasant  dilference  in  opinion  which  at  present  exists 
between  the  Senate  and  his  excellency,  he  says  “that  we 
arc  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  numerous  tribes  of  ferocious 
and  faithless  savages,  whose  power  and  cruelty  have  been 
often  felt  and  deplored;  and  that  we  have  serious  difficulties 
which  reiterated  attempts  at  negotiation,  have  been  unable 
to  remove,  with  a powerful  nation,  whose  influenepover  those 
savages,  has  hitherto  been  so  disastrous  to  our  country.”  And 
as  to  the  importance  of  b ing  always  in  a state  of  prepara- 
tion for  war,  he  says:  “This  however  cannot  be  done  under 

our  present  militia  law,  so  long  as  this  unfortunate  diffe  rence 
of  opinion  prevails,  since,  if  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  case  referred  to,  the  official  opinion  of  the  At- 
torney General,  or  my  own  be  correct,  there  is  not  now,  nor 
can  there  be,  an  Adjutant-General ; and,  without  this  officer, 
the  militia  can  neither  be  kept  in  a state  of  organization,  nor 
detached  into  public  service.” 

From  these  remarks,  his  excellency  appears  to  he  of  the 
opinion,  that  there  is  not,  at  this  time,  an  officer  in  the.  whole 
body  of  the  militia  in  this  state ; for,  he  says  “if  I am  cor- 
rect, there  is  not  now,  nor  can  there  be,  an  Adjutant-Gene- 
ral; and  without  this  officer,  the  militia  cannot  be  kept  in  a 
state  of  organization,  & c. 

If  there  is  no  Ad  jutant-General,  for  the  same  reason  therp 
cannot  be  any  -other  staff-officer  in  the  stale;  and  if  it  also 
be  t'-  ie,  that  the  militia  cannot  be  kept  in  a state  of  orga- 
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pization,  without  an  Adjutant-General,  and  that  there  never 
has  been  one,  it  follows,  as  a matter  of  course,  that  all  com* 
mis-aons,  heretofore  issued,  are  void,  and  that  the  militia  are 
■without  officers. 

To  suppose  such  a state  of  things,  would  bo  preposterous 
in  the  extreme,  and  would,  if  acquiesced  in  by  the  Senate, 
lead  to  the  greatest  confusion,  and  would  subject  the  Senate 
at  least,  to  severe  and  just  animadversions. 

The  committee  arc,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  to  change 
the  present  mode  of  appointing  militia  staff-officers,  so  as  to 
meet  the  views  or  wishes  of  the  Governor,  ought  not  to  be 
done,  for  the  following  reasons,  viz: 

1st.  Because  it  is  not  believed,  that  every  Governor  would 
be  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  military  acquirements  of 
the  citizens  of  the  state,  to  make  the  best  selections. 

2d.  Because  the  staff-officer  is. not  only  the  assistant,  but 
the  confidential  friend  of  the  officer  to  whose  command  he  is 
attached.  And  as  the  Generator  other  officer,  is  at  all  times 
responsible  for  the  official  acts  of  his  staff,  it  is  but  just  that 
he  should  have  the  power  to  make  his  own  selections. 

3d.  Because  it  would  lead  to  an  unnecessary  waste  of 
time,  and  public  money,  to  require  the  Senate  to  act  upon 
the  nomination  of  officers,  who  could  be  better  selected  with- 
out such  expense. 

4th.  Because  it  would  be  the  means  of  turning  out  of  of- 
fice, not  only  the  Adjutant,  and  Quarter-Mastcr-Gencral’s, 
but  every  other  militia  officer  in  the  State.  To  do  which, 
would  be  unjust,  and  oppressive,  especially  to  those  who 
have  equipped  themselves  at  a considerable  expense. 

5th.  Because  it  would  establish  a precedent  in  our  govern- 
ment without  a parallel,  and  would  be  subversive  of  the  im- 
mutable principles  of  reason  and  good' sense. 

6th.  Because  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  true  meaning 
and  spirit  of  the  constitution,  as  understood  by  each  succeed- 
ing legislature  since  its  adoption,  by  each  Governor,  and  by 
every  other  officer  of  State,  up  to  the  commencement  of  the 
present  session — and,  because  the  same  construction  has  al- 
ways been  accepted  and  acquiesced  in  by  the  people. 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Rtsqhed,  That  the  nominations  of  Henry  Eddy,  and  Enoch 
C.  March,  as  Aids-de-Camp  to  the  Commander-io-Chief  of 
the  militia  of  this  State,  ought,  for  the  above  reasons,  to  be 
rejected. 


Which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution  there 
in  recommended,  adopted.

Date*  with  their  objections,  a bill  of  the  following  title:  “An 
a<  t relative  to  wills  and  testaments,  executor s and  adminis- 
trators. and  the  settlement  ofeStates”  and  then  he  withdrew. 

The  objections  ofthe  Council  of  Revision  were  then. read, 

as  follow’s:  . . 

‘•The  Council  of  Revision  have  had  under  consideration 
“ An  act  relative  to  wills  and  testaments,  executors  and  .ad- 
ministrators, and  the  s ttlement  of  estates,75  and  return  the 
same  to  the  Senate,  as  improper  to  become  a law  of  this 
State.  From  the  period  at  which  this  bill  came  before  the 
Council,  the v have  been  able  only  to  give  it  a superficial 
examination  Thev,  however,  believe,  that  it  contains 
numerous  objectionable  features,  and  in  some  cases  has 
made  such  a total  mange  in  some  of  our  existing  laws,  as  to 
overturn  some  of  the  long  settled,  and  aswfi  believe, higuly 
approved  principles  of  the  common  law.  The  Council  par- 
ticularly refer  to  the  2 1st  section  of  the  bill  ; that  section, 
the' Council  believe,  would  he  productive  of  highly  injurious, 
consequences  to  the  peace  and  harmony  ofthe  married  state, 
by  introducing  separate  and  conflicting  interests  between 
husband  and  wife.  The  Council  also  object  do  the  intro- 


duction oYjthe  “civil  law”  as  any  portion  .of  our  law,  because

the  civil  law,  as  a code,  is  entirely  unknown  to  the  people, 
and  in  geaeral  they  would  hot  have  it  in  their  power  to 
ascertain  what  the.law  is,  wliich  IS  to  g«ern  their  conduct, 
i*t  go  important  a branch  of  domestic  policy,  as  that  which 
regulates  tire  law  of  baron  and  feme. covert. 

The  Council  have,  also,  objections  to  the  1 8th  section  of 
the  bill.  They  think  it  ought  to  he  so  amended  as  to  give 
the  wife  her  share  ofthe  personal  property,  after  tile  debts 
ofthe  deceased  shall  he  paid.

Mr.  Archer , from  the  commiUee  on  enrolled  bills,  reported 
as  correctly  enrolled  a bill  ot  the  following  titk 
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h m act  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  the  Revised  and 
arher  laws  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly ; and  that  the  same  was  this  day  laid  before  the  Coun- 
cil of  Revision;  and  that  an  act  relative  to  the  disbursements 
at  the  Treasury,  and  the  mode  of  issuing  and  redeeming 
Auditor’s  warrants,  having  passed  the  General  Assembly 
notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the  Council  of  Revision, 
and  certified  and  signed  byUhe  Speakers  of  both  houses,  was 
this  day  handed  over  to  the  Governor. 

A message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr. 
Ewing,  their  Clerk: 

“Mr.  Speaker — The  House  of  Representatives  have  con- 
curred with  the  Senate  in  the  adoption  of  their  resolution  to 
appoint  a committee  to  wait  on  the  Governor  and  inform 
him  that  the  Houses  have  finished  their  business,  and  are  rea- 
dy to  adjourn,  and  to  enquire  if  he  has  any  further  commu- 
nication to  make  to  the  General  Assembly;  and  have  appoin- 
ted Messrs.  Field  and  Sim  on  their  part.”  And  then  he  with- 
drew. 

Mr.  Conway , from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait 
on  the  Governor  to  inquire  whether  he  has  any  furthor  com- 
munication to  make  to  this  General  Assembly,  reported  that 
they  had  performed  that  duty;  and  have  for  his  answer  that 
he  has  no  further  communication  to  make  to  either  branch 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

A message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  by  Mr. 
Ewing,  their  Clerk: 

“Mr.  Speaker — The  House  of  Representatives  have  adopt- 
ed the  following  resolution: 

Resolved , That  the  House  of  Representatives  inform  the 
Senate  that  they  have  completed  their  legislative  business, 
and  are  now  ready  to  adjourn. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Duncan , 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Senate  inform  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives that  they  have  finished  all  tb^ir  business,  and 
are  now  ready  to  adjourn. 

Mr.  Speaker  then  rose  and  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows: 

“Gentlemen — It  is  very  gratifying**  my  feelings  to  know 
that  I have  discharged  in  a manned  acceptable  to  those  with 
whom  I have  had  the  pleasure  d acting.  We  have  been 
engaged  together  through  a |c5sion  of  considerable  length, 
in  which  many  laws  of  vital  importance  to  the  public,  have 
been  the  subjects  of  legislation:  and  I am  happy  to  say,  that 
our  labors  have  not  been  protracted,  nor  our  intercourse  with

ouch  other  soured  by  any  dissentions  among,  our  selves. 

Although  many  questions  havse  arisen  which  were  cal* 
culated  to  revive  disagreeable  recollections,  and  to  awaken 
animosity,  the  members  of  this  House  have  not  suffered  their 
tranquility  to  be  disturbed,  nor  their  friendship  severed;  but 
have  displayed  a courtesy  and  forbearance  towards  each 
other  creditable  to  themselves  and  peculiarly  suited  to  the 
diginity  of  their  stations.  Our  labors  this  winter  have  been 
arduous  and  delicate ; aud  it  is  my  duty  as  well  as  my  pride  to 
say,  that  as  far  as  you  have  been  concerned  in  them,  they 
have  been  discharged  with  fidelity.  For  your  friendly  and 
generous  support  to  me,  as  your  Speaker,  for  your  continu- 
ance and  kindness,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  1 return  to 
you,  gentlemen,  my  most  sincere  thanks,  and  wish  you  all  a 
speedy  and  safe  return  to.  your  families,  and  pray  that  it  may 
please  Providence  to  grant  you  every  blessing.”  And  then 
Mr.  Speaker  laid  before  the  Senate  a communication,  which 
was  read  as  follows: 

44 The  Speaker  of  the  Senate.— Sir:  I hereby  resign  my  seat 
as  a Senator  for  the  county  of  Jackson,  in  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Illinois.
